They say they are not. pacif­ 
ists, but are opposed to the war 
in Vietnam and elsewhere in 
Indochina.

'“Considering 'the grave situa­ 
tion in which our country 
presently finds itself and in 
compliance with the wide 
spectrum of public opinion, the 
chief of state after consulting, 
the chairman of the National 
Assembly and the council of the 
republic, 
decided

request General Lon Nol to 
form a new cabinet according 
to' 
the 
demands 
of 
the 
situation,” the broadcast, said, 
The developments 
in 
the 
Cambodian political situation 
appeared to confirm statements 
made Tuesday by Lon Nol’s 
brother, Col. Lon Non, who said 
the resignation was little more 
than a formality. 
Lon Nol, who with Cheng Heng 
led the bloodless coup that 
overthrew neutralist Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk March 18, 
1970, suffered a stroke Feb., 8. 
He spent some time in . an 
American military hospital in 
Hawaii, 
but has 
not fully 
recovered. 


In the meantime, Deputy 
Premier Sisowath Sink Matak 
has run the government. 
Lon Nol submitted his resig­ 
nation Monday and his cabinet 
followed suit the next day. 
The prime minister’s brother 
said Tuesday the resignations 
were 
required 
under 
the 
constitution because Lon Nol 
had decided to fire a majority 
of his cabinet. Lon Non gave 
corruption in the government 
as the major reason for Lon 
Nol’s decision. 
The country also has been 
beset with a number of other 
problems, including inflation. 
Since Sihanouk was overthrown, 
fighting has been going on and 
almost all resources have been 
used in battling the Commun­ 
ists.

Christian refu sed repeated re­ 
q u ests 
today 
from 
Mag ee’s 
cou rt-appointed 
attorney s 
to 
discu ss whether they shou ld 
continu e to represent him. 
The 31-y ear-old conv ict has 
insisted he shou ld act as his 
own lawy er. 
Finally , one of the lawy ers, 
Robert Y. Bell, read a state­ 
ment prepared by Mag ee which 
a c c u s e d both Lindsay and 
Christian of being preju diced 
ag ainst him. 
Christian readily ag reed that 
he had participated in an ear­ 
lier phase of the case and had 
ru led then that Mag ee was not 
q u alified to represent himself. 
He was partly sway ed in that 
decision, he said, by the fact 
that Mag ee wanted to u se his 
one 
peremptory 
challeng e 
ag ainst a ju dg e in the early 
stag es of the case. The ju stice 
called this a “ tactical error” 
which wou ld not be made by an 
attorney . 
Mag ee, in the statem ent read 
by Bell, said that Christian had 
relied on “ racist IQ tests” in 
making the decision that the 
conv ict needed an attorney . 
The ju stice said that Mag ee’s 
challeng e of Lindsay did not 
meet leg al req u irements for a 
challeng e for cau se like the one 
made by Miss Dav is. He then 
g av e the attorney s a chance to 
confer with Mag ee to see if the 
conv ict wanted to u se his per­ 
emptory challeng e at this time. 
After a recess, Bell said he 
wasn’t au thorized to speak for 
Mag ee. The ju stice wou ldn’t al­ 
low Mag ee to speak and ru led 
that the challeng e wou ld not be 
recog nized. 


Mag ee also renewed his re­ 
peated motions today that his 
ease be transferred to federal 
cou rt and 
c l a i m e d ag ain 
t h r o n g h Bell that the state 
cou rt has no ju risdiction. 


At the end of the hearing 
Miss Bu rnham said that she 
felt Christian’s handling of the 
ease showed a “desire to g iv e 
u s form bu t not su bstance” and 
she said that she thou g ht Miss 
Dav is and Mag ee had “dimin­ 
ished p r o s p e c t s for a fair 
trial.”

pu blic information officer, said 
that Colonel Sarter met with 
the pair and told them of “ the 
limits of free speech u nder the 
military code of ju stice,” and 
that he cou ldn’t object to their 
participation in the peace rally 
as long as they acted within the 
limits of the code. 
Renshaw described the anti­ 
war g rou p as “ m oderate” and 
said it was “working within the 
org anization,” 
and observ ing 
the military - code. 
“ We can’t recru it on base, 
can’t be part of a dem onstra­ 
tion which mig ht end u p in v iol­ 
ence and can’t wear u niforms 
in peace parades,” he said. 
Renshaw, half way throu g h a 
fiv e-y ear hitch, said: “ There 
comes a time when y ou hav e to 
decide whether it’s more worth­ 
while to g rin and bear it, swal­ 
low it, or speak u p.” 
Lawson, who serv ed a y ear in 
Vietnam, said the ex perience 
was disillu sioning . At first, he 
said, he was offended by the 
“ bu reau cracy , waste and ineffi­ 
ciency .” Then, he was “ju st 
appalled at the relationship be­ 
tween U.S. troops and the Viet­ 
namese people.” The troops 
don’t see the av erag e Viet­ 
namese people, bu t the prosti­ 
tu tes, money chang ers and the 
enemy and a larg e nu mber say 
“ they hate g ooks,” he com­ 
mented. 
“ We 
aren’t helping 
these people at all.” 
Lawson said there were sol­ 
diers in Vietnam with fairly 
long hair, bands arou nd their 
heads and wearing peace med­ 
als who were “ toting g u ns” and 
“ doing a hell of a job.” 
Renshaw said the concerned 
Officers Mov ement, which is 
open to both officers and enlist­ 
ed men, is nationwide and the 
base chapter has “ a rou g h alli­ 
ance” with other chapters in 
the Bay Area. 
The m ilitary ’s attitu de toward 
the mov ement is “ they either 
hope it will g o away , or fail to 
acknowledg e it ex ists,” he said. 
Chapter members and other 
m ilitary men will m arch at the 
head of the peace parade in San 
Francisco Satu rday . 
Renshaw said after the par­ 
ade the chapter will be plan­ 
ning a “cou nter display ” to be 
held on Armed 
F o r c e s Day 
which will emphasize the peace 
theme. 
Details hav en’t been worked 
ou t, bu t “ it won’t be on the 
base,” he said. 
The g rou p also will be speak­ 
ing ou t for the rig hts of free 
speech,“ which on some occa­ 
sions hav e been v iolated,” Ren­ 
shaw said.

uled for completion after the 
year 2000, would turn the re­ 
mainder of the parking lot into 
an open space park and develop 
a cove and. pedestrian walkway 
along the shoreline. 
Councilman Dunphy did not: 
favor removing any parking in* 
the city’s 1 a r g e s t lot “until 
there are no resident-serving 
commercial 
enterprises from 
city hall to Princess Street.” He 
also thought any funds availa­ 
ble for park purposes should be 
spent to develop the city’s new­ 
ly-acquired waterfront property 
near Litho Street, proposed site 
of a new city hall and library. 
The presidents of the Sausaii- 
to Citizens Council, Chamber of 
Commerce and. the taisalito 
Businessmen’s Association op­ 
posed the plan. 
Opposition to the proposal 
was based generally on four 
issues; 1) The city does not 
know the cost of developing and 
maintaing the park area. 2) No 
alternate source of revenue has 
been found to replace the $100,- 
000 the city would lose annually 
if the parking lot were closed; 
3) 
Elimination 
of downtown 
parking would create hardships 
for downtown businesses and 
the 
residents 
who 
patronize 
them and 4) The residents who 
would pay for the development 
would be crowded out of the 
park area by visitors. 
Councilman 
Wyman 
Hicks 
and Stephen A. 
Fraser and 
Mayor 
.Alexander 
R. 
Imlay 
joined, about two dozen, 'persons 
in the audience and favored the 
park development. 
"This is a wonderful direction 
in which to go,” said Hicks who 
noted, he has been, working for 
public access to the waterfront 
for 25 years. "The waterfront 
should be made available to the 
p e o p l e in larger and larger 
pieces,” he continued, “not be 
given away to people who want 
to come here to buy things.” 
Fraser said he felt the devel­ 
opment should be accomplished 
“as soon as possible” and said 
he would 'rfbrk for implementa­ 
tion of the first stage this year. 
But he added he believes the 
city should always maintain 
some resident space in the 
parking lot. 
He agreed with businessmen, 
that shopping centers do need 
cars to survive. Unless there is 
“another means of access to 
them” and pointed to the Gol­ 
den Gate Bridge District’s ferry 
which is to be located perma­ 
nently at the foot of El Portal. 
“How many shopping centers 
have a ferry boat?” he asked. 
Imlay said he was not fright­

Lindsay came into the case 
April 1, after an earlier judge 
withdrew when challenged by 
San, Quentin, convict, Magee. 
He had been prepared to hear 
motions by Miss Davis's law­ 
yers, asking that she be freed 
on bail and that c h a r g e s 
against her be dismissed. 
Miss Davis and Magee are 
charged with murder, conspira­ 
cy and kidnapping, stemming 
from the August shoot-out at 
the Civic Center in which Judge 
Harold J. Haley and three other 
persons were killed. 
Christian refused repeated re­ 
quests 
today 
from 
Magee’s 
court-appointed 
attorneys 
to 
discuss whether they should 
continue to represent, him. 
The 31-year-old convict has 
insisted he should act as his 
own lawyer. 
Finally, one of the lawyers, 
Robert Y. Bell, read a state­ 
ment prepared by Magee which 
a c c u s e d both Lindsay and 
Christian of being prejudiced 
against Mm. 
Christian readily agreed that 
he had participated in an ear­ 
lier phase of the case and had 
ruled then that Magee was not 
qualified to represent Mmself. 
He was partly swayed in that 
decision, he said, by the fact 
that Magee wanted to use his 
one 
peremptory 
challenge 
against a judge in the early 
stages of the case. The justice 
called this a "tactical error” 
which would not be; made by an 
attorney. 
Magee, in the statement read 
by Bell, said that Christian had 
relied on "racist IQ tests” in 
making the decision that the 
convict needed, an attorney. 
The justice said that Magee’s 
challenge of Lindsay did not 
meet legal requirements for a 
challenge for cause like the one 
made by Miss Davis. He then 
gave the attorneys a chance to 
confer with Magee to see if the 
convict wanted to use his per­ 
emptory challenge at ttos time. 
After a recess, Bell said he 
wasn't authorized to speak for 
Magee. The justice wouldn’t al­ 
low Magee to speak and ruled 
that the challenge would not be 
recognized. 


Magee .also renewed Ms re­ 
peated motions today that Ms 
case be transferred to federal 
court and c l a i m e d again 
t h r o u g h Bell that the state 
court has no jurisdiction. 


At the end of the hearing 
Miss Burnham said that she 
felt Christian’s handling of the 
case showed a “desire to give 
us form but, not substance” and 
she said that she thought Miss 
Davis and Magee had “dimin­ 
ished p r o s p e c t s for a fair 
trial.”

Participation by servicemen 
he feit would "lend a little hit 
of respectibility to the peace 
movement,” he said. 
Renshaw felt it was Ms pa­ 
triotic duty to state Ms attitude 
about the war and "indicate a 
desire for an abrupt change of 
policy where abrupt change is 
needed.” 
The pair, who serve with the 
Detachment 21, said they have 
kept Col. Lee A. Sorter Jr.; 
base commander, informed of 
their activities. 
Capt. 
Joseph W. 
Corfieid, 
public information officer, said 
that Colonel Sarter met with 
the pair and told them of “the 
limits of free speech under the 
military code of justice,” and 
that he couldn't object to their 
participation in the peace rally 
as long as they acted witMn the 
limits of the code. 
Renshaw described the anti­ 
war group as “moderate” and 
said it was “working witMn the 
organization,” 
and observing 
the military code. 
"We can’t recruit on base, 
can’t be part of a demonstra­ 
tion which might end up in viol­ 
ence and can’t wear uniforms 
in peace parades,” he said. 
Renshaw, half way through a, 
five-year hitch, said: “There 
comes a time when you have to 
decide whether it’s more worth­ 
while to grin and bear it, swal­ 
low it, or speak up.” 
Lawson, who served a year in 
Vietnam, said the experience 
was disillusioning. At first, he 
said, he was offended by the 
"bureaucracy, waste and ineffi­ 
ciency.” Then, he was “just 
appalled at the relationship be­ 
tween U.S. troops and the Viet­ 
namese people.” The troops 
don’t see the average Viet­ 
namese people, but the prosti­ 
tutes, money changers .and the 
enemy and a large number say 
“they hate gooks,” he com­ 
mented. 
“We aren’t helping 
these people at all.” 
.Lawson said, there were sol­ 
diers in Vietnam with, fairly 
long hair, bands around their 
heads and wearing peace med­ 
als who were “toting guns” and 
“doing a hell of a job.” 
Renshaw said the concerned 
Officers Movement, which is 
open to both officers and enlist­ 
ed men, is nationwide and the 
base chapter has “a rough alli­ 
ance” with other chapters in 
the Bay Area. 
The military’s attitude toward 
the movement is “they either 
hope it will go away, or fail to 
acknowledge it exists,” he said. 
Chapter members and other 
military men will march at the 
head of the peace parade in San 
Francisco Saturday. 
Renshaw said after the par­ 
ade the chapter will be plan­ 
ning a “counter 'display” to be 
held on Armed F o r c e s Day 
which will emphasize the peace 
theme. 
Details haven’t been worked 
out, but “it won’t be on. the 
base,,”' he said. 
The group also will be speak­ 
ing out for the rights of free 
speech,“which on some occa­ 
sions have been violated,” Ren­ 
shaw said.

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Laird: Red ICBM 
Threat Growing 


NEW YORK (U PI)—Defense 
Secretary Melvin R. Laird said 
today the Soviet Union had 
started building a new, exten­ 
sive ICBM system which “ must 
be of major concern” to the 
United States. 
In view of this, he said, the 
United States might be forced 
to take “ additional offsetting 
actions” if the Strategic Arms 
Limitations Talks (SALT) in 
Vienna 
fail 
to produce an 
agreement. 
In a prepared speech to the 
85th annual convention of the 
American Newspapers Publish­ 
ers Association (ANPA), I^alrd 
recalled that one year ago he 
told another meeting of editors 
that he feared the United States 
might find itself in a second 
rate strategic position by the 
mid-1970s. 
“ I regret to report today that 
nothing has happened in the 
intervening 12 months to lessen 
that concern,” he said. “ Quite 
the opposite Ls true.”

Body Found 
In Hideaway 


S A N T A CRUZ UPI - A 
Black Panther captain was 
slain and buried in a remote 
mountain retreat used as a re­ 
volutionary bomb factory, au­ 
thorities disclosed yesterday. 
The hideout was uncovered 
after an informant gave police 
a map of the site in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains near the Santa 
Clara County line. 
Besides finding a large quant­ 
ity of explosives, investigators 
uncovered 
human 
remains 
which are believed to be those 
of Fred Bennett, a Black Panth­ 
er captain who was last seen 
publicly in November. 
Santa Cruz County District 
Attorney Peter Cheng said the 
case was being investigated by 
local, state and federal agents. 
Bennet, 25, was lured to the 
remote h i d e o u t and shot 
through the head. His body was 
buried and bones crushed into 
the ground with a shovel. 
The motive for the execution 
of Bennett, a Stanford Universi­ 
ty graduate student and fre­ 
quent Panther rally speaker, 
allegedly was a disapproved 
romance with a woman Panth­ 
er. 
He was murdered about Jan. 
8 police said. 
The body was found several 
weeks later at the mountain 
retreat, which was surrounded 
by wire. It was unoccupied 
when raided by police. 
Two other Black 
Panther 
members were being sought for 
questioning. 
One was identified as a teach­ 
ing assistant at the University 
of California at Santa Cruz who 
has a record of frequent ar­ 
rests. 
Another Panther sought for 
questioning is a former chemi­ 
cal engineering student at Stan­ 
ford who was reportedly expert 
with electronics and explosives. 
He disappeared while awaiting 
trial on charges of assaulting 
police. 


Guilty Verdict In

A Marin Superior Court jury 
yesterday found Paul Waldmar 
Brust, 25, of San Francisco, 
guilty of burglarizing Eubanks’

Hub Trustees 
Set Tax Vote 


Despite reservations by some 
trustees, 
the 
San 
Anselmo 
School D i s t r i c t last night 
agreed to hold an election in 
July on an 80-cent override tax. 
The increase, if approved by 
voters July 13, would increase 
the operational tax rate from 
this year’s maximum of $2.25 to 
$3.05 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. A total tax rate of $3.44 
was levied this year of which 
$2.06 was operational tax. 
Last night’s 4-0 vote, with 
trustee Eugene E. Jacks ab­ 
staining, culminated about four 
months of discussion by the 
board. 
(Jacks, who won in his reelec­ 
tion bid to the board yesterday 
has opposed the election in the 
past.) 
Trustee Mary Helen Olive, 
who two weeks ago also voted 
against going to election, last 
night switched her position to 
close ranks with other trustees. 
“ I still think it’s a bad time 
for the election,” she said to­ 
day, “ but if people want the 
opportunity to vote they should 
be given that opportunity.” 
According to Supt. W. Ken­ 
neth Lowry, the board following 
its vote set a special meeting 
for Monday at 7:30 p.m. at Red 
Hill School to discuss election 
preparations and for further 
budget review. 
“ Both as a superintendent 
and as a private individual, I 
have to congratulate the board 
on their position,” Lowry said. 
“ It was reached after a great 
deal of soul searching.” 
He said the meeting was at­ 
tended by about 50 persons, 
none of whom spoke in opposi­ 
tion to the election. There was 
applause after the board’s vote, 
he said. 
Lowry, in January, told the 
b o a r d the tax rate must be 
i n c r e a s e d to cover deficit 
spending which has been eating 
budget reserves at the rate of 
$100,000 per year. 
Should the tax increase elec­ 
tion fail, he said, certain educa­ 
tion and building programs will 
have to be reduced to balance 
next year's budget. Reserves 
now stand at $50,000. 
The July election represents 
the first request since 1963 by 
the district for an override. If 
approved it will bring the ope­ 
rational tax in line with that of 
neighboring Fairfax School Dis­ 
trict, Lowry said. 
Mrs. Olive said an important 
part of her switch in position 
stems for assurances the tax 
rate increase will suffice for 
another two to four years.

Peter C. Meyer, county elec­ 
tions officer, cited section 18603 
of the Elections Code, passed 
by the legislature in 1968, which 
says:“ No name written in on a 
ballot shall be counted unless a 
declaration of candidacy has 
been filed.”

A group of Sausalito residents 
who want to halt development 
of a heavily wooded area in the 
city’s hills were told by the city 
council last night to discuss 
their ideas with the city mana­ 
ger and the developer. (Another 
Sausalito City Council story, 
page 6) 
Dr. Stephen L. Davis present­ 
ed the council with a petition 
signed by about 230 residents 
calling for preservation of an 
area known as “The Glen’ at 
61 Cazneau Avenue. “This is 
the last stretch of undeveloped 
live creek in Sausalito,’. he told 
the council. “And this land is 
about to be massively devel­ 
oped as a housing tract, with 
most of its trees cut down and 
its beauty lost.’ * 


The petitioners asked the city 
to acquire the land as a park, 
either through a bond issue or a 
city-wide assessment district 
and also want development and 
tree cutting halted until the is­ 
sue is studied. 
Developer Fred De Cook, who 
plans to build five houses in the 
glen, agreed last night to cease 
work in the area for30 days, to 
give residents time to see what 
can be accomplished. He dec­ 
lined to name the purchase 
price for the property. 
City Mgr.. Albert St. Cyr .said 
he had learned an assessment 
district could be set up within a 
few weeks to finance the pro­ 
ject and agreed to meet with 
DeCook and Davis to discuss 
the matter.

cutives at a dinner hosted by 
the Marin Chamber of Com­ 
merce and Visitors Bureau at 
which a group of Marin County 
officials and businessmen was 
told that the computer facility 
is being tentatively scheduled 
for completion in 1973. 
Fireman’s 
Fund 
president 
Louis W. Niggeman, a Kent- 
field 
resident, 
said original 
plans to request annexation of 
the 38 acres at Highway 101 and 
Lucas Valley Road to the City 
of San Rafael were being de­ 
ferred “in order to review the 
possibility of remaining within 
the county and determine which 
c o u r s e would be in the best 
interest of the community and 
the company.’’ 
The decision whether to ask 
for annexation is expected next 
month, following meetings with 
representatives of 
Marinwood 
and Terra Linda community 
services districts and other or­ 
ganizations opposing or favor­ 
ing the annexation. In either 
case the company would re­ 
quest rezoning of the property, 
which is not now zoned for ad- 
-ministrative and professional 
use. 


Construction on the computer 
center is expected to begin aft­ 
er the company’s decision on 
requesting 
annexation. 
The 
building would be located at the 
west side of the property, with 
three stories facing Highway 
101 and two stories on the side 
fronting Los Gamos Drive. Ar­ 
chitects for the project are 
Page, Clowdsley and Baleix. 
It will be constructed of tex- 
tured pre-cast concrete, with 
bronze-tinted windows and will 
have extensive landscaping in a 
park-like setting. Usage of the 
remainder of the 38 acres has 
not yet been determined, but 
Niggeman said land studies are 
being made and it is expected 
that some of the land will be 
needed for future expansion.

The development, proposed 
by Sea-Port Development Co. of 
Sausalito, would cover 24 acres 
east of Highway 101 between 
Belvedere and West Strawberry 
drives. 
Mrs. Heick said a representa­ 
tive of the firm was to have 
discussed the development with 
directors last night but did not 
attend the adjourned meeting. 
In other business, the board 
told Kaufmann to prepare a 
five-year lease with the Straw­ 
berry Swim Club at a sixfold 
increase in rent. 
The new lease, which will run 
until Nov. 30, 1976, will be for 
$3,000 per year. The club cur­ 
rently rents the district’s swim­ 
ming pool for $500 a year. 
Mrs. Heick said the new lease 
allows the club to increase 
monthly dues from $7.50 to $8.50 
to cover the higher rent.

County Auditor-Controller Mi­ 
chael Mitchell yesterday listed 
these major increases in costs 
that can be expected for the 
1971-72 fiscal year: 
1. Security will cost more at 
the Civic Center with about 30 
men added to the security force 
at $500,000 more next year plus 
another $200,000 for overtime. 
2. The trial for A n g e 1 a Y. 
Davis and Ruchell Magee, esti­ 
mated conservatively to take 
100 days, will cost the county 
about $980,000. 
3. Based on a number of bills 


proposed in Sacramento, in­ 
cluding the Governor’s tax shift 
program, MaruT County could 
face up to $2,000,000 per year in 
increased county welfare costs. 
Mitchell said that under the 
Governor’s tax shift program, 
the state would pay for old age 
security and aid for the blind, 
but more of the responsibility 
for Aid to Families with Depen­ 
dent Children will be shifted to 
counties.

Shortage

risk o f putting America n bo y s in, I 
believ e tha t the ex ecutiv e bra nch 
o f the g o v ernment ha s to ta ke the 
po litica lly unpo pula r po sitio n o f 
fa cing up to it a nd do ing it, a nd I 
perso na lly wo uld suppo rt such a 
decisio n.’’ 
The then-v ice president ma y

The d istrict was 
fo u nd granting sp ecial fav o rs o f tax p ay ­ 
ers land and thu s mo ney to a few influ en­ 
tial bu siness men (go lf clu b and hu nting 
clu b affair). Then, the d istrict attemp ted 
to renege o n a p ro mise mad e six mo nths 
ago to seek v o ter ap p ro v al fo r any fu rth­ 
er financing o f the So no ma-Marin Aq u ed 
u ct. When that effo rt was thw'arted by 
Assembly man Bagley ’s refu sal to su bmit 
the bill, the d istrict ap p eared to recant 
and agree to go befo re the v o ters fo r 
fu nd s. Ho wev er, that wasn’t the end o f 
the fu nd ing p ro blem. Assembly man Be- 
lo tti, R-Eu reka, intro d u ced the water d is­ 
trict’s bill fo r them, rep o rted ly at the 
u rging o f lo bby ist Ro bert Becku s. 
My reactio ns to all this is — WTio p ay s 
lo bby ist Becku s’s salary -? Can the d istrict 
d irecto rs be su bject to a recall electio n? 
Is the grand ju ry taking a lo ng, hard lo o k 
into the legality and ethics o f the water 
d istrict o p eratio n?

WASHINGTON — It is hard ly p o ssible to 
o v erstate the p o tential fo r go o d which can 
flo w fro m the new mo v e to imp ro v e U.S.- 
Chinese relatio ns. 
It may well lead to the mo st significant 
salu tary single ev ent o f the d ecad e o f the 
Sev enties — a new balance o f war- 
restraining p o wer amo ng all o f the p rin­ 
cip al natio ns in the Western Pacific — 
m ainland China, the United States, 
Ru ssia, and Jap an. 
What is hap p ening is that Premier Cho u 
En-lai and Presid ent Nix o n are acting to 
escalate p eace in Asia. 
That’s the p o tential o f the step s which 
are no w being taken by bo th sid es — 
no thing less. 
They ’re co ming at the right time, in 
the right way , in the best climate. 


THESE STEPS are meaningfu l becau se 
they serv e the enlightened natio nal in­ 
terests o f bo th co u ntries and are co ming 
into being at a mo ment when bo th sid es 
need each o ther. 
This is why mino r incid ents are o f majo r 
imp o rtance. The p resence o f the United 
States table tennis team in Peking, the 
inv itatio n to the Chinese tennis p lay ers to 
co mp ete at Fo rest Hills are signs o f larger 
co ntacts to co me. 
And they are co ming rap id ly becau se the 
time is p ro p itio u s. These are the reaso ns: 
The United States need s Peking’s help to 
end the Vietnam war u nd er the best 
p o ssible circu mstances. 
Co mmu nist China need s to feel that in 
the United States it has at least a neu tral 
friend becau se it fears Ru ssian military 
p o wer o n its far-flu ng western bo rd ers. 


PRESIDENT NIXON and Presid ent 
Jo hnso n befo re him co nclu d ed that the 
p ro sp ects o f p eace wo u ld be enhanced 
whenev er China was read y to beco me an 
o p en p articip ant in the wo rld co mmu nity '. 
The American p eo p le are read y fo r mu tu al 
d ip lo matic reco gnitio n.

WASHINGTON — It was a great week 
fo r the Pill. The Co mmissio n o n Po p u latio n 
Gro w-th and the American Fu tu re held two 
d ay s o f hearings in the cap ital witho u t 
attracting a single witness w-ho wo u ld 
ad mit he was fo r p o p u latio n gro wth. 
A su rv ey by the Natio nal Op inio n 
Research Center at the Univ ersity o f 
Chicago fo u nd that o nly 27 p er cent o f 
activ e Catho lic p riests in this co u ntry 
believ e all artifical co ntracep tio n is 
mo rally wro ng. 
And there came in the mail a bo o k en­ 
titled “The Baby Trap ,” by a lo ng-liaired 
blo nd e no n-mo ther who m akes the 
trad itio nally bewailed state o f child less 
marriage o u t to be o ne lo ng and fu n-filled 
trip to Eu ro p e o n mo ney that o therwise 
wo u ld hav e been banked fo r d iap ers and 
braces. 
Mo re than any go v ernment-sp o nso red 
inq u iry - so far, the p o p u latio n gro wth 
hearings d emo nstrated ho w bro ad the 
p u blic awareness o f the d anger o f to o 
many p eo p le has beco me. 
IT BEGAN with Stewart L. Ud all, the 
fo rmer secretary o f the interio r, and Dr. 
Alan F. Gu ttmacher, p resid ent o f Planned 
Parentho o d , cu tting u p Mr. Nix o n fo r his 
o rd er restricting abo rtio ns in military 
ho sp itals. 
Yet Ro bert H. Finch, 
the fo rmer 
secretary o f HEW and no w co u nselo r to 
Mr. Nix o n, entered a fo rmal statement o f 
go v ernment p o licy end o rsing an end to 
p o p u latio n gro wth in Am erica. The 
av erage family size sho u ld be bro u ght 
d o wn to two child ren, he said . 
A sp o kesman fo r the United Metho d ist 
Chu rch said the p o p u latio n sho u ld be 
lev eled o ff “at the earliest p racticable 
time.” 
A HARVARD DEMOGRAPHER said 
u p grad ing wo men’s p ro fessio nal o p ­ 
p o rtu nities wo u ld giv e them so mething 
p restigio u s to d o besid es bear child ren. 
A co nserv atio nist fro m the Sierra Clu b 
said man sho u ld ad ju st his thinking to 
p u tting the hu man 
race 
into 
the 
bio p hy sical wo rld instead o f d o minating it 
by his nu m bers and acco m p any ing 
p o llu tio n. 
A black wo man stated again the feelings 
ovf so me blacks that p o p u latio n co ntro l is 
aimed at red u cing mainly the no nwhite 
gro wth rate, bu t left no d o u bt that she was 
fo r p o p u latio n co ntro l any way . 
The d irecto r o f the family life d iv isio n o f 
the U.S. Catho lic Co nference sp o ke o u t 
against abo rtio n, which was no su rp irse, 
bu t ev en he d ev o ted himself to the ho ws, 
why s and whens o f p o p u latio n co ntro l, 
rather than whether. And ev en within the 
clergy o f his o wn chu rch he wo u ld find

With the end o f the v io lent p hase o f the 
Cu ltu ral Rev o lu tio n, the go v ernment o f 
Mao Tze-tu ng is mo re stable and the 
mainland eco no my is imp ro v ing. This 
means that Peking can co me o u t o f its self- 
imp o sed co co o n and ap p arently it is read y 
to d o so . 
These are the main reaso ns why ho p e fo r 
imp ro v ed relatio ns, which Mr. Nix o n 
ex p ressed two y ears ago when he u n­ 
su ccessfu lly so u ght to resu me the am ­ 
bassad o rial talks in Warsaw, are no w 
beginning to be realized with a ru sh. Bo th 
sid es hav e been getting read y to make 
hap p en what is no w hap p ening. This ex ­ 
p lains why , when the American p lay ers 
arriv ed in Peking, Premier Cho u En-lai 
d id no t say , “isn’t table tennis a great 
sp o rt?” He said : “This o p ens a new p age 
in the elatio ns between the Chinese land 
American p eo p le.” 
WHAT, THEN, is the p o tential o f what 
has no w begu n so au sp icio u sly ? 
It will enhance the p ro sp ects o f p eace in 
the who le Pacific. 
It will imp ro v e the o ften tense and u n­ 
certain relatio ns between Red China and 
Jap an. 
It may ind u ce No rth Vietnam to seek a 
new nego tiated settlement o f the Viet­ 
namese war as Hano i sees Peking and 
Washingto n wo rking to gether. 
It will p ro mo te a two -way trad e in no n- 
strategic go o d s which will benefit bo th 
co u ntries. 
And , co ntrary to the ju d gment o f so me, 
imp ro v ed relatio ns between China and the 
United States may no t alarm the So v iet 
Unio n. Mr. Nix o n has go ne o u t o f his way 
to affirm to Mo sco w that he seeks no anti- 
So v iet alliance with Peking and that the 
who le thru st o f U.S. influ ence will be 
against armed co nflict between China and 
Ru ssia. 
There is a p o ssibility that Mo sco w and 
Peking will be co mp eting fo r American 
friend ship . 


argu ment, as the Chicago stu d y sho wed . 
ALL TOGETHER, the witnesses at the 
Washingto n hearing p ro v ed their p o ints 
with p o litical statements, statistics and 
mo ral ind ignatio n. It was left to Ellen 
Peck, who d id no t testify bu t who wro te 
“The Baby Trap ,” to lay d o wn a mo re self- 
centered bu t no less co nv incing case 
against baby making.

alway s, d eterio rate p hy sically and 
so cially after beco ming mo thers, ho w no t 
to hav e babies (birth co ntro l and abo rtio n) 
and ho w to ex p lain the d ecisio n to abstain 
fro m mo therho o d to friend s and relativ es. 
Then she retu rns again to the freed o m a 
wo man enjo y s when she is no t bo u nd by 
child ren. 
All this will infu riate a lo t o f wo men who 
alread y hav e beco me mo thers, which is a 
co nd itio n hard to remed y . And Mrs. Peck 
might seem to o mu ch o f a swinger fo r a 
p resid entially su ggested co mmissio n to 
so licit her testimo ny . Bu t when the 
Co mmissio n o n Po p u latio n Gro wth ho ld s 
its later hearings in Lo s Angeles, Little 
Ro ck, Chicago and New Yo rk, it might 
co nsid er inv iting her. She can o ffer the 
p riests, p o liticians and gy neco lo gists an 
attractiv e sales p itch, as when she co n­ 
clu d es: “Yo u ’re d o ing go o d fo r the wo rld 
by no t hav ing child ren; Yo u ’re d o ing go o d 
fo r the wo rld by no t hav ing child ren; y o u 
can take cred it fo r that, ev en if y o u d ecid e 
to remain child less p u rely fo r reaso ns o f 
p erso nal ad v antage. Perso nal ad v antage 
and the larger so cial go o d d o co incid e, in 
this case.”

Today is an anniversary — not 
one that we exactly want to 
celebrate, but one that should be 
noted. 
It was 17 years ago today — 
April 21, 1954 — that the United 
States began flying French troops 
from Paris to reinforce the 
French defense of Dienbienphu 
against an attacking force of Ho 
Chi Minh's Vietnamese liberation 
army. 
That was the beginning of our 
involvement. 
IT WAS A DEPARTURE from 
the 
U nited. S tates’ previous 
policy of keeping hands off 
Southeast Asia. It was a depar­ 
ture from the anti-colonialist 
stand taken during World War II, 
when P resid ent F ran k lin D. 
Roosevelt declared that Vietnam 
must never be returned to 
France. 
It was not returned to the 
French. After losing at Dien- 
jienphu they pulled out, first 
negotiating a supposedly tem­ 
porary partition of Vietnam along 
the 17th parallel, with Bao Dai, 
their puppet emperor of Annam, 
as chief of the new state of South 
Vietnam. A little over a year 
later, 
all 
French 
influence 
vanished when Bao 
Dai 
was 
deposed by overwhelming vote in 
a national referendum and Ngo 
Dinh Diem, his prime minister, 
was made chief of state. 
BUT 
THE 
UNITED 
States, 
which had begun its involvement 
on behalf of the French by flying 
their troops to Dienbienphy, 
remained involved on behalf of 
the government of Bao Dai. — and 
after him, of Ngo Dinh Diem. 
WHEN Diem was overthrown 
by a palace revolt, the U.S. 
continued its presence in behalf of 
a series of successors, down to the 
present government of Nguyen 
Van Thieu and Nguyen Cao Ky. 
And 
the involvement 
grew.

The state Legislature will soon have to 
face up to big decisions on tax increases. 
In the offing is a .major upheaval in, the 
way Californians pay taxes. 
CONSIDER 
THE 
FOLLOWING 
provisions in bills now before 
the 
Legislature: 
— Substantial income tax credits for 
renters. 
— Higher individual income taxes. 
— Payroll withholding. 
— One per cent increase in the state 
sales 'tax. 
— Increased bank, insurance and cor­ 
poration taxes. 
— Elimination of the oil depletion 
allowance. 
— Higher taxes on capital gains. 
— Higher inheritance taxes. 
— Higher license fees for all motor 
vehicles. 
. — Reduced business inventory taxes. 
And . , . a new, statewide property tax 
for schools. 
ALL OF THESE except the statewide 
property tax for schools are part of the 
Democratic tax package sent to the 
Legislature last month by Assemblyman 
Joe A. Gonsalves of La Mirada, head of the 
powerful Assembly Revenue and Taxation 
Committee. It is an ambitious and costly 
plan — totaling $2 billion more in taxes 
each year after 1971.

ago today. As President, he has 
reduced the involvement from 
550.000 troops to 284,000, and says 
he will withdraw another 100,000 
by the end of this year.

program, receiving $1.1 billion in property 
tax relief starting this fall when the first 
county tax payment is due. 
Homes occupied by their owners would 
be totally exempted from property taxes, 
but the land they are built on would stay on 
the assessment rolls. The portion of a 
duplex, condominium or cooperative 
housing occupied by the owner would also 
be exempted from taxation except for the 
land. 
Renters would get tax relief totaling $290 
million in 1971-72 through special state 
income tax deductions. Apartment 
buildings would not be exempted from 
property taxes. 
Elderly home owners with low incomes 
would also get a property tax break. The 
state would reimburse seniors 62 and older 
for their entire property tax bill if their 
income was under $2,300 a year. Elderly 
home owners with incomes from $2,500 to 
$5,000 would be reimbursed for a per­ 
centage of their property taxes. 
The Democrats’ plan would raise $1.4 
billion in new tax reveneus in 1971-72, of 
which $242 million would go to the state 
Department of Education to help ease the 
financial plight of local school districts..

WASHINGTON — It is hardly possible to 
overstate the potential for good which can 
flow from the new move to improve U.S.- 
Chinese relations.. 
It may well lead to the most significant 
salutary single event of the decade of the 
Seventies — a new balance of war- 
restraining power among all of the prin­ 
cipal. nations .in 'the'Western Pacific — 
mainland China, the United States, 
Russia, and Japan. 
What is happening is that Premier Chou 
En-lai and President Nixon are acting to 
escalate peace in .Asia. 
That’s the potential of the steps which 
are now being taken by both sides — 
nothing less. 
They’re coming at the right time, in 
the right way, in the best climate. 


THESE STEPS are meaningful because 
they serve the enlightened national in­ 
terests of both countries and are coming 
into being at a moment when both sides 
need each other. 
This is why minor incidents are of major 
importance. The presence of the United 
States table tennis team in Peking, the 
invitation to the Chinese tennis players to 
compete at Forest Hills are signs of larger 
contacts to come. 
And they are coming rapidly because the 
time is propitious. These are the reasons: 
The United,States needs Peking’s help to 
end the Vietnam war under the best 
possible circumstances. 
Communist China needs to feel that in 
the United States it has at least a neutral 
friend 'because it fear* Russian iMitory 
power on its far-flung western borders. 
PRESIDENT NIXON and President 
Johnson before him concluded that the 
prospects of peace would be enhanced 
whenever China was ready to become an 
open participant in the world community. 
The American people are ready for mutual 
diplomatic recognition.

WASHINGTON —- It was a great week 
for the Pill. The Commission on Population 
Growth and the American Future held two 
days of hearings in the capital without 
attracting a single.. witness who would 
admit he was for population growth. 
A survey by the National Opinion 
Research Center at the University of 
Chicago found that only 27 per cent of 
active Catholic priests in this country 
believe all artifical contraception is 
morally wrong. 
And there came in the mail a book en­ 
titled “The Baby Trap,” by a long-haired 
blonde non-mother who makes the 
traditionally bewailed state of childless 
marriage out to be one long and fun-filled 
trip to Europe on money that otherwise 
would have been banked, for diapers and. 
braces. 
More than any government-sponsored 
inquiry so far, the population growth 
hearings demonstrated how broad the 
public awareness, of the danger of too 
many people has become. 
IT BEGAN with Stewart L. Udall, the 
former secretary of the interior, and Dr. 
Alan F. Guttmacher, president of Planned 
Parenthood, cutting up Mr. Nixon for 'his. 
order restricting abortions in military 
hospitals. 
Yet Robert H. Finch, the former 
secretary of HEW and now counselor to 
Mr. Nixon, entered a formal statement of 
government policy endorsing an end to 
population growth in America. The 
average family size should be brought 
down to two children, he said. 
A spokesman for the United Methodist 
Church said the population should be 
leveled off “at the earliest practicable 
time.” 
A HARVARD DEMOGRAPHER said 
upgrading women’s professional op­ 
portunities would give them something 
prestigious to do besides bear children. 
A conservationist from the Sierra Club 
said man should adjust his thinking to 
putting the human race into the 
biophysical world instead of dominating it 
by his numbers and accompanying 
pollution. 
A black woman stated again the feelings 
of some blacks that population control is 
aimed at reducing mainly the nonwhite 
growth rate, but left no doubt that she was 
for population control anyway. 
The director of the family life division of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference spoke out 
against abortion, which was no surpirse, 
but even he devoted himself to the hows, 
whys and whens of population control, 
rather than whether. And even within, the 
clergy of his own church he would find

With the end of the viole.it phase of the 
Cultural Revolution, the government of 
Mao Tze-tung is more stable and the 
mainland economy is improving. This 
means, that Peking can come out of its self- 
imposed cocoon and apparently it is ready 
to do so. 
These are the main reasons why hope for 
improved relations, which Mr. Nixon 
expressed two years ago when he un­ 
successfully sought to resume the am­ 
bassadorial talks in Warsaw, are now 
beginning to be realized with a rush. Both 
sides have been getting; ready to make 
happen what is now happening. This ex­ 
plains why, when the American players 
arrived in Peking, Premier Chou En-lai 
did not say, “isn’t table tennis a great 
sport?” He said: “This opens a new page 
in the elations between the Chinese and 
American people.” 
WHAT, THEN, is the potential of what 
has now begun so auspiciously? 
It will enhance the prospects of peace in 
the whole Pacific. 
It will improve the often tense and un­ 
certain relations between Red China and 
Japan. 
It may induce North, 'Vietnam to seek a 
new negotiated settlement of the Viet­ 
namese war as Hanoi sees Peking and 
Washington working together. 
It will promote a two-way trade in non- 
strategic goods which will 'benefit both, 
countries. 
And, contrary to the judgment of some, 
improved relations between China and the 
United States may not alarm the Soviet 
Union. Mr. Nixon, has gone out of 'his way 
to affirm to Moscow that he seeks no anti- 
Soviet alliance with Peking and that the 
whole thrust of U.S. influence will be 
against armed conflict between China and 
Russia. 
There is a possibility that Moscow and 
Peking will be competing for American 
friendship. 


ALL TOGETHER, the witnesses at the 
Washington hearing proved their points 
with political statements, statistics and 
moral indignation. It was left to Ellen 
Peck, who did not testify but who wrote 
“The Baby Trap,” to lay down a more self- 
centered but no less convincing case 
against babymaking. She did it in 245 
pages. I can summarize it in three words : 
It’s no fun. 
Mrs. Peck is 28, taught junior high 
school before starting a column of advice 
to girls becoming women, and set the 
theme of her book in the title of its opening 
chapter when she quotes William Saroyan 
— “In the time of your life, live . . .” 
But it is not all so selfish sounding as 
that She covers how manufacturers and 
the media gang up to glorify babies .and 
motherhood, how husbands are disen­ 
chanted when they have to share their 
wives’ time and affection with their 
children, how women usually, but not 
always, deteriorate physically and 
socially after becoming mothers, how not 
to have babies (birth control and abortion) 
and how to explain the decision to abstain 
from motherhood to friends and relatives. 
Then she returns again to the freedom a 
woman enjoys when she is not bound by 
children. 
All this will infuriate a lot of women who 
already have become mothers, which is a 
condition hard to remedy. .And Mrs. Peck 
might seem too much of a swinger for a 
presidentially suggested commission to 
solicit her testimony. But when the 
Commission on Population Growth holds 
Its 'later hearings in Los. Angeles, 'Little 
Rock, Chicago and New York, it might 
consider inviting her. She can offer the 
priests, politicians and gynecologists an 
attractive sales pitch, as when she con­ 
cludes: “You’re doing good for 'the world 
by not having children; You’re doing good 
for the world by not having children; you 
can take credit for that, even if you decide 
to remain childless purely for reasons of 
personal advantage. Personal advantage 
and the larger social good do coincide, in 
this case.”

If the recently announced 
change in policy on freeways by 
the state Division of Highways is 
carried out, they will no longer 
resemble freeways.

houses,

money-making freeways. 
In the past, the highway 
commission has leased land 
under overpasses for such things 
as parking lots.

Under the new policy, the land 
under overpasses and the space 
over freeways can be rented 
from the division of highways if 
it makes enough money to help 
pay for the freeways.

In downtown San Rafael, as 
the need for parking becomes 
more acute, the state will lease 
the land under the overpasses 
for parking. Then if land 
becomes more scarce, it would 
lease the space above the 
freeways for high-rise office or 
apartment buildings.

reasonable,” said Riles, the 
first Negro to hold statewide 
office in California. 


Riles said he had no plans for 
his department to get involved 
in integration efforts. 
The nation's highest court 
Monday validated bussing, pup­ 
il pairing and other racial bal­ 
ancing devices to eradicate 
school desegregation. 


Riles told a news conference 
he “ expected" the ruling and 
said it was consistent with the 
court’s landmark 1954 decision 
outlawing separate but equal 
schools to preserve segregated 
classrooms. 


He said it is now up to local 
school districts to draft integra­ 
tion plans that are compatible 
with parents and the court’s 
rulings. 


“ Let’s let local schools try to 
work something out,” he said, 
adding that he didn’t expect his 
office to interfere with local 
racial balancing matters.

There is no thing that co m ­ 
pares to the distinct flav o r o f 
asparagus. No o ther v egetable 
resem bles it in shape o r flav o r. 
To 
m o st, asparagus 
m eans 
elegance, serv ed o n special o c­ 
casio ns. 
As to flav o r, adults 
lo v e it and children barely to le­ 
rate it. 
The m arket is supplied by the 
Salinas V alley and Sacram ento 
D elta into late June. 
After the 
asparagus 
stalks 
are sev ered fro m the cro wn o f 
the 
plant 
m anually , 
the 
cut- 
stalks are b r o u g h t into the 
packing ho use. Here an assem ­ 
bly line o f wo rkers so rt the 
asparagus by the diam eter o f 
the stalks. The sizing term s 
are: 
jum bo , 
large, 
standard 
and sm all. E ach respectiv e size 
is placed into a crate. “ Jum bo ” 
is alm o st an inch in diam eter 
and the size graduates do wn­ 
ward so that sm all is abo ut a 
quarter o f an inch.

Are You A Versatile Cook 
Using Fresh Asparagus? 


There is nothing that com­ 
pares to the distinct flavor of 
asparagus. No other vegetable 
resembles it in shape or flavor. 
To most, asparagus means 
elegance, served on special oc­ 
casions. As to flavor, adults 
love it and children barely tole­ 
rate it. 
The market is supplied by the 
Salinas Valley and. Sacramento 
Delta into late June. 
After the asparagus stalks 
are severed from the crown of 
the plant manually, the cut* 
stalks are b r o u g h t into the 
packing house. Here an assem­ 
bly line of workers sort the 
asparagus by the diameter of: 
the stalks. The sizing terms 
are: 
jumbo, large, standard 
and small. Each respective size 
is placed into a crate. “ Jumbo” 
is almost an inch in diameter 
and the size graduates down­ 
ward so that small is about a 
quarter of an inch. The pencil 
slim stalks in the retail m ar­ 
kets are called “ extra fancy" 
and “fancy." Large asparagus 
is higher priced than the small 
size. Which size has the best 
flavor is a personal preference. 
Western asparagus comes all 
but ready to pop into the boiling 
water. It is washed during the 
chilling process at the packing 
house so there is virtually no 
grit. Just 'bend the stalk to snap 
off the tough portion. Leave it 
whole or cut into d i a g o n a l 
slices. 
Buy asparagus that is cold 
and with the butt end moist. 
Keep the stalks cold and moist 
until ready to cook. “Standard- 
sized s t a l k s run about 15-16 
stalks to the 'pound and. would 
s e n e three generously. 
Asparagus is low calorie. One 


cup of cooked fresh aspragus is 
35 calories with a. fair source of 
Vitamins A and. C1. 
One of the quickest ways to 
cook asparagus is to put two 
cups of water, 14 teaspoon of 
salt in an electric frypan or 
regular skillet. Bring the water 
to a boil. Fill the bottom with a 
layer of asparagus. Put the lid 
on and cook over medium heat. 
Check for tenderness in about 
four minutes, but it may take a 
couple more minutes. 
Most western asparagus will 
be tender crisp with green color 
and delicious flavor within five 
minutes. There is no set time 
because each batch of aspara­ 
gus will v a r y . .Also try the 
quick-fry method for cooking 
asparagus called Fresh Aspara­ 
gus Cantonese in the recipes. 
The garlic can be left out and a 
tablespoon of sherry or soy 
sauce added just before remov­ 
ing from heat.

Beebe, volunteer for the De­ 
partment of Public Social Ser­ 
vices; and Planned Parenthood 
of Marin, the first agency to be 
honored. 
Mrs. Eugene Demings, a 50 
year resident of San Rafael, is 
"the prototype of one of our 
greatest assets, the general vol­ 
unteer", said Mrs. Kelley. In 
the past five years Mrs. Dem­ 
ings has been "on call for spot 
jobs". Her specialty is clerical 
work, handling mailings, filing, 
typing, 
answering 
the tele­ 
phone. She works two mornings 
each week for the Red Cross 
and does one or two other jobs 
wherever she’s needed, often at 
the Volunteer Bureau. 
Mrs. Demings was once of­ 
fered a paid job for a position 
she was temporarily f illing as a 


volunteer. She says, "I had to 
turn it down... I couldn’t face 
giving up the pleasures of being 
a volunteer. I really love the 
behind the scenes glimpses I 
have of the 'different agencies 
and the dedicated people who 
work for them." 


“ WHEELS FOR Marin is one 
of our most exciting ventures to 
date", says Mrs. Kelley, “and 
without Col. Deane Gough, vol­ 
unteer 
administrator, 
we 
couldn’t keep the wheels roll­ 
ing." 
Wheels for Marin is a county 
wide 
coordinated 
program, 
launched a year ago by the 
Volunteer Bureau for transport­ 
ing elderly, ill. and handicapped, 
persons for medical, psychia­ 
tric and dental care they would, 
otherwise be denied. The pro­ 
gram assists some 350 patients 
a month, using 45 volunteer 
drivers and two donated full 
time vehicles (most of the vol­ 
unteers use their own cars). 
Colonel Gough, who started 
as a volunteer driver, now 
spends every weekday morning 
handling administrative and de­ 
tail work of the program. 
He recruits and trains driv­

officer, and eight as a math 
teacher, Gough says, 
“ I find more genuine satis­ 
faction in this than either of my 
two other careers. People are 
being rehabilitated by our pro­ 
gram and this is a rewarding 
thing for all of us." 
ROBERT BEEBE gives the 
people of Marin 32 hours of his 
time d v e w y week and loves 
doint it. For the past year he 
has been a volunteer employee 
in the department of Public So­ 
cial Services, working in the 
eligibility control and valida­ 
tion section. 
Beebe and his wife have lived- 
in Marin County for 30 years. 
He retired, from 'the railroad in. 
July of 1969 and worked in his 
garden and on building projects 
at home until leisure began to 
pall. Mrs. Mary Roden, who- 
directs volunteers for DPSS, 
was asked to put out a call for. 
businessmen who would come* 
and look at department proce­ 
dures with an eye to discover­ 
ing ways to cut c o s t s and 
increase efficiency. 
"This and the training and 
supervision of new volunteers 
have been Bob Beebe’s main 
jobs for the past year", says 
Mrs. Boden, "and by now he is 
one of our most valuable volun­ 
teers.” Additionally Beebe is 
now coordinating the Kappa 
Kappa Gamma Phone Pal Pro­ 
ject within 'the department. 
The Board of Supervisors 
have appointed Beebe a mem­ 
ber of the F a m i l y and Chil­ 
dren’s S e r v i c e s Advisory 
Committee. He is serving on 
two of its subcommittees; publ­ 
ic information and quality of 
services rendered by DPSS. He

"The Volunteer Bureau refers 
about 80 volunteers a month to 
various agencies", says Mrs.

"Being a volunteer here re­ 
quires dedication and committ- 
m e n t , ” says Mrs. George 
Lawrence, volunteer coordina­ 
tor and herself a volunteer. 
“We have about 25 general vol­ 
unteers (an additional 33 are 
nurses and lab technicians) 
ranging from young married 
women 
without 
children 
to 
grandmothers, 
and they 
all 
share this dedication." 
Mrs. Terence Grew, orienta­ 
tion chairman, says that the 
goals of Planned Parenthood’s 
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phases of the agency’s activi­ 
ties as well as the more specific 
t r a i n i n g for their own job. 
Training consists of four three 


hour a week group sessions and 
then two or three sessions on 
the job with a trained volun­ 
teer. Initial training is rein­ 


forced by monthly volunteer 
workshops, where any new pro­ 
cedures are described and vol­ 
unteers can discuss problems.

exhibition of some 725 French 
designers and manufacturers 
this week. 
The leg, in fact, hidden by 
midcalf and ankle-flapping 
clothes for a couple of seasons, 
made a comeback and was 
back in view. Ready-to-wear 
designers, following the cue of 
Paris high fashion that hiked 
skirts for spring last January,

SOME 
MANUFACTURERS 
said it was the anti-midi mood 
in the United States and Cana­ 
da that forced the French to 
make what may be the fastest 
fashion retreat in costume his­ 
tory and one of the b i g g e s t 
French retreats since Waterloo. 
The shorts in view in the 
ready-to-wear exposition halls 
at the Salon de Versailles and 
private showrooms were the 
only dizzy note. Paris clothes 
have calmed down to sober, 
classic coats and dresses and 
even suits, which have not been 
in such profusion for years. 
The long trouser suit also 
won out over knickers and 
gauchos and was prominent in 
almost every collection. Some 
houses tried long, full trousers 
gathered at the ankle.

Cosmetic Industry Racing 
To Improve Ahead Of Law 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — Consumerism is having 
an effect on the cosmetic i n d u s t r y . It is 
racing to make voluntary improvements be­ 
fore public demands for them become ex­ 
pressed in new restrictive laws.. 
The principal industry organization, the 
Cosmetic, Toiletry and Fragrance Association 
has formally asked the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration to set up two procedures under 
its authority to police cosmetic products. 
One would require producers 
of such items to register with 
the agency in Washington. The 
other would require producers 
to supply the agency with lists 
of ingredients for each product 
sold to the public. 
The only catch is that the 
latter information would be 
kept confidential and would be 
used only by government offi­ 
cials. Presumably, the govern­ 
ment could then issue warnings 
and take action on the basis of 
the information, but the lists 
could not be released to the 
public. 
This may not s ound like 
much of a step forward in view 
of the increasing need of the 
public for information that re­ 
lates to personal allergies. But 
it is a major breakthrough for 
an industry that sells beauty, 
miracles, the “ natural look” 
and other promises with mys­ 
terious, secret formulas. 
Critics of the industry, includ­ 
ing some females, insist that 
disclosure of actual ingredients 
would reveal that many expen­ 
sive 
products 
contain 
little 
more than cheap emulsifiers, 
waxes and perfumes. 
Others say that most buyers 
don’t really want to know what 
lies underneath the pretty, nice­ 
smelling substances as long as 
there is no danger of getting an 
allergic reaction from them. 


chance of being sued for inju­ 
ries. 
Few buyers realize that the 
government does not have pow­ 
er to require such testing and 
can take action against a cos­ 
metic product only after it has 
compiled evidence of personal 
injury. 
Although injuries are a ser­ 
ious matter — hair dyes have 
been the most dangerous — the 
proportion of injuries to total 
sales is extremely small. So the 
issue has not received much 
publicity. 


Apparently, the industry has 
decided that the best way to 
fend off perennial attempts to 
require pre-market testing for 
safety and demands for disclo­ 
sure of ingredients on labels is 
to move ahead in other ways. 
Its recent petitions were ap­ 
proved by Association directors 
after many discussions with 
members over a long period of 
time. 
The Association is also trying 
to get industry approval for a 
set of voluntary guidelines to. 
assure product quality through 
adherence to certain manufac­ 
turing practices. Keeping prod­ 
ucts free from b a c t e r i a l 
contamination has been a con­ 
stant problem, especially for 
skin lotions. 
The chief crusader for more 
control over cosmetics is Rep. 
Leonore Sullivan (D-Mo.), the 
author of bills in each Congress 
for pretesting products for safe­ 
ty. 


For many years, the industry 
has successfully resisted efforts 
to require cosmetics to be test­ 
ed for safety before they can be 
sold publicly. Most manufactur­ 
ers already do test for their 
own protection, to cut down the

The leg, in fact, hidden by 
midcalf and ankle-flapping 
clothes for a couple of seasons, 
made a comeback and was 
back in view.

SOME 
MANUFACTURERS 
said it was the anti-midi mood 
in the United States and Cana­ 
da that forced the French to 
make what may be the fastest 
fashion retreat in costume his­ 
tory and one of the b i g g e s t 
French retreats since Waterloo. 
The shorts in view in the 
ready-to-wear exposition halls 
at the Salon de Versailles and 
private showrooms were the 
only dizzy note. Paris clothes 
have calmed down to sober, 
classic coats and dresses and 
even suits, which have not been 
in such profusion for years. 
The long trouser suit also 
won out over knickers and 
gauchos and was prominent in 
almost every collection. Some 
houses tried long, full trousers 
gathered at the ankle.

Cosmetic Industry Racing 
To Improve Ahead Of Law 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — Consumerism. Is having 
an effect on the cosmetic i n d u s t r y . It Is 
racing to make voluntary improvements be­ 
fore public demands for them become ex­ 
pressed in new restrictive laws.. 
The principal industry organization, the 
Cosmetic, Toiletry and Fragrance Association 
has formally asked the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration to set up two procedures under 
its authority to police cosmetic products. 
One would require producers 
of such items to register with 
the agency in Washington. The 
other would require producers 
to supply the agency with lists 
of ingredients for each product 
sold to the public. 
The only catch is that the 
latter information would be 
kept confidential and would 'be 
used only by government offi­ 
cials. Presumably, the govern­ 
ment could then issue warnings 
and take action on the basis of 
the information, but the lists 
could not be released to the 
public. 
This may not s o u n d like 
much of a step forward in view 
of the increasing need of the 
public for information that re­ 
lates to personal allergies. But 
it is a major breakthrough for 
an industry that sells beauty, 
miracles, the “natural look” 
and other promises with mys­ 
terious, secret formulas. 
Critics of the industry', includ­ 
ing some females, Insist that 
disclosure of actual ingredients 
would reveal that many expen­ 
sive products 
contain 
little 
more than cheap emulsifiers, 
waxes and perfumes. 
Others say that most buyers 
don’t really want to know what 
lies underneath the pretty, nice­ 
smelling substances as long as 
there is no danger of getting an 
allergic reaction from them. 


chance of being sued for inju­ 
ries. 
Few buyers realize that the 
government does not have pow­ 
er to require such testing and 
can take action against a cos­ 
metic product only after it has 
compiled evidence of personal 
injury. 
Although injuries are a ser­ 
ious matter — hair dyes have 
been the most dangerous — the 
proportion of injuries to total 
sales is extremely small. So the 
issue has not received much 
publicity. 


Apparently, the industry has 
decided that the best way to 
fend off perennial attempts to 
require pre-market testing for 
safety and demands for disclo­ 
sure of ingredients on labels is 
to move ahead in other ways. 
Its recent petitions were ap­ 
proved by Association directors 
after many discussions with, 
members over a long period of 
time. 
The Association is also trying 
to get industry approval for a 
set of voluntary guidelines to. 
assure product quality through 
adherence to certain manufac­ 
turing practices. Keeping prod­ 
ucts free from b a c t e r i a l 
contamination has been a con­ 
stant problem, especially for 
skin lotions. 
The chief crusader for more 
control over cosmetics is Rep. 
Leonore Sullivan (D-Mo.), the 
author of bills in each Congress 
for pretesting products for safe­ 
ty. 


For many years, the industry 
has successfully resisted efforts 
to require cosmetics to 'be test­ 
ed for safety before they can be 
sold publicly. Most manufactur­ 
ers already do test for their 
own protection. to cut down the

The Novato Flood Control 


■ jhone Advisory Board has adopt­ 
ed a $407,000 budget for 1971-72, 
most of it earmarked for im­ 
provements 
along 
Novato 
Creek. 
Charles E. Murphy, Marin 
County flood control engineer, 
estimated the budget approved 
by directors Monday night will 
carry a tax rate of 23 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, up 3.5 
cents from the current rate. 
The budget is $103,800 higher 
than the current, budget, but 
there is $234.000 in carryover 
funds, leaving $172,900 to be 
raised by taxes, Murphy report­ 
ed. 
Directors decided that $325,- 
000 should be designated as 
“Novato 
Creek 
Project. 
Re­ 
serve” for any needed creek 
improvements. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
is working on a plan to cover 
both N o v a t o and Warner 
creeks. 


Murphy said the corps’ pro­ 
ject calls for improving Novato1 
Creek to Highway 37, but prov­ 
ides only for dredging beyond 
that point. 


Directors supported interim 
z o n i n g in the lower Novato 
Creek area, so development can 
be controlled to avoid problems 
in future creek work, Murphy 
said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -A ir- 
line passengers would foot the 
bill for a five-year program to 
reduce 
jet 
aircraft 
noise 
proposed Monday by Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif. 
The Senator said the legisla­ 
tion could result in at least a 50 
per cent reduction in noise 
which unnecessarily plagues up 
to 10 million people. 
The 
Cranston bill would 
require noise suppression equip­ 
ment to be installed in some 
2,000 commercial jets by the 
end of 1974. 
The legislation would author­ 
ize $1 billion in federal loan 
guarantees 
to

airlines 
finance the program and a 11-2 
per cent fare increase to enable 
them to repay the loans. 
In addition, the bill would 
authorize a $35 million research

to

dampers for jet engines.

94 Per Cent In 
Felony Convictions 


By MARY LEYDECKER 


Ninety-four per cent of the 
felony crimes disposed of last 
year in Marin Superior Court 
ended with convictions, the third 
highest rate in the state, ac­ 
cording 
to 
statistics 
just 
released. 


Figures provided by the 
Bureau of Criminal Statistics of 
the Department of Justice also 
revelaed: 


1. Marijuana offenses and 
burglary 
were 
the 
most 
numerous 
types 
of 
felony 
charges in Marin. 
2. The overwhelming per­ 
centage 
of 
defendants 
in 
superior court were Caucasians. 
3. More than two-thirds of the 
defendants were sentenced 
within six months after they 
were charged with crimes in 
superior court. 
4. The highest number of 
persons in Marin’s history, 38, 
were sent to state prison. 
5. The most common sentence, 
however, was probation with 
some jail time. 
Marin Asst. Dist. Atty Gary W. 
Thomas said that the statistics 
showed that only Ventura (97.2 
per cent) and Kern (96.6) per 
cent surpassed Marin in con­ 
viction rates in 1970. 
Out of a total of 311 defendants 
in Marin Superior Court whose 
cases were concluded last year, 
293 were found guilty either 
through their own pleas or after 
a trial. 
By far the greatest number, 
260 pleaded guilty at some point 
in their court proceedings. 
The 18 cases which ended in 
dismissal included only seven in 
which the defendants were 
actually acquitted. The other 11 
were dismissed either on a 
motion by the district attorney, 
for lack of evidence, transfer of 
the case to juvenile court or in 
three 
cases, 
because 
the 
defendants had died. 
(The figures do not reflect 
felony cases dismissed at the 
municipal court level.) 
Only two homicide cases were 
handled last year in superior 
court, and both defendants went 
to state prison. 
l* 


Marijuana accounted for 86 
cases, in which 75 of the 
defendants pleaded guilty, six 
cases were dismissed and one 
person was acquitted. Of those 
convicted for marijuana of­ 
fenses, there was an even split 
(39) of those who did jail time 


and those who didn’t. 
One youth was sentenced to 
the California Youth Authority, 
but no one went to state prison 
last year from Marin for a 
marijuana conviction. 


For the 66 persons convicted of 
burglary a jail sentence was the 
most common penalty. Six 
burglars were sent to state 
prison, however, and four were 
committed to the California 
Rehabilitation Center for drug 
addiction treatment. 


In addition to the marijuana 
cases, there were 35 felony cases 
involving opiates, dangerous 
drugs and other drug offenses. 
All ended with convictions. 
The racial breakdown of the 
293 persons convicted of felonies 
included 251 Caucasians, 30 
Negroes, 9 Mexican-Americans 
and one other race, which was 
not specified. 
No breakdown as to sex was 
available. 
The time defendants waited 
for their cases to be disposed of 
ranged from less than a month 
for 25 persons to more than two 
years for one defendant charged 
with a marijuana offense. 
About 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
defendants, however, were 
sentenced within, 'three months 
to one year after they were 
charged in superior court. 
In addition to the 38 persons 
sent to prison last year, five . 
youths were sent to CYA from 
superior court Robbery was the 
crime accounting for the most 
prison sentences, with seven 
persons sentenced to prison. 
Six were sent to prison for 
burglary convictions. 
A total of 214 ^defendants 
received probation/ with jail 
terms included for 135 of these. 
An 
additional 
25 
persons 
received jail sentences without 
being placed on probation. 
Seventy-nine 
persons 
were 
placed on probation without 
getting jail sentences. 
A total of seven persons were 
committed last year for drug 
addiction and two defendants, 
were turned over to state mental 
hospitals. 
Marin had cases involving all 
the types of crimes listed by the 
justice department ranging 
from assaults and other crimes 
of violence through such of­ 
fenses as forgery except for one 
category - no one was charged" 
with bookmaking in Marin last 
year.

The help Milwaukee is going 
to have to get must come from 
three men — Dick Cunningh­ 
am, Lucius Allen and Bob Booz­ 
er. 
Cunningham and Allen have 
played admirably all season 
spelling Lew Alcindor or, in 
Alien s case, either Oscar Rob­ 
ertson or Jon McGlocklin. 
Boozer, on the other hand, 
has had his ups and dowrns. 


He has been good and not so 
good when he has filled in for 
the two Milwaukee forwards, 
Bob Dandridge or Greg Smith. 
But what has given Costello 
and all Milwaukee fans hope 
has been the play of the 33- 
vear-old Boozer in the playoffs.

McGlocklin hit at a 16.5 clip 
during the playoffs for Milwau­ 
kee and Robertson at a 16.2 
pace. Allen averaged 7.2 per 
game. 
Statistically both teams seem 
pretty even, but in champion­ 
ship playoffs those statistics 
very often don’t mean a thing. 
It may very well come down to 
which man can come off the 
bench and do the job. Both the 
Bullets and the Bucks have 
good men sitting on the bench, 
but the nod has to go to Mil­ 
waukee.

Chris Speier is o n his wa y to Ro o kie o f the Yea r 
ho no rs in the Na tio na l Lea g ue. It ma y seem a bit 
ea rly to v o te Speier the 1971 cro wn since the 
ba seba ll sea so n is o nly a co uple o f weeks a lo ng 
a nd ha s a lo ng wa y to g o . — 
But Speier is a young man 
who has fulfilled every' predic­ 
tion made for him. Indeed, the 
20-year-old shortstop sensation 
of the Giants has made extra­ 
vagant predictions now seem 
conservative.

Hank Aaron,' the superstar

threshold of becoming the third 
man ever to hit 600 homers. 
He’s too busy thinking about 
becoming the first man to hit 
715. 
“ I’m a long way from it right 
now but I think I’m better than 
even money to hit 715,“ Aaron 
said Tuesday night after his 
sixth homer of the season — 
and 598th of his career — gave 
the Atlanta Braves a 2-0 victory 
over the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
Only Babe Ruth at 714 and 
Willie Mays, who has five this 
year and 633 in his career, are 
ahead of him. 
The so-called 600 “ barrier” — 
which was difficult for Mays to 
reach in 1969 when he hit only 
13 all year — doesn’t seem to 
bother Aaron. “ I don’t think 
going for No. 600 adds any pres­ 
sure,” he said. 
The incredible thing about 
Aaron’s career is that despite 
his splendid play, he has sel­ 
dom captured the imagination 
of the fans. They just take his 
excellence for granted without 
getting excited about it. Aaron 
also has had the disadvantage 
of not playing in a world series 
since 1958 and he’s also spent 
his entire career in two cities — 
Milwaukee and Atlanta — far 
from the communication cen­ 
ters like New York and Los 
Angeles. 


Aaron homered in the first 
i n n i n g off Bob Moose after 
Ralph Garr beat out an infield 
hit to produce the only two runs 
of the game and support Phil 
Niekro’s six-hit pitching.

BOATING 


By STAN DAVIES 


^Time For Spring 
Chores Once Again 


Spring boating chores in this day and age of 
fiber glass and aluminum boats, are a far cry 
from the old days of wooden boats when there 
was a lot of scraping, sanding and painting. 
However, there are still quite 
a few fitting-out techniques dat­ 
ing back to the wooden boats 
that can still be applied to mod­ 
ern plastic or metal runabouts. 
For example, when a deck cleat 
or some other kind of fitting 
works loose, don’t just screw it 
back'on, but refasten it with a 
nut and bolt that goes r i g h t 
through. Use a hardwood back­ 
ing Block on the inside. The 
fitting will probably never work 
loose again. 
But it’s still possible that you 
may have some sanding to do. 
For instance on mahogany trim 
or interior woodwork, and, if 
you use a mechanical device 
make sure it is a belt sander 
rather than an orbital, oscillat­ 
ing or rotary gadget. The belt 
sanders don’t leave scratches 
or m a r k s that will show 
through a, fine paint or varnish 
job. 
Household 
detergents 
are 
great for washing the inside 
and o u t s i d e of a boat and 
general spring cleaning chores. 
But there are some household 
products to avoid. 
Don’t use putty or plastic 
wood to Jill cracks or gouges. 
They strink and weather very 
badly. Get the recommended 
marine fillers for the job — 
they are tried and true... 
There are many and varied 
problems to fitting out or “ sum- 
mer-izing” the modem small 
runabout, its engine and acces­ 
sories. That’s shown by some of 
the q u e s 9 i o n s I have been 
asked: 
Q. My boat trailer has been 
sitting outside all winter. Is 
there anything I must do be­ 
fore I use it? 
A. 
Definitely. 
Dismantle, 
wash and re-lubricate the wheel 
bearings... or have it done at 
a service station. To set out on 
even a moderate trip without 
doing it is asking for trouble. 
The cost is only a few dollars. 


Q. If I fiber glass the blade of 
an oar, must I carry the cov­ 
ering all the way up to the 
handle! 
A. No. As long as the shaft is 
well protected with varnish so 
that no water is able to soak 
into the wood and get under the 
fiber glass covering. The swell­ 
ing would force it off. Cgvering 
oars or paddles ia a good idea. 
It prolongs their life indefinite­ 
ly- 
Q. My c a, n v a. s top has 
shrunk so badly that the snap 
fasteners won’t meet. Can it 
be stretched? 
A. The experts I ’ve contacted 
say no. It is possible to have 
extra material stitched on so 
that it will fit again. Everybody 
seems to think you stored it 
wrongly, or it wouldn’t have 
shrunk. It should, have been left 
on the boat. 
Q. Oars or paddles are a 
nuisance to carry in a boat. 
Any suggestions? 
A. Make the “ pair” into a 
single item by slipping a rubber 
band cut from an old inner tube1 
over each end. Then, depending 
on your boat, you can devise 
some kind of hook or peg just 
under the gunwale that the rub­ 
ber bands can be slipped over. 
Q. My friend made a bracket 
to carry an extra (smaller) 
outboard on his boat, both as 
a spare and to troll. Can such 
brackets be bought? 
A. Yes. We a v o i d trade 
names in this column, but there 
are at least three competing 
brands sold by marine dealers. 
See yours.

A. Unless you need additional 
income, I would not sell your 
commitment 
in

Home. Although at present lev­ 
els you have an approximate 
106 per cent profit, there is still 
considerable long-term growth 
mileage left in this issue. 
Company sales and earnings 
have grown at compound aver­ 
age annual rates of 10.3 per 
cent and 9.6 per cent, respec­ 
tively over the past ten years 
with no slowdown apparent. 
Even in 1970 when economic 
conditions were generally unfa­ 
vorable for corporate profitabil­ 
ity, American Home turned in a 
9.8 per cent gain in per share 
income on an 8.5 per cent rise 
in net sales. 
If you wish to increase your 
position in this stock, I would 
by all means take advantage of 
the option you mentioned - at 
$58 a share you would be buy­ 
ing American Home at around 
24 per cent below current mar­ 
ket quotes. 


Q. I hold 10 Florida Turn­ 
pike Authority Revenue 43/<s 
of 2001. A while back you 
discussed another toll re­ 
venue bond which was in 
arrears. I now wonder if 
there is any danger for my 
bonds? — A.T. 


A. Because in most cases 
turnpike authorities meet bond 
interest and sinking fund re­ 
quirements solely from toll re­ 
venue, there is a wide latitude 
in safety margins from one 
turnpike issue to another.

The Florida Turnpike Author­ 
ity Revenue bonds are another 
story 
altogether.

last year of $24 million covered 
interest obligations by 377 per 
cent after expenses were met, a 
substantial improvement over a 
decade earlier when coverage 
was only 199 per cent.

Fortney H. Stark Jr. 
has 
suggested enacting a felony 
pollution law — with penalties up 
to five years in prison —for use 
against top corporate officers 
whose 
industries 
cause 
pollution. 
“ Throw a few chairmen of the 
board in jail for polluting the air 
and water, and you’ll see 
pollution 
disappear 
quite 
rapidly,” Stark said. 
“ You’d also probably see 
some pretty drastic prison 
reforms.” 
Stark, president of Security 
National Bank, delivered the 
luncheon speech at the 20th 
annual educational symposium 
of the California Environmental 
Health#Association. 
He singled out General Motors 
Chairman James M. Roche as 
an example of an industrialist 
who “ totally misunderstands 
what is happening in America 
today. 
“ In a recent article in U. S. 
News & World Report, Mr. 
Roche tries to convince us that 
• ‘corporate responsibility’ is a 
catchword of enemies of free 
enterprise, and that American 
business is already fulfilling its 
responsibilities by providing 
jobs and making money for its 
shareholders. 
“ After reading the article, I 
had the distinct impression that 
Mr. Roche doesn’t feel that 
eliminating auto pollution is one 
of General Motors’ respon­ 
sibilities because it would cost 
too much.” 
Stark said most corporations 
are so profit-structured that they 
fail to see the wisdom of spen­ 
ding money to clean themselves 
up. 
“ People like Mr. Roche say, ‘I 
won’t change unless everybody 
does, because I ’ll lose money.’ 
This is a man who made $795,000 
in 1969, or $379 an hour and 
controls a budget of $24 billion a 
year, an annual budget larger 
than any state in the nation and 
every country in the world ex­ 
cept the U. S. and Russia. 
“ Yet with all this power, GM 
does incredibly little to solve the 
pollution problems it creates.” 
Stark 
said 
corporations 
working cooperatively could halt 


pollution in a surprisingly short 
time if they wanted to. 
“ The corporations of America 
have tremendous power and 
know-how, and when 
high 
corporate executives say their 
hands are tied because of their 
responsibility 
to 
their 
shareholders, they’re not telling 
the truth.” 
He said, “ Top corporate of­ 
ficers consider themselves the 
ultimate of good citizens in 
private life, but as long as their 
companies continue to poison the 
environment, they would just as 
well be classified as criminals. 
“ Pollution is a lawless act, an 
act of violence against our 
natural resources. Up until 
recently, this violence has been 
countenanced by public opinion, 
just as other lawless acts in our 
history, such as killing Indians, 
have been socially acceptable. 
“ The reckless destruction of 
our environment can no longer 
be tolerated by large segments 
of our society, so we start 
looking for ways to prevent it, 
and we are confronted by 
seem in g ly 
im p reg n ab le, 
depersonalized institutions. 
“ If it’s a crime to pollute, 
whom do we charge? Maybe we 
should charge those in com­ 
mand. They’re responsible for it.

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“ Felony pollution. That would 
be an interesting sort of charge, 
especially with penalties up to 
five years in prison.” 


Stark noted that “ in 99 per 
cent of the cases, business is the 
negative force in defeating 
ecology laws through lobbying 
and public relations activities. 
Its role has been to protect itself 
from laws that might cause 
expense or siphon public money 
into other endeavors such as 
rapid transit. 
“ Business lobbyists have 
retarded 
new, 
creative 
legislation 
by 
their 
un­ 
willingness to accept new ideas. 
This self-serving approach will 
eventually be self-defeating. 
“ If the public gets aroused — 
which it Is — there’s no way that 
corporate lobbyists can win the 
war, regardless of how many 
dollars they spread among 
legislators, because in the end 
it’s the people who elect or 
defeat the legislators, and the 
people are getting angry. When 
they get mad enough, the 
legislators will listen to them 
instead of the lobbyists.”

Joint Police Plan

Berenice’s Hair (Co ma Beren­ 
ices) is a co nstellatio n that was 
kno wn to the ancients but is so 
dim that its beauty can o nly be 
appreciated 
when 
v iewed 
thro ugh bino culars o r lo w-po w- 
er telesco pe. 
At 
lectures, it 
is 
alway s 
a m u s i n g to sho w so meo ne 
where to po int the bino culars, 
then hear their ex clamatio n o f 
surprise and delight when they 
catch sight o f this co nstellatio n. 
It is a smo ky o r hazy place in 
the sky , ro ughly abo ut the size 
o f the bo wl o f the Big Dipper. 
To find Berenice's Hair, face 
so uthward and lo o k at the re­ 
gio n o f the sky that is fo ur- 
fifths o f the distance up fro m 
the so uthern ho rizo n to o v er­ 
head. 
So me 25 o r 30 o f these stars 
can be co unted when v iewed 


thro ugh fairly go o d bino culars. 
When seen thro ugh a large tele­ 
sco pe, this small space in the 
sky co ntains hundreds o f nebu­ 
lae and o ther o bjects o f great 
interest to the pro fessio nal as­ 
tro no mer. 


It is remarkable that a star 
gro up such as this wo uld be 
kno wn and named by the an- 
c i e n t s , 
but these peo ple 
wntched the stars mo re than we 
mo dems and witho ut the inter­ 
ference o f electric lights.

Their Ho cks by Night,” they 
were in the darkness fo r lo ng 
perio d and their ey es were well 
adjusted to the co nditio ns; be­ 
sides, they had to lo o k at so me- 
t h i n g and the stars were a 
handy subject fo r o bserv atio n 
and discussio n.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Co urt, by a 5 4 v o te, 
upheld to day the District o f 
Co lumbia’s abo rtio n statute 
against a challenge that it was 
unco nstitutio nally v ague.

states—say s that an abo rtio n is

The reaso n fo r co nfining the 
ruling within narro w bo unds 
was that Federal J udge Ger- 
-hard A. Geseil relied o n the 
v agueness ratio nale when dis­ 
missing the indictment o f Dr.

Challenges o f abo rtio n sta­ 
tutes in sev eral states are o n 
the Co urt’s do cket.

J ustice Hugo L. Black, rev ersed 
Gesell’s ruling that the law was 
to o v ague. 
Black said Vuitch’s atto rney 
had suggested o ther reaso ns 
why Geseil’s actio n sho uld be 
affirmed—fo r instance, that the 
law was an inv asio n o f priv acy . 
But Black said while there 
were so me references to such 
claims in Gescll’s o pinio n, the 
Supreme Co urt v iewed it as 
ho lding simply that the statute 
was v o id fo r v agueness.

“ Placing such a burden o f 
pro o f o n a do cto r wo uld be 
peculiarly 
inco nsistent

sio n,” Black’s o pinio n said.

“ health” was imprecise, since

Black said o ther lo wer co urts 
had co nstrued the law to permit 
abo rtio ns “ fo r mental health 
reaso ns whether o r no t the 
patients had a prev io us histo ry 
o f mental defects.” 


“ We see no reaso n why this 
interpretatio n o f the 
statute 
sho uld no t be fo llo wed,” he 
said. “ Certainly this co nstruc­ 
tio n acco rds with the general 
usage and mo dem understand­ 
ing o f the wo rd health,’ which 
includes psy cho lo gical as well 
as phy sical well-being.” 
J ustice William 0. Do uglas 
dissented as to the co nstitutio n­ 
ality o f the law.

San Franciscan Loses 
Appeal On Draft Status 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T he 
Supreme Co urt to day upheld 
selectiv e 
serv ice 
regulatio ns 
which pro hibit a draftee fro m 
making a co nscientio us o bjecto r 
claim between the time his 
inductio n no tice is mailed and 
the date he is o rdered fo r 
•inductio n. 
The Co urt, by a v o te o f 6 to 
3, affirmed the co nv ictio n o f 
William Ward Ehlert in San 
f rancisco who was sentenced 
to two y ears in jail fo r failing 
to submit to inductio n. 
Ehlert. co ntended 
that 
his 
draft bo ard sho uld hav e reo ­ 
pened his case when he made 
up 
his 
mind 
he 
was 
a 
co nscientio us o bjecto r after 
receiv ing his inductio n no tice. 
In a majo rity o pinio n, J ustice 
Po tter Stewart no ted that the 
general co unselo r o f the Army 
had assured the J ustice Depart­ 
ment that such claims co uld be 
raised after a draftee was in­ 
ducted. 
“ We are assured,” Stewart 
said, “ that present practice 
allo ws 
presentatio n 
o f 
such 
^claims, and that there thus 
ex ists no po ssibility that late 
cry stallizers will find 
them­ 
selv es witho ut a fo rum in which 
to press their claims.” 


J ustices William 0. Do uglas, 
William J . Brennan J r. and 
Thurgo o d Marshall dissented. 


Do uglas 
co mmented: 
“ the 
sto ries o f sudden co nv ersio n 
are legio n in religio us histo ry . 
And there is no reaso n why the 
selectiv e serv ice bo ards sho uld 
no t reco gnize them, deal with 
them, and if sincere, act o n 
them ev en tho ugh they co me 
after no tice o f inductio n has 
been receiv ed.” 


Selectiv e serv ice regulatio ns 
state that a registrant’s classi­ 
ficatio n may no t be reo pened 
after the inductio n no tice has 
been mailed unless a change in 
circumstances 
o ccurs 
“ o v er 
which the registrant has no 
co ntro l.” 


Ehlert wro te his draft bo ard 
that he had been “ unable to 
make 
a 
decisio n 
o f 
such 
mo ment until faced with the 
abso lute necessity to do so .” 


The go v ernment said that to 
reo pen the classificatio n o f a 
man o rdered to military serv ice 
wo uld require his remo v al fro m 
that mo nth’s draft call and 
unfairly 
ex pedite 
the 
call 
o f ano ther man.

Survey Shows Younger Persons 
Favor Some Population Controls 


As the co ncern abo ut o v erpo pulatio n gro ws, 
many y o ung married co uples are planning fo r 
the future. A surv ey co nducted amo ng 1,059 
students and faculty at Co rnell Univ ersity 
rev ealed that 84 per cent believ ed that family 
size sho uld be limited. Of these, 26 per cent 
wanted three o r mo re children, 39 per cent 
were willing to settle fo r three. Thirty per 
cent fav o red two children and o nly 5 per cent 
o ne o r no ne. Their religio us persuasio n was 
no t mentio ned but 50 per cent fav o red the 
“ Pill” o v er all o ther co ntracep­ 
tiv e technics to space children 
and to limit family size. Vo lun­ 
tary sterilizatio n (either o f man 
o r wo man) was co nsidered un­ 
desirable. 
It was here that 
many o ld m y t h s and fears 
abo ut sterilizatio n were no ted. 
Co nsidering the intellectual lev ­ 
el o f tho se surv ey ed, this was 
unusual. 
ABORTIONS WERE co nsi­ 
dered to be as undesirable as 
v o luntary 
sterilizatio n. 
The 
surv ey was do ne two y ears ago 
and we wo nder if the respo n­ 
dents hav e changed their minds 
since many states hav e legal­ 
ized abo rtio n. 
The early Greeks and Chris­ 
tians co nsidered 
abo rtio n 
a 
crime if it was do ne after the 
pregnant wo man felt life. The 
latter refers to the first mo v e­ 
ments o f the fetus, appearing 
fro m the 16 th to the 18th week 
o f 
pregnancy . 
Stricter laws 
abo lishing 
abo rtio ns 
were 
passed 100 y ears ago in this 
co untry . In 1869 Po pe Pius XI 
declared all abo rtio ns to be an 
ex co mmunicato ry sin. 
BUT SINCE THEN the wo rm 
has turned, because o f appeals 
and co urt actio ns. Amo ng the 
decisio ns is a wo man’s right o f 
priv acy in matters o f sex , in- 
e l u d i n g the right to decide 
whether o r no t she will bear 
children. Apparently this is a 
wo man’s priv ilege. At any rate, 
many states no w hav e laws lib­ 
eralizing 
abo rtio n 
and

Yo rk has abo rtio n o n demand.

STARS ABOVE 


Berenice's Hair 
Is Hard To Find 


BY SHERMAN WALKER 


"Berenice’s Hair (Com* Beren­ 
ices) is a constellation that was 
known to the ancients but is so 
dim that its beauty can only be 
appreciated 
when 
viewed 
through binoculars or low-pow- 
er telescope. 
At lectures, it 
is always 
a m u s i n g to show someone 
where to point the binoculars, 
then hear their exclamation of 
surprise and delight when they 
catch sight of this constellation. 
It is a smoky or hazy place in 
the sky, roughly about the size 
of the bowl of the Big Dipper. 
To find Berenice’s Hair, face 
southward and look at the re­ 
gion of the sky that is four- 
fifths of the distance up from 
the southern horizon to over­ 
head 
Some 25 or 30 of these stars 
can be counted when viewed 


through fairly good binoculars. 
When seen through a large tele­ 
scope, this small space in the 
sky' contains hundreds of nebu­ 
lae and other objects of great 
interest to the professional as­ 
tronomer. 


It is remarkable that a star 
group such as this would be 
known and named by the an- 
c i e n t s , but these people 
watched the stars more than we 
modems and 'without the inter­ 
ference of electric lights. 


“When 
Shepherd 
Watched 
Their Flocks by Night,” they 
were in the darkness for long 
period and their eyes were well 
adjusted to the conditions; be­ 
sides, they had to look at some- 
t h i n g and the stars were a 
handy subject for observation 
and discussion.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Court, by a 5-4 vote, 
upheld today the District of 
Columbia’s abortion statute 
against a challenge that it was 
unconstitutionally vague. 
The challenged language- 
similar to that in laws of many 
states—says that an abortion is 
legally 
permissible 
only 
if 
“necessary' for the preservation 
of the mother’s life or health.” 
In an array of six opinions 
expressing a variety of views, 
the Court emphasized that the 
vagueness issue was the only 
one considered. 
The reason for confining the 
ruling within narrow bounds 
’ was that Federal Judge Ger- 
-hard A. Gesell relied on the 
.vagueness rationale when dis- 
j missing the indictment of Dr. 
Milan 
Vuitch, 
a 
Yugoslav 
immigrant 
who 
has 
been 
crusading 
for 
more 
liberal 
abortion policies. 
Challenges of abortion sta­ 
tutes in several states are on 
the Court’s docket. 
The 
majority 
opinion 
by 
Justice Hugo L. Black, reversed 
Gesell’s ruling that the law was 
too vague. 
Black said Vuitch’s attorney 
had suggested other reasons 
why Gesell’s action should be 
affirmed—for instance, that the 
law was an invasion of privacy. 
But Black said while there 
were some references to such 
claims in Gesell’s opinion, the 
Supreme Court viewed it as 
* holding simply that the statute 
was void for vagueness. 
Joining Black 
were 
Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justices John M. Harlan, Byron 
-11. 
White 
and 
Harry 
A, 
Blackmun. 
Black 
pointed 
out in 
his 
discussion of the vagueness 
issue 
that 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia statute—enacted in 
1901—did not outlaw all abor­ 


tions, only those not performed 
under 
the 
direction 
of a 
competent, licensed physician, 
and those not necessary to 
preserve the mother’s life or 
health. 
Gesell held that 
the law 
placed on a defendant 'doctor 
the burden of proving that he 
made the right medical judg­ 
ment. 
Black took the opposite view. 
He said the law placed the 
burden on the prosecution to 
“plead 
and prove 
that an 
abortion was not ’necessary for 
the preservation of the moth­ 
er’s life or health*.” 
“ Placing such a burden of 
proof on a doctor would be 
peculiarly 
inconsistent 
with 
society’s notions of the respon­ 
sibilities of the medical profes­ 
sion," Black’s opinion said. 
It was also argued 
that 
“health” was imprecise, since 
the 
law 
did 
not 
indicate 
whether it included 
varying 
degrees of mental as well as 
physical health. 
Black said other lower courts 
had construed the law to permit 
abortions “for mental health 
reasons whether or not the 
patients, had a previous history 
of mental defects.” 


“We see no reason why this 
interpretation of the statute 
should not be followed,” he 
said. “Certainly this construc­ 
tion accords with the general 
usage and modem understand­ 
ing of the word health,’ which 
includes psychological as well 
as physical well-being.” 
Justice William O. Douglas 
dissented, as to the constitution­ 
ality of the law. Justice Potter 
Stewart expressed doubts but 
said 
if 
the 
statu te 
were 
construed to remove all crimin­ 
al liability from a licensed 
physician, it would pass muster 
in his view.

Survey Shows Younger Persons 
Favor Some Population Controls 


As the concern about overpopulation grows, 
many young married couples are planning for 
the future. A survey conducted, among I,'059 
students and faculty at Cornell University 
revealed that 84 per cent believed that family 
size should be limited. Of these, 26 per cent 
wanted three or more children, 39 per cent 
were willing to settle for three. Thirty per 
cent favored two children and only 5 per cent 
one or none. Their religious persuasion was 
not mentioned but 50 per cent favored the 
“ Pill” over all other contracep­ 
tive technics to space children 
and to limit family size. Volun­ 
tary sterilization (either of man 
or woman) was considered un­ 
desirable. It was here that 
many old m y t h s and fears 
about sterilization were noted. 
Considering the intellectual lev­ 
el of those surveyed, this was 
unusual. 
ABORTIONS WERE consi­ 
dered to be as undesirable as 
voluntary 
sterilization. 
The 
survey was done two years ago 
and we wonder if the respon­ 
dents have changed their minds 
since many states have legal­ 
ized abort,ion. 
'The early Greeks and, Chris­ 
tians considered 
abortion 
a 
crime if it was done after the 
pregnant woman felt life. The 
latter refers to the first move­ 
ments of the fetus, appearing 
from the 16th to the 18th week 
of pregnancy. 
Stricter laws 
abolishing 
abortions 
were 
passed 100 years ago in this 
country. In 1869 Pope Pius XI 
declared all abortions to be an 
ex communicatory sin. 
BUT SINCE THEN the worm 
has timed, 'because of appeals 
and court, actions. Among the 
decisions is a woman’s right of 
privacy in matters of sex, in- 
e l u d i n g the right to decide 
whether or not she will bear 
children. Apparently this is a 
woman’s privilege. At any rate, 
many states now have laws lib­ 
eralizing abortion 
and New 
York has abortion on demand.

San Franciscan Loses 
Appeal On Draft Status 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Court today upheld 
selective 
service 
regulations 
which prohibit a draftee from 
making a conscientious objector 
claim between the time his 
induction notice is mailed and 
the date he is ordered for 
induction. 
The Court, by a vote of 6 to 
3, affirmed the conviction of 
William Ward Ehlert in San 
Francisco who was .sentenced, 
to' two years in. jail for failing 
to1 submit to' induction. 
Ehlert contended that his 
draft board should have reo­ 
pened his case when he made 
up 
his 
mind 
he 
was 
a 
conscientious objector after 
receiving his induction notice. 
In a majority opinion, Justice 
Potter Stewart noted that the 
general counselor of the Army 
had assured the Justice Depart­ 
ment that such claims could be 
raised after a draftee was in­ 
ducted. 
“We are assured,” Stewart 
said, “that present practice 
allows presentation of 
such 
¡claims, and that there thus 
exists no possibility that late 
crystallizers will find them­ 
selves without a forum in which 
to press thsir claims.” 


Justices William O. Douglas, 
WUlUum J, Brennan Jr. and 
Thurgood Marshall dissented, 


Douglas 
commented: 
“the 
stories of sudden conversion 
are legion in religious history. 
And there is no reason why the 
selective service boards should 
not recognize them, deal with 
them, and if sincere, act on 
them even though they come 
after notice of induction has 
been recalved.** 


'Selective service regulations 
state that a registrant’s classi­ 
fication may not be reopened 
after the induction notice has 
been mailed unless a change in 
circumstances 
occurs 
“over 
which the registrant has no 
control.” 


Ehlert wrote his draft board 
that he had been “ unable to 
make 
a 
decision 
of 
such 
moment until faced with, toe 
absolute necessity to do so.,” 


The government said that to 
reopen the classification of a 
man ordered to military service 
would require his removal from 
that month’s draft call and 
unfairly expedite 
the call 
of another man.

I had command 
of the cliche about disillusion­ 
ment and cynicism. My idea 
was to make the most of it and

disillusioned as I had to be. 
Like a soldier going into battle 
convinced that everyone else 
can be killed but himself, wri­ 
ters go to Hollywood saying T il 
take the money and run — God 
is on my s i d e and also my 
talent.’ 
“I went because I was sent 
for, paid for and loved every 
cliche of it. You can’t cry rape 
when you know what’s going to 
happen. My greatest complaint 
was that it didn’t happen often 
enough. Some good fairy kept 
me from it. Hollywood’s not a 
harem. Nobody forces you to 
stay. In fact, it’s hard to stay 
there and make money. A good 
half of 
professional 
writers 
earn nothing in given years.

writers or abandoned. 
"I jumped into Hollywood 
enthusiastically and got unex­ 
pected benefits and unexpected 
dam ages: You know, brain, 
liver, s t o m a c h , morale. I 
f o u n d love, if not fame and 
f o r t u n e . .1 wanted to be 
used. I told my agent to find

In stead, 
the p rice will rise to almo st 
do u ble that fig u re. New scales 
n o w bein g discu ssed will mean 
that the co st o f sp ectacles fro m 
NHS o p tician s 
will so ar by 
mo re than 200 p er cen t. 
There is also the likeliho o d 
that p eo p le mig ht be asked to 
p ay p art o f their keep in ho sp i­ 
tals — n o w en tirely free. 
Natu rally , there has been a 
stro n g o u tcry fro m Labo r Par­ 
liamen t m em bers at these p ro ­ 
p o sed n ew charg es which strike 
at the who le co n cep t o f the all- 
embracin g Natio n al Health Ser­ 
v ice in tro du ced in to Britain by 
An eu rin Bev an in the day s o f 
the Attlee Labo r g o v ern men t 
sho rtly after the last war. 
Certain ly the Natio n al Health 
Serv ice in the p ast two decades 
has resu lted in a healthier Bri- 
t a i n . Fo r it mean t that the 
p o o rest in the lan d co u ld u su al­ 
ly g et the v ery best medical 
treatm en t co mp letely free. 
Ho wev er, the who le NHS co n ­ 
cep t has ru n in to serio u s diffi- 
c u 11 i e s in recen t y ears. As 
medical scien ce adv an ces, so 
the co st o f lo o kin g after the 
health o f the n atio n has so ared 
astro n o mically . 
Becau se 
o f 
heav y han ded bu reau cracy re­ 
su ltin g fro m the ,cen tralizatio n 
o f the co u n try ’s medical ser­ 
v ices an d ho sp itals as well as 
in efficien cy by an ev er-swellin g 
admin istratio n , 
the 
NHS

meetin g with in creased difficu l­ 
ties. 
There are lo n g 
g ueues o f peo ­ 
p le waitin g fo r o p eratio n s — 
so metimes

ahead. A v ery hig h pro po rtio n

tish medica l scho o ls a nnua lly 


emig ra te to seek better o ppo r­ 
tunities in No rth America a nd 
Austra lia . This is beca use o f 
the co mpa ra tiv ely lo w wa g es 
a nd rig id structure which sup­ 
presses the initia tiv e o f y o ung , 
a mbitio us do cto rs. 


In deed if it were n o t fo r the 
v ast 
n u mbers o f im m ig ran t 
do cto rs an d n u rses fro m In dia, 
Pakistan an d o ther Co mmo n ­ 
wealth co u n tries, man y British 
ho sp itals wo u ld simp ly hav e to 
clo se their do o rs. 


So methin g like two millio n 
Brito n s n o w belo n g to p riv ate 
health schemes where they p ay 
to g et p ro mp t treatm en t when 
they fall ill. They still hav e to 
p ay their n o rmal tax es, bu t 
they jo in the p riv ate schemes 
as the Natio n al Health Serv ice 
meets 
with in creasin g p ro b­ 
lems. 
An d altho u g h man y p eo p le 
believ e that the NHS is “ free”, 
it is n o t free at all — fo r they 
hav e to p ay fo r it thro u g h their 
tax es an d co mp u lso ry weekly 
so cial secu rity co n tribu tio n s. 
To try an d c o p e with the 
ru n away co sts o f the NHS an d 
to p rev en t it fro m disin teg rat­ 
in g , ev en the Labo r Party had 
to in tro du ce so me charg es o n 
p rescrip tio n g s. No w the To ry 
Go v ern men t is determin ed to 
fo llo w this p o licy to its lo g ical 
co n clu sio n . 
In stead o f raisin g o v erall tax ­ 
es to p ay fo r the ev er in creas­ 
in g deman ds o f the NHS, each 
in div idu al who n eeds medical 
treatm en t will be asked to p ay 
a hig her p o rp o rtio n o f its tru e 
co sts. 
Thu s the su bsidy the healthy 
in so ciety p ay to help the sick is 
to be limited. 
Natu rally , this idea o f heav ­ 
ier charg es strikes at the v ery 
ro o ts o f the co n cep t o f the wel­ 
fare state. An d a fearfu l clash 
will take p lace when the in ­ 
creased charg es are to in tro d­ 
u ced. 
Labo r s u p p o r t e r s 
co mp lain bitterly that the To ­ 
ries are ru bbin g the n o ses o f 
the p o o r in to the dirt in o rder to 
lig hten the tax bu rden s o n the 
better-o ffs. 
This is co n trary to the ideal 
o f so cial ju stice, say Labo r 
members. 
The To ries reto rt that p eo p le 
mu st be tau g ht to lo o k after 
themselv es mo re an d n o t rely 
so heav ily o n the welfare state 
that damp en s do wn en terp rise 
an d the n atu ral in itiativ e o f 
man . They also p o in t o u t that 
small children , the elderly , an d 
tho se in real n eed, will no t ha v e 
to p ay the hig her cha rg es but 
will g et increa sed fina ncia l a ss­ 
ista nce when necessa ry .

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Paris A Latecomer 
To Pornography 
PARIS (UPI) —“Gay Paree” 
is not as risque as foreigners 
might think. 
Paris belatedly is catching up 
with the wave of pornography 
and open sexuality that has 
swept late 20th Century society 
in other nations. But France’s 
“sex revolution” is quiet and 
small compared to those of 
otter countries. 
“Sex shops*’ began to sell 
books and erotic objects a year 
ago but police raids have 
whittled the number of esta­ 
blishments to 30, and these are 
carefully regulated by guar­ 
dians from the Ministry of 
Interior. 
A popular dress shop that 
tried to give away match books 
showing the American girl 
owners unclothed ran into an 
argument with the law for six 
months before the matches 
were approved. Erotic store 
window mannequins have been 
forbidden, magazines banned, 
books censored and both 
French and foreign erotic films 
banned or cut by the censors of 
the Interior Ministry. 
The largest “sex shop” in 
Paris is only a subdued, living 
room-sized place in a high-rent 
vea behind the Madeleine 
Church. The shop is miniscule 


compared to the. *‘sex super­ 
markets” of Germany, the 
Netherlands, the Scandinavian 
countries and Britain. 
“There are only two more 
conservative European coun­ 
tries than France —Spain and 
the Soviet Union,” observed the 
cashier, Brigitte Tourmetz, who 
with her husband runs the 
“sexashop”1 plus another in 
Paris and two in Nice and 
Marseille. 
With the “sex revolution” 
influencing culture, Ministry of 
Interior censors have banned so 
many books and films 'that 
novelist Homain Gary launched 
a movement to end censorship 
in France. In 1957, of 318 
submitted films, four were 
totally rejected, 19 labeled for 
adults only and 13 cut. In 1969, 
of 347 films, 10 were rejected, 
118 forbidden to minors and 56 
cut (of which 30 were foreign 
films).

LONDON — The Tory Gov­ 
ernment of Britain is absolutely 
determined to press ahead with 
its prime minister’s bracing 
command that citizens in these 
isles must learn to stand on 
their own two feet. 
Now ever the sick, the lame, 
and the short-sighted are also 
to be taught the lesson that Ted 
Heath means precisely what he 
says — and that they can no 
longer rely on the comforting 
embrace of the welfare state to 
help them out in their hour of 
need.For the so-called “free” Na­ 
tional Health .Service (NUB) in 
Britain is to be drastically ov­ 
erhauled by the government. 
People needing medicine will 
no longer get their doctor’s 
prescriptions supplied at the 
present, rate — no matter what 
their true costs — of about 30 
cents for each item. Instead, 
the price will rise to almost 
double that figure. New scales 
now being discussed will mean 
that the cost of spectacles from 
MH5 opticians will soar by 
more than 200 per cent. 
There is also the likelihood 
that people might be asked to 
pay part of their keep k hospi­ 
tals — now entirely free. 
Naturally, there has been a 
strong outcry from Labor Par­ 
liament members at these pro­ 
posed new charges which strike 
at the whole concept of the all- 
embracing National Health Ser­ 
vice introduced into Britak by 
Aneurin Bevan in the days of 
the Attlee Labor government 
shortly after the last war. 
Certainly the National Health 
Service in the past two decades 
has resulted, in a healthier Bri- 
t a i n. For it meant that the 
poorest k the land could usual­ 
ly get the very best medical 
treatment completely free. 
However, the whole NHS con­ 
cept has run into serious diffi- 
c u t t i e s in recent years. As 
medical science advances, so 
the cost of looking after the 
health of the nation has soared 
astronomically. 
Because of 
heavy handed bureaucracy re­ 
sulting from the .centralization 
of the country’s medical ser­ 
vices and hospitals as well as 
kefficiency by an ever-swellkg 
administration, the NHS is 
meetkg with increased difficul­ 
ties.There are long gueues of peo­ 
ple waiting for operations — 
sometimes stretching years 
ahead. A very high proportion 
of the doctors produced by Bri­ 
tish medical schools annually 


emigrate to seek better oppor­ 
tunities in North America and 
Australia. This is because of 
the comparatively low wages 
and rigid structure which sup­ 
presses the initiative of young, 
ambitious doctors. 
Indeed if it were not for the 
vast numbers of immigrant 
doctors and nurses from India, 
Pakistan and other Common­ 
wealth countries, many British 
hospitals would simply have to 
close their doors. 
Something like two million 
Britons now belong to private 
health schemes where they pay 
to get prompt treatment when 
they fall ill. They still have to 
pay their normal taxes, but 
they join the private schemes 
as the National Health Service 
meets with kcreasing prob­ 
lems. 
And although many people 
believe that the NHS is “free”, 
it is not free at all — for they 
have to pay for it through their 
taxes and compulsory weekly 
social security contributions. 
To try and cope with the 
runaway costs of the NHS and 
to' prevent it from disintegrat­ 
ing, even the Labor Party had 
to introduce some charges on 
prescriptiongs. Now the Tory 
Government is determined to 
follow this policy to its logical 
conclusion. 
Instead of raising overall tax­ 
es to pay for the ever kcreas- 
kg demands of the NHS, each 
kdi vidual who needs medical 
treatment will be asked to pay 
a higher porportion, of its true 
costs. 
Thus the subsidy the healthy 
k society pay to help the sick is 
to be limited. 
Naturally, this idea of heav­ 
ier charges strikes at the very 
roots of the concept of the wel­ 
fare state. And a fearful clash 
will take place when the in-' 
creased charges are to ktrod- 
uced. Labor su p p o r t e r s 
complain, bitterly that the To­ 
ries aie rubbing the noses of 
the poor into the dirt k order to 
lighten the tax burdens on the 
better-off s. 
This is contrary to the ideal 
of social justice, say Labor 
members 
The Tories retort that people 
must be taught to look after 
themselves more and not rely 
so heavily on the welfare state 
that dampens down enterprise 
and the natural, initiative of 
man. They also point out that 
small children, the elderly, and 
those k real need, will not have 
to pay the higher ckarges but 
will get increased financial ass­ 
istance when necessary.

WASHINGTON (U PI) -S o ­ 
cial Security benefits --and the 
payroll 'taxes which finance 
them —will continue to rise in 
the years ahead. 
That’s not a prediction. It’s a 
statement of what will happen 
as 
a 
result 
of 
legislation 
already enacted by Congress. 
The Social Security checks 
'which 26.2 million beneficiaries 
will find in their mailboxes 
June 3 will be exactly 10 per 
cent fatter than the checks the 
same people got in May. 
Later in June, all recipients 
will 
get 
an 
extra 
check, 
covering the amount due them 
as a result of applying the 10 
per cent boost retroactively to 
payments they’ve already re­ 
ceived since Jan. 1, 1971. 
President Nixon, who signed 
the legislation authorizing the 
increase on March 17, had 
urged Congress to pay for it by 
increasing the Social Security 
“wage base” from $7,800 a year 
to $0,000 a year, also making 
that retroactive to last Jan. 1. 
But Congress voted to postpone 
the tax base increase until the 
start of 1972. 
The tax base is important 
both in terms of how much 
payroll 
tax 
you 
and 
your 
employer pay and the size of 
the benefits you’ll collect when 
you retire or are disabled or 
otherwise become eligible for 
Social Security checks. 
This is how it works: 
The government now levies a 
'tax: of 10.4 per cent —half of 
which is paid by the employer 
and half by the employe —on 
the first $7,800 of each covered 
worker’s total annual wages. 
Income beyond the $7,800 limit 
is exempt from payroll tax — 
and also is ignored, in comput­ 
ing the amount of benefits a 
worker eventually will receive. 
This means the maximum 
bite on any individual this year 
will be $405.60. 
Next Jan. 1, the wage base 
will rise to $9,000. The rate will 
remain at its. current level of 
5.2 per cent each on employer 
and employe. Because this rate 
will be levied against a larger 
sum, 'the 
maximum payroll 
deduction will rise to $468 in 
1972. 
This, means anyone earning 
$9,000 or over will pay $63.40 
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more in Social Security taxes 
next year. 
Under the recently-enacted 
law, the wage base is scheduled 
to remain at $9,000 indefinitely. 
But the tax rate is scheduled to 
rise to 5.65 per cent in 1973 and 
to 5.85 per cent in 1976. 
Before 
those 
raises 
take 
effect, however, Congress is 
likely 
to 
adopt 
President 
Nixon’s recommendation to peg 
both taxes and benefits to an 
automatic 
escalator 
system,. 
Under this system, benefits 
would go up when the cost of 
living rises, and taxes would go 
up when 'the average wage 
rises. The adjustments would 
be made simultaneously every 
two years. 
Thus 
retirement benefits 
would keep pace with inflation, 
and the elderly would not suffer 
as much as 'they do now when 
sharp price rises take place 
months before Congress gets 
around 
to 
adjusting 
Social 
.Security benefits.. 
The pension payable to any 
person upon retirement is 
related 
to 
the 
amount 
of 
“covered” wages he received 
during his working career. And 
the amount that can be counted 
as covered wages is the same 
as the wage base in effect at 
that time. Thus persons retiring 
in future years will be able to 
count up to $9,000 of annual 
income as covered wages for 
all years beginning with 1972. 
The maximum benefit paya­ 
ble to' a worker retiring this 
year at age 65 will be $213.10 
after counting in the newly- 
authorized 10 per cent increase. 
But, thanks to the increase in 
the wage base, the maximum 
payable to a worker retiring at 
age 65 in 1975 will be $228.,.80, 
even if Congress authorizes no 
further increases in benefits. 
An increase in the social 
.Security wage base therefore 
means two things for all whose 
wages are above the previous 
base: (1) An immediate boost 
in payroll taxes and .(2) higher 
pensions 
upon 
retirement. 
You’ll pay more —and even­ 
tually get more for it.

(UPT)—The 
driver of a big trailer truck 
wheeled his rig through the 
almost .impossibly 
congested 
streets 
of 
New 
York 
City 
recently —one of some 250,000 
similar 
trucks 
that 
move 
precious cargo in, 
out and 
around the city every day. 
He stopped for a traffic light 
and silently cursed the heavy 
traffic, paying NO' mind to 'the 
auto carrying three men, that 
drew alongside. 
While one man remained at 
the car’s steering wheel, the 
other two men jumped out. One 
went to the passenger side of 
the 
truck 
cab, 
the 
other 
climbed to the driver’s side and 
poked a revolver in his face. 


No words were spoken. They 
didn’t need to be. The truck 
driver —call him Tom Smith

and told when toe 'truck is 
leaving, its route and where it 
is headed. 
“They decide where best to 
hit it and the hijack is made — 
just as in the case of toe 
hijacked brassieres. 
“The wheelman who takes 
the track gets, a fee of about 
$2,500. He drives to a ware­ 
house either owned or leased by 
the organized crime types.

SAN DIEGO - Father, that 
forgotten figure in the mystique 
surrounding the arrival of a new 
baby, has been given his rightful 
place in the family unit at 
University Hospital. 
Because the Lamaze Method 
of childbirth is recognized at the 
hospital, father is welcome in 
the delivery room to share in the 
bringing forth of a life mutually 
begun nine months earlier. 


As long as he “scrubs up” and 
dons a hospital gown, he’s then 
able to enter the nursery with its 
rows of cribs, and hold his own 
child — with no cold glass wall 
intervening. 


Then, as a romantic capping to 
the occasion, It's a candle-light 
dinner for mother and father — 
courtesy of University Hospital 
— the night after the baby’s 
arrival. 


Currently underway is a series 
of prenatal clinics held weekly at 
the hospital; planned for the 
near future are monthly teas for 
mothers-tobe, during which they 
will have refreshments, see a 
movie, and be given a tour of the 
hospital and the maternity floor. 
The changes came about after 
hospital 
authorities 
began 
delving into the “whys” of 
traditions hundreds of years 
old . . . and found there really 


wasn’t any need in a modem 
hospital for most of them. 
Apparently it’s the first hospital 
in the country with this kind of 
“open door” policy, but as a 
spokesman noted; “This is what 
a University facility is all 
about. . . as an innovator and 
pace-setter.” 
And as one father said, “after 
having four other children and 
feeling like a fifth wheel in 'the 
early days following their 
arrival, for the first time I feel 
natural, and not at all nervous, 
about our new baby.”

SO SAYS EXPERT 


Partners Important 
In Saving Cities 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-A n ur­ 
ban 
expert 
says 
President 
Nixon’s plans to decentralize 
government 
power 
through 
revenue-sharing won’t do much 
good 
unless 
it makes 
the 
nation’s cities partners instead 
of “creatures” of the states. 
The 
proposal 
for 
“city 
equality” in the federal sys­ 
tems comes from John F eld, 
director of the Center of Policy 
Analysis of the National league 
of Cities and U.S. Conference of 
Mayors. It is sure to encounter 
objections from some federal 
and state officials. 
At present, Feild contends, 
“Local governments are not 
accorded a full-fledged role” in 
the allocation of $30 billion a 
year in federal aid funds. 


“Unless and until they are, 
both policy and administrative 
conflict will continue to bog the 
system down,” Feild says. 
He made the case for “city 
equality” in the Urban Coalition 
Magazine “City.” 
He charged that the Nixon 
administration’s expressed con­ 
cern for the states’ role in the 
intergovernmental system 
is 
“more an exercise in 
high 
school civics than it is effective 
governmental action.” 


“ft is a form of self-deception 
born of the agricultural, age,” 
he said. “The simple truth is 
that local bureauacracies and 
local 
resources are 
larger, 
more 
effective 
and 
more 
relevant to the average .Ameri­ 
can citizen today than those of 


state government.” 
Field said the states do have 
a “vital” role in education, 
natural resource management, 
criminal justice and regulation 
of utilities and commerce. But 
they are not “capable of doing 
the same kind of administrative 
job 
being 
done 
by 
local 
government 
to 
service 
the 
needs of their citizens and 
involve them in deciding on 
priorities and goals.” 
The main problem, according 
to Feild, is that states in the 
past have engaged in 'policies 
that have widened racial and 
class lines in the distribution of 
federal and state funds. 
In a lengthy review of federal 
policies affecting cities, Feild 
said automatic allocation of 
funds to states based on their 
population 
or 
some 
other 
formula has failed, in the case 
of 
school 
aid, 
to 
equalize 
inequalities between cities and 
suburbs. In fact, he said, it 
actually has tended to widen 
the gaps. 
He said the same is now 
proving true in the distribution 


of crime-fighting funds under 
the “safe streets” law. 
“Although the ostensible in­ 
tent of federal effort is to 
improve the urban environment 
by improved law enforcement 
in areas with high concentra­ 
tions of crime, the dollars are 
not being m atched to these 
areas.” 
“Unless and until equitable 
means are devised to reduce 
the disparities in 
income, 
health, quality of education and 
opportunities for better housing 
between the residents of central 
city and suburban jurisdictions, 
this country 
is headed 
for 


continuing conflict.” 


The cities, Feild concluded, 
“have in a very real sense 
become for better or worse, de 
facto partners in the federal 
system along with the states 
and must be dealt with as such 
if the intergovernmental system 
is to work.” 


“They are no longer simply 
’creatures’ of the state whose 
charters can be theoretically 
revoked or arbitrarily changed. 
They are 
as 
permanent 
a 
component 
in 
the 
federal 
sy stem as the states and are 
essential to it.”

Sonoma Voters 
End ABAG Pact 


Sonoma County voters yester­ 
day elected to withdraw from 
the Association of Bay Area 
Governments and to lift the 
moratorium on mobile home 
parks. 


In the county-wide proposi­ 
tion to leave ABAG for a new 
alliance of North Bay counties, 
the vote in favor was 2 9 , 5 1 2 
with 10,576 against. 


The Sonoma County Board of 
Supervisors called for "the spe­ 
cial withdrawal vote, with some 
saying they feared ABAG would 
become a . powerful regional 
government. The new alliance, 


w h i c h has not yet been ap­ 
proved by the state Legislature, 
would include Sonoma, Napa, 
Lake, 
Mendocino, 
Humboldt 
and Del Norte counties. 
The proposition to continue 
the 
moratorium 
on 
mobile 
home parks failed with 26,280 
against and 14,601 in favor in 
the unofficial tabulation. 
Supervisors 
had 
supported 
the moratorium, saying it was 
necessary until tax inequities

solved. 
Opposition 
groups maintained that mobile 
homes are an answer to low 
cost housing and do, indeed, 
pay their way in taxes.

AF Officers 
To March In 
Peace Event

The peace movement has 
spread into the ranks at Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base where anti­ 
war sentiment has broken out 
into the open. 
Two pilots, backing imme­ 
diate withdrawal from Viet­ 
nam, announced yesterday that 
a chapter of the Concerned Offi­ 
cers Movement has been start­ 
ed at the base. 
“We’re not out to convert 
people, to change any minds, 
but to organize and mobilize the 
very large sector of anti-war 
opinion in the military . . . and 
provide a vehicje for that opi­ 
nion,” said Lt. Mark Renshaw, 
26, one of the founders. 
The group s t a r t e d about 
three weeks ago, has about 12 
to 15 members and its imme­ 
diate goal is to get support for 
the peace march in San Fran­ 
cisco Saturday, Renshaw said. 
They say they are not pacif­ 
ists, but are opposed to the war 
in Vietnam and elsewhere in 
Indochina. 
“Essentially we all believe 
there is no justification in kill­ 
ing more Cambodians, Laotians 
and Vietnamese to save face 
and that seems to be the policy 
we have been following,” Ren­ 
shaw said. 
The war in Southeast Asia “is 
the most socially destructive 
thing that has happened to us in 
decades; brutalizing the popu­ 
lation, radicalizing the moder­ 
ates and developing a schism in 
this country,” he asserted. 
Capt. 
Robert 
Lawson, 
co- 
founder, emphasized the move-

Gordon C. Wright, the focal fi­ 
gure in a controversy involving 
district educational innovations 
and teacher dissatisfaction. 


. In Wright’s place, the dis­ 
trict’s voters elected Dr. John 
J. Osborn, a heart specialist 
who had never before ventured 
into political combat. 


N e w c o m e r Margaret E. 
Jones with 1,886 votes and in­ 
cumbent Leo Souza with 1,794 
votes topped the field of five 
candidates for the two regular 
openings on the board. Losers 
were Mark Noble, 1,017; Clay­ 
ton D. Calender, 658; Marie L. 
McLeod, 575. 


Despite the recall controver­ 
sy and the five-way race for 
two o t h e r seats open on the 
district board, only 55.2 per 
rent of the registered voters 
cast ballots. 


Wright was recalled by a vote 
of 1,967 to 1 ,2 3 5. Osborn re­ 
ceived 2,025 votes as the only 
candidate to replace the ousted 
chairman. 
Although 
Wnght 
said, 
“I 
stand ready as always to sup­ 
port this community in which- 
e v e r way I can be most 
effective,” he added that he 
doubted he would run again for 
the school board. 
Osborne today said, “This 
election was won because a 
great many cared deeply about 
the schools . . .

tered voters to kill it. 
Only 2,999 of the 9,223 rural 
area voters balloted on Mea­ 
sure E, which would have set 
up a special district and re­ 
lieved city taxpayers of part of 
the county tax load that now 
finances the Marin County Fire 
Department.

There were 209 such “frag­ 
ging” incidents in Vietnam last 
year, Mansfield said. His face 
pinched and his voice drawn, 
the majority leader said it was 
“a grim statistic of this war, 
and I shall not lose sight of it.”

“incidents” involving explosives 
killed 34 men in Vietnam in 
1970. It said another 37 died in 
96 incidents in 1969.

(U P I)- 
The White House Conference on 
Youth, beset by controversy

People’s Peace Treaty. 
The 1,500 youths and adults 
attending the conference faced 
its busiest session today with 
discussion scheduled on recom­ 
mendations from 10 task forces 
which studied issues ranging, 
from poverty and employment 
to the draft and foreign affairs. 
Delegates, 
wearing 
Army 
parkas which were rushed in 
after a surprise spring storm 
dumped a foot of snowr on the 
mountain area, learned Tues­ 
day that a majority of them 
had voted against a proposal 
demanding the resignations of 
President Nixon and Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew. 
Voting on that issue and 18 
others was held Monday, but 
the results were not released 
until Tuesday. Fewer than half 
.the conference participants took 
part in the voting. 
While refusing to call for 
Nixon’s resignation, the dele­ 
gates who voted did reject a 
proposal that in effect would 
have supported the President’s 
Vietnamization program. The 
youth delegates also supported 
the 
People's 
Peace 
Treaty, 
recently circulated by Ameri­

and 
North 
and 
South 
Vietnamese students. 
Delegates also voted in favor 
of a proposal urging the United 
States to establish a better 
relationship with Red China. 
The conference, controversial 
since Nixon moved the site 
from Washington to Colorado, 
became more so during Tues­ 
day sessions. Opponents earlier 
argued Nixon was shifting the 
conference out of Washington 
because of possible criticism 
that might be aimed his way 
during the meeting. 
One delegate, Kendall Cooper,

New Cabinet Asked 


PHNOM PENH (UPI)—Cam­ 
bodian chief of state Cheng 
Heng accepted the resignation 
of Prime Minister Lon Nol 
today but immediately asked 
him to form a new government, 
Radio Cambodia announced. 
The brief broadcast also said 
the national assembly met this 
morning and unanimously ap­ 
proved the promotion of Lon 
Nol to the rank of marshal of 
the Cambodian 
armies 
and 
gave him the title of national 
hero. 
“Considering the grave situa­ 
tion 
in 
which 
our 
country 
presently finds itself and in 
compliance with 
the 
wide 
spectrum of public opinion, the 
chief of state after consulting 
the chairman of the National 
Assembly and the council of the 
republic, 
decided 
today 
to 
request General Lon Nol to 
form a new' cabinet according 
to 
the 
demands 
of 
the 
situation,” the broadcast said. 
The 
developments 
in 
the 
Cambodian political situation 
appeared to confirm statements 
made Tuesday by Lon Nol’s 
brother, Col. Ix>n Non, who said 
the resignation was little more 
than a formality. 


Ix>n Nol, who with Cheng Heng 
led the bloodless coup that 
overthrew neutralist Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk March 18, 
1970, suffered a stroke Feb. 8. 
He spent some time in an 
American military hospital in 
Hawaii, 
but 
has 
not fully 
recovered. 


In 
the meantime, 
Deputy 
Premier Sisowath Sirik Matak 
has run the government. 
Lon Nol submitted his resig­ 
nation Monday and his cabinet 
followed suit the next day. 
The prime minister’s brother 
said Tuesday the resignations 
were 
required 
under 
the 
constitution because Lon Nol 
had decided to fire a majority 
of his cabinet. Lon Non gave 
corruption in the government 
as the major reason for Lon 
Nol’s decision. 
The country also has been 
beset with a number of other 
problems, including inflation. 
Since Sihanouk was overthrown, 
fighting has been going on and 
almost all resources have been 
used in battling the Commun­ 
ists.

The presidents of the Sausali­ 
to Citizens Council, Chamber of 
Commerce and the Sausalito 
Businessmen’s Association op­ 
posed the plan. 
Opposition to the proposal 
was based generally on four 
issues; 1) The city does not 
know the cost of developing and 
maintaing the park area. 2) No 
alternate source of revenue has 
been found to replace the $100,- 
000 the city would lose annually 
if the parking lot were closed; 
3) 
Elimination 
of downtown 
parking would create hardships 
for downtown businesses and 
the 
residents who patronize 
them and 4) The residents who 
would pay for the development 
would be crowded out of the 
park area by visitors. 
Councilman 
Wyman 
Hicks 
and Stephen A. Fraser and 
Mayor 
Alexander 
R. 
Imlay 
joined about two dozen persons 
in the audience and favored the 
park development. 
“This is a wonderful direction 
in which to go,” said Hicks who 
noted he has been working for 
public access to the waterfront 
for 25 years. “The waterfront 
should be made available to the 
p e o p l e in larger and larger 
pieces,” he continued, "not be 
given away to people who want 
to come here to buy things.” 
Fraser said he felt the devel­ 
opment should be accomplished 
“as soon as possible” and said 
he would Work for implementa­ 
tion of the first stage this year. 
But he added he believes the 
city should always maintain 
some resident space in the 
parking lot. 
He agreed with businessmen 
that shopping centers do need 
cars to survive. Unless there is 
“another means of access to 
them’’ and pointed to the Gol­ 
den Gate Bridge District’s ferry 
which is to be located perma­ 
nently at the foot of El Portal. 
“How many shopping centers 
have a ferry boat?” he asked. 
Imlay said he was not fright­ 
ened by the plan w h i c h he 
called “a logical extension of 
the city’s general plan,” but 
said he was not ready to put it 
in the budget “until I am sure 
it won’t jeopardize our busi­ 
nessmen downtown.” 
One man in the audience 
drew the most enthusiastic ap­ 
plause of the evening when he 
suggested the park plaza plan 
be submitted to the voters be­ 
fore being adopted as city poli­ 
cy.

Judge Lindsay. 
Lindsay came into the case 
April 1, after an earlier judge 
withdrew when challenged by 
San Quentin convict Magee. 
He had been prepared to hear 
motions by Miss Davis’s law­ 
yers, asking that she be freed 
on bail and that c h a r g e s 
against her be dismissed. 
Miss Davis and Magee are 
charged with murder, conspira­ 
cy and kidnapping, stemming 
from the August shoot-out at 
the Civic Center in which Judge 
Harold J. Haley and three other 
persons were killed. 
Christian refused repeated re­ 
quests 
today 
from 
Magee’s 
court-appointed 
attorneys 
to 
discuss whether they should 
continue to represent him. 
The 31-year-old convict has 
insisted he should act as his 
own lawyer. 
Finally, one of the lawyers, 
Robert Y. Bell, read a state­ 
ment prepared by Magee which 
a c c u s e d both Lindsay and 
Christian of being prejudiced 
against him. 
Christian readily agreed that 
he had participated in an ear­ 
lier phase of the case and had 
ruled then that Magee was not 
qualified to represent himself. 
He was partly swayed in that 
decision, he said, by the fact 
that Magee wanted to use his 
one 
peremptory 
challenge 
against a judge in the early 
stages of the case. The justice 
called this a “tactical error” 
which would not be made by an 
attorney. 
Magee, in the statement read 
by Bell, said that Christian had 
relied on “racist IQ tests” in 
making the decision that the 
convict needed an attorney. 
The justice said that Magee’s 
challenge of Lindsay did not 
meet legal requirements for a 
challenge for cause like the one 
made by Miss Davis. He then 
gave the attorneys a chance to 
confer with Magee to see if the 
convict wanted to use his per­ 
emptory challenge at this time. 
After a recess, Bell said he 
wasn’t authorized to speak for 
Magee. The justice wouldn’t al­ 
low Magee to speak and ruled 
that the challenge would not be 
recognized, 


Magee also renewed his re­ 
peated motions today that his 
case be transferred to federal 
court and c l a i m e d again 
t h r o n g h Bell that the state 
court has no jurisdiction. 


At the end of the hearing 
Miss Burnham said that she 
felt Christian’s handling of the 
case showed a “desire to give 
us form but not substance” and 
she said that she thought Miss 
Davis and Magee had “dimin­ 
ished p r o s p e c t s for a fair 
trial.” 
Christian 
responded, 
“ I’m 
sincerely sorry that you feel 
that way.”

ment is not antimilitary and 
felt that servicemen have the 
right as citizens to speak out 
against the war. 
“We are under oath to help to 
defend the constitution and we 
feel it’s our patriotic duty to 
s p e a k up and say what we 
think,” Lawson said. 
Participation by servicemen 
he feit would “lend a little bit 
of respectibility to the peace 
movement,” he said. 
Renshaw felt it was his pa­ 
triotic duty to state his attitude 
about the war and “indicate a 
desire for an abrupt change of 
policy where abrupt change is 
needed.” 
The pair, who serve with the 
Detachment 21, said they have 
kept Col. Lee A. Sarter Jr.; 
base commander, informed of 
their activities. 
Capt. Joseph W. 
Corfield, 
public information officer, said 
that Colonel Sarter met with 
the pair and told them of “the 
limits of free speech under the 
military code of justice,” and 
that he couldn’t object to their 
participation in the peace rally 
as long as they acted within the 
limits of the code. 
Renshaw described the anti­ 
war group as “moderate” and 
said it was “working within the 
organization,” 
and observing 
the military code. 
“We can’t recruit on base, 
can’t be part of a demonstra­ 
tion which might end up in viol­ 
ence and can’t wear uniforms 
in peace parades,” he said. 
Renshaw, half way through a 
five-year hitch, said: “There 
comes a time when you have to 
decide whether it’s more worth­ 
while to grin and bear it, swal­ 
low it, or speak up.” 
Lawson, who served a year in 
Vietnam, said the experience 
was disillusioning. At first, he 
said, he was offended by the 
“ bureaucracy, waste and ineffi­ 
ciency.” Then, he was “just 
appalled at the relationship be­ 
tween U.S. troops and the Viet­ 
namese people.” The troops 
don’t see the average Viet­ 
namese people, but the prosti­ 
tutes, money changers and the 
enemy and a large number say 
“they hate gooks,” he com­ 
mented. "We aren’t helping 
these people at all.” 
Lawson said there were sol­ 
diers in Vietnam with fairly 
long hair, bands around their 
heads and wearing peace med­ 
als who were “toting guns” and 
“doing a hell of a job.” 
Renshaw said the concerned 
Officers Movement, which is 
open to both officers and enlist­ 
ed men, is nationwide and the 
base chapter has “a rough alli­ 
ance” with other chapters in 
the Bay Area. 
The military’s attitude toward 
the movement is “they either 
hope it will go away, or fail to 
acknowledge it exists,” he said. 
Chapter members and other 
military men will march at the 
head of the peace parade in San 
Francisco Saturday. 
Renshaw said after the par­ 
ade the chapter will be plan­ 
ning a “counter display” to be 
held on Armed F o r c e s Day 
which will emphasize the peace 
theme. 
Details haven’t been worked 
out, but “it won’t be on the 
base,” he said. 
The group also will be speak­ 
ing out for the rights of free 
speech,“which on some occa­ 
sions have been violated,” Ren­ 
shaw said.

S A N T A CRUZ U P ! - A

slain and buried in a remote 
mountain retreat used as a re­ 
volutionary bomb factory, au­ 
thorities disclosed yesterday. 
The hideout was uncovered 
after an informant gave police 
a map of the site in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains near the Santa 
Clara County line. 
Besides finding a large quant­ 
ity of explosives, investigators 
uncovered 
human 
remains 
which are believed to be those 
of Fred Bennett, a Black Panth­ 
er captain who was last seen 
publicly in November. 
Santa Cruz County District 
Attorney Peter Cheng said the 
case was being investigated by 
local, state and federal agents. 
Bennet, 25, was lured to the 
remote 
h i d e o u t 
and 
shot 
through the head. His body was 
buried and bones crushed into 
the ground with a shovel. 
The motive for the execution 
of Bennett, a Stanford Universi­ 
ty graduate student and fre­ 
quent Panther rally speaker, 
allegedly was 
a disapproved 
romance with a woman Panth­ 
er. 
He was murdered about Jan. 
6 police said. 
The body was found several 
weeks later at the mountain 
retreat, which was surrounded 
by 
wire. 
It was 
unoccupied 
when raided by police. 
Two 
other 
Black 
Panther 
members were being sought for 
questioning. 
One was identified as a teach­ 
ing assistant at the University 
of California at Santa Cruz who 
has a record of frequent ar­ 
rests. 
Another Panther sought for 
questioning is a former chemi­ 
cal engineering student at Stan­ 
ford who was reportedly expert 
with electronics and explosives. 
He disappeared while awaiting 
trial on charges of assaulting 
police.

Hub Trustees 
Set Tax Vote 


Despite reservations by some 
trustees, 
the 
San 
Anselmo 
School D i s t r i c t last night 
agreed to hold an election in 
July on an 80-cent override tax. 
The increase, if approved by 
voters July 13, would increase 
the operational tax rate from 
this year’s maximum of $2.25 to

Trustee Mary Helen Olive, 
who two weeks ago also voted 
against going to election, last 
night switched her position to 
close ranks with other trustees. 
“ I still think it’s a bad time 
for the election,” she said to­ 
day, “but if people want the 
opportunity to vote they should 
be given that opportunity.” 
According to Supt. W. Ken­ 
neth Lowry\ the board following 
its vote set a special meeting 
for Monday at 7:30 p.m. at Red 
Hill School to discuss election 
preparations 
and for further 
budget review. 
“ Both as 
a superintendent 
and as a private individual, I 
have to congratulate the board 
on their position,” Lowry said. 
“ It was reached after a great 
deal of soul searching.” 
He said the meeting was at­ 
tended by about 50 persons, 
none of whom spoke in opposi­ 
tion to the election. There was 
applause after the board’s vote, 
he said. 
Lowry, in January, told the 
b o a r d the tax rate must be 
i n c r e a s e d to cover deficit 
spending which has been eating 
budget reserves at the rate of 
$100,000 per year. 
Should the tax increase elec­ 
tion fail, he said, certain educa­ 
tion and building programs will 
have to be reduced to balance 
next year’s budget. Reserves 
now stand at $50,000. 
The July election represents 
the first request since 1963 by 
the district for an override. If 
approved it will bring the ope­ 
rational tax in line with that of 
neighboring Fairfax School Dis­ 
trict, Lowry said. 
Mrs. Olive said an important 
part of her switch in position 
stems for assurances the tax 
rate increase will suffice for 
another two to four years.

A group of Sausalito residents 
who want to halt development 
of a heavily wooded area in the 
city’s hills were told by the city 
council last night to discuss 
their ideas with the city mana­ 
ger and the developer.

Dr. Stephen L. Davis present­ 
ed the council with a petition 
signed by about 230 residents 
calling for preservation of an 
area known as “ The Glen’ at 
61 Cazneau Avenue. “ This is 
the last stretch of undeveloped 
live creek in Sausalito,’, he told 
the council. “ And this land is 
about to be massively devel­ 
oped as a housing tract, with 
most of its trees cut down and 
its beauty lost.’ ’ 


The petitioners asked the city 
to acquire the land as a park, 
either through a bond issue or a 
city-wide assessment district 
and also want development and 
tree cutting halted until the is­ 
sue is studied. 
Developer Fred De Cook, who 
plans to build five bouses in the 
glen, agreed last night to cease 
work in the area for30 days, to 
give residents time to see what 
can be accomplished. He dec­ 
lined to name the purchase 
price for the property. 
City Mgr. Albert St. Cyr said 
he had learned an assessment 
district could be set up within a 
few weeks to finance the pro­ 
ject and agreed to meet with 
DeCook and Davis to discuss 
the matter.

500 persons will be built by

chased Lucas Green property 
north of San Rafael. 
Plans

night by Fireman’s Fund exe­ 
cutives at a dinner hosted by 
the Marin Chamber of Com­ 
merce and Visitors Bureau at 
which a group of Marin County 
officials and businessmen was 
told that the computer facility 
is being tentatively scheduled 
for completion in 1973. 
Fireman’s 
Fund 
president 
Louis W. Niggeman, a Kent- 
field resident, said original 
plans to request annexation of 
the 38 acres at Highway 101 and 
Lucas Valley Road to the City 
of San Rafael were being de­ 
ferred “ in order to review the 
possibility of remaining within 
the county and determine which 
c o u r s e would be in the best 
interest of the community and 
the company.” 
The decision whether to ask 
for annexation is expected next 
month, following meetings with 
representatives of Marinwood 
and Terra Linda community 
services districts and other or­ 
ganizations opposing or favor­ 
ing the annexation. In either 
case the company would re­ 
quest rezoning of the property, 
which is not now zoned for ad- 
-ministrative and professional 
use. 


Construction on the computer 
center is expected to begin aft­ 
er the company’s decision on 
requesting 
annexation. 
The 
building would be located at the 
west side of the property, with 
three stories facing Highway 
101 and two stories on the side 
fronting Los Gamos Drive. Ar­ 
chitects for the project are 
Page, Clowdsley and Baleix. 
It will be constructed of tex- 
tured pre-cast concrete, with 
bronze-tinted windows and will 
have extensive landscaping in a 
park-like setting. Usage of the 
remainder of the 38 acres has 
not yet been determined, but 
Niggeman said land studies are 
being made and it is expected 
that some of the land will be 
needed for future expansion. 
He said Fireman’s Fund de- 
c i d e d about a y ear ago to 
move part of the facilities from 
headquarters in San Francisco 
to somewhere else in the Bay 
Area and since many of the 
employees live in Marin this 
seemed to be the logical place 
to look for a site.

Convicted murderer Charles 
Manson will be processed rou­ 
tinely when he arrives at San 
Quentin Prison, a prison official 
said today. 


Associate Warden James W. 
L. Park said no s p e c i a 1 ar­ 
rangement is being made for 
Manson, sentenced to die for 
the Tate and Labianca murders 
in 1969. 


“ We’re making no special 
precautions,” he said. “ We’re 
prepared to process him in a 
routine manner. We have no 
reason to anticipate any parti­ 
cular problems.” 
Manson, who is now on trial 


in Los Angeles in another mur­ 
der case, must be moved to the 
prison before April 29 — within 
10 days of the pronouncement 
of his death sentence, Park 
said. Only a court order can 
change that procedure. 


Paik said Manson probably 
will be brought to the prison by 
the Los Angeles sheriff’s office, 
check in and then r e t u r n to 
stand trial.

Roggeveen. an as­ 
sociate professor of transporta­ 
tion p l a n n i n g at Stanford 
University, suggested that the 
bridge board be directly elect­ 
ed. 
He also s u g g e s t e d that 
maintenance costs of the bridge 
come from state gas taxes, but 
Foran noted this was “another 
major political problem.“ Gas 
taxes already maintain state 
bridges, but Southern Califor­ 
nia politicians strongly object 
because most of the bridges are 
in Northern California, he said. 
Roggeveen’s testimony was 
scored by Margaret Azevedo, 
Marin County planning com­ 


missioner and chairman of the 
citizens panel that advised the 
district on its plan. “We’re in­ 
terested in what works, not 
what looks good on paper in a 
textbook,” she said. The dis­ 
trict was “very politically res­ 
ponsible,” she said. 
Sen. Peter H. Behr, R-San 
Rafael, said the committee 
should insist that the district 
c o n t i n u e to support Marin 
County Transit Systems, the 
Marin City-based bus corpora­ 
tion.

Water District is about to build 
a joint sewage system with the 
Bolinas Community Public Util­ 
ity District at a cost of over $2 
million. 
Bagley’s measure, citing the 
“undue burden” upon the small 
community of paying for state 
park sewage, would authorize 
the Parks and Recreation De­ 
partment to share the cost. 
Amount of the state subsidy 
was blank in the bill as introd­ 
uced, but Bagley’s office said it 
would be about $200,000. 
A similar measure was car­ 
ried two years ago by former 
Sen. John F. McCarthy, but it 
lost because of opposition from 
the department. Bagley’s bill, 
unlike McCarthy’s, would fi­ 
nance the department’s cost 
from the general fund, not from 
department funds. 
Assemblyman Bagley also in­ 
troduced the following bills: 


STUDENTS — Appropriates 
$6.2 million to the Educational 
Opportunity Program at the 
University of California for low- 
income students who do not 
meet grade requirements but 


show promise. It was asked by 
the Associated Students of the 
University of California. 


PROBATE — Simplifies un­ 
contested probate proceedings 
by providing for filings with 
court clerks instead of with 
judges. Pending amendments 
will provide for administrative 
handling of probate proceed­ 
ings, eliminating the need for 
hiring an attorney, and will re­ 
quire probate of a will within 
three years of death. 


CREDIT — Authorizes the 
state to issue revenue anticipa­ 
tion notes when the state runs 
out of cash next fall.

will head for Sacramento, prob­ 
ably next week, to seek some 
relief from the biggest budget 
headache in the history of the 
county. 
The county’s basic tax rate, 
which is at a r e c o r d $2.575 
per $100 assessed valuation, is 
due for another meteoric rise- 
this year, largely because of 
costs beyond county control. 
County Auditor-Controller Mi­ 
chael Mitchell yesterday listed 
these major increases in costs 
that can be expected for the 
1971-72 fiscal year: 
1. Security will cost more at 
the Civic Center with about 30 
men added to the security force 
at $500,000 more next year plus 
another $200,000 for overtime. 
2. The trial for A n g e 1 a Y. 
Davis and Ruchell Magee, esti­ 
mated conservatively to take 
100 days, will cost the county 
about $980,000. 
3. Based on a number of bills 


proposed in Sacramento, in­ 
cluding the Governor’s tax shift 
program, MamT County could 
face up to $2,000,000 per year in 
increased county welfare costs. 
Mitchell said that under the 
Governor’s tax shift program, 
the state would pay for old age 
security and aid for the blind, 
but more of the responsibility 
for Aid to Families with Depen­ 
dent Children will be shifted to 
counties. 
4. Higher wages, even if held 
to 5 per cent would mean $1,- 
663,000 in added cost. 
The county supervisors have 
control of the last item, but the 
first three, involving more than 
$3.5 million in extra cost, are 
beyond the control of the coun­ 
ty, Mitchell pointed out. 
“We s h o u 1 d go talk to the 
people in Sacramento before we 
go into this year’s budget,” 
said Supervisor Peter R. Arri­ 
goni Jr. 
Chairman Louis H. Baar sug­ 


gested 
that 
the 
supervisors 
have a long chat with Assem- 
blyman William T. Bagley and *• 
Sen. Peter H. Behr, both R-San 
Rafael, to see if the county 
cannot get some state aid. 


Marin County has been un­ 
successful so far in convincing

Shortage 
Of Dentists 
Predicted 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)- 
Financial problems may cause 
a shortage of dentists in the 
future, the president of the 
American Dental Association 
said yesterday. 
Dr. John M. Deines, of 
Seattle, speaking at the dental 
group’s annual convention, said 
the country “should be building 
new dental schools.” However, 
instead of that, he said, many 
existing schools “are in serious 
financial difficulty.” 
“There can be no doubt that 
the current financial crisis in 
dental education will severely 
retard efforts to meet growing 
dental 
manpower 
needs,” 
Deines said. 
He said the ratio of dentists 
to the population is expected to 
be maintained during the 1970s, 
but he said the number of 
patient visits is increasing. 
He called on the federal 
government to help dental 
students pay for their educa­ 
tion. 
“Unless 
adequate 
federal 
funds are appropriated for 
dental 
student 
loans 
and 
scholarships, the already criti 
cai situation of many dental 
students will worsen,” he said. 
“ Many of those aspiring to 
enter dental school will have to 
give up that ambition.”

SACRAMENTO (U PI) -U.S. 
District Court Judge Philip

appoint additional attorneys to 
defend 35 Pit River Indians 
charged with trespassing on a 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. 
'campground in Shasta County. 
Aubrey Grossman, a San 
Francisco attorney representing 
the Indians, said another three 
or four attorneys probably will 
be appointed. Grossman had 
waged a lengthy battle in both 
federal and state courts to have 
more attorneys named. He has 
been the Indians’ sole attorney. 
Wilkins also said he would 
announce a trial date next 
Monday. 
A group of Indians set up 
camp on the PG&E property at 
Four Comers claiming it was 
part of Northern California land 
illegally taken from their tribe 
during the Gold Rush days. 
Law officers made the arrests 
as they forcibly removed the 
Indians from the property. 


Mystery Sinking 
Of Indians' Boat 
Off Alcatraz 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)- 
The Alcatraz Indians’ 35-foot 
supply boat, the Clearwater, 
sank at its mooring on the 
island Monday night, the Coast 
Guard reported today. 
The vessel had been used to 
ferry Indians and their supplies 
to and from the mainland. 
The Coast Guard said it sent 
a helicopter and other search 
craft to the area this morning 
after debris was reported in the 
water to look for survivors. 
Indians said no one was 
injured in the sinking, but gave 
no explanation for it, the Coast 
Guard said.

Monster of Vietnam 
Is 17 Years Old Today 


Today is an anniversary — not 
one that we exactly want to 
celebrate, but one that should be 
noted. 
It was 17 years ago today — 
April 21, 1954 — that the United 
States began flying French troops 
from Paris to reinforce the 
French defense of Dienbienphu 
against an attacking force of Ko 
Chi Minh’s Vietnamese liberation 
army. 
That was the beginning of our 
involvement. 
IT WAS A DEPARTURE from 
the 
United. S tates’ previous 
policy of keeping hands off 
Southeast Asia. It was a depar­ 
ture from the anti-colonialist 
stand taken during World War II, 
when President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt declared that Vietnam 
must never 
be 
returned 
to 
France. 
It was not returned to the 
French. After losing at Dien- 
jienphu they pulled out, first 
negotiating a supposedly tem­ 
porary partition of Vietnam along 
the 17th parallel, with Bao Dai, 
their puppet emperor of Annam, 
as chief of the new state of South 
Vietnam. A little over a year 
later, 
all 
French 
influence 
vanished when Bao 
Dai 
was 
deposed by overwhelming vote in 
a national referendum and Ngo 
Dinh Diem, his prime minister, 
was made chief of state. 
BUT 
THE 
UNITED 
States, 
which had begun its involvement 
on behalf of the French by flying 
their troops to Dienbienphy, 
remained involved on behalf of 
the government of Bao Dai — and 
after him, of Ngo Dinh Diem. 
WHEN Diem was overthrown 
by a palace revolt, 
the U.S. 
continued its presence in behalf of 
a series of successors, down to the 
present government of Nguyen 
Van Thieu and Nguyen Cao Ky. 
And 
the 
involvement grew. 


CAPITOL REPORT 


From merely furnishing arms 
and money during President 
Dwight D. E isenhow er’s ad­ 
ministration, it grew to sending 
16,000 “ military advisers’’ during 
the incumbency of President John 
F. Kennedy. And while Lyndon B. 
Johnson was in the White House, it 
grew to a full-scale American 
war, with more than half a million 
American troops fighting in the 
jungles of Vietnam. 
PRESIDENT 
EISENHOWER 
refused to send troops despite 
pressures within his 
own 
ad­ 
ministration. His secretary of 
state, 
John 
F oster 
D ulles, 
propounded the “domino theory’’ 
that South Vietnam must not be 
allowed to fall to the communist 
lest all the other Southeast Asian 
countries tumble in succession 
like a row of dominoes. And his 
vice president, Richard M. Nixon, 
told the American Society 
of 
Newspaper Editors only a few 
yveeks before that U.S. airlift of 
French troops began: 
“If in order to avoid further 
Communist expansion in Asia and 
particularly in Indochina, if in 
order to avoid it we must take the 
risk of putting American boys in, I 
believe that the executive branch 
of the government has to take the 
politically unpopular position of 
facing up to it and doing it, and I 
personally would support such a 
decision.” 
The then-vice president may 
therefore be said to have been sort 
of midwife at the birth of U.S. 
involvement in Vietnam 17 years 
ago today. As President, he has 
reduced the involvement from 
550,000 troops to 284,000, and says 
he will withdraw another 100,000 
by the end of this year. 
The monster that grew from the 
airlift has started shrinking a 
little. But it is still a frightful 
monster as it reaches its 17th 
birthday. 


Democrats' Package Proposes 


Major Reshuffling Of Taxes

Ah, the tax burden we all carry; if only 
the load could be lightened a little! One 
man’s relief, though, is often another’s 
millstone. 
The state Legislature will soon have to 
face up to big decisions on tax increases. 
In the offing is a major upheaval in the 
way Californians pay taxes. 
CONSIDER 
THE 
FOLLOWING 
provisions in 
bills now 
before 
the 
Legislature: 
— Substantial income tax credits for 
renters. 
— Higher individual income taxes. 
— Payroll withholding. 
— One per cent increase in the state 
sales tax. 
— Increased bank, insurance and cor­ 
poration taxes. 
— Elimination of the oil depletion 
allowance. 
— Higher taxes on capital gains. 
— Higher inheritance taxes. 
— Higher license fees for all motor 
vehicles. 
k — Reduced business inventory taxes. 
And . . . a new, statewide property tax 
for schools. 
ALL OF THESE except the statewide 
property tax for schools are part of the 
Democratic tax package sent to the 
Legislature last month by Assemblyman 
Joe A. Gonsalves of La Mirada, head of the 
powerful Assembly Revenue and Taxation 
Committee. It is an ambitious and costly 
plan — totaling $2 billion more in taxes 
each year after 1971. 
Home owners would be the biggest 
beneficiaries from Gonsalves’ tax-shift

program, receiving $1.1 billion in property 
tax relief starting this fall when the first 
county tax payment is due. 
Homes occupied by their owners would 
be totally exempted from property taxes, 
but the land they are built on would stay on 
the assessment rolls. The portion of a 
duplex, condominium or cooperative 
housing occupied by the owner would also 
be exempted from taxation except for the 
land. 
Renters would get tax relief totaling $290 
million in 1971-72 through special state 
income tax deductions. Apartment 
buildings would not be exempted from 
property taxes. 
Elderly home owners with low incomes 
would also get a property tax break. The 
state would reimburse seniors 62 and older 
for their entire property tax bill if their 
income was under $2,300 a year. Elderly 
home owners with incomes from $2,500 to 
$5,000 would be reimbursed for a per­ 
centage of their property taxes. 
The Democrats’ plan would raise $1.4 
billion in new tax reveneus in 1971-72, of 
which $242 million would go to the state 
Department of Education to help ease the 
financial plight of local school districts. 
The state would take over the ad­ 
ministration of the four major welfare 
programs — Aid to the Aged, Blind, 
Disabled and Families with Dependent 
Children. County costs would be limited to 
50 cents on the tax rate. 
WHERE WOULD ALL the money come 
from? The $1.4 billion total for 1971-72 adds 
up this way: 
— $808 million from personal state in­ 
come tax increases including payroll 
withholding starting Jan. 1, 1972, and a 
reduction in the capital gains exemption 
from 50 to 15 per cent. 
— $328 million from a one cent increase 
in the state sales tax. 
— $69 million from higher taxes on in­ 
surance company premiums. 
— $88 million for higher vehicle license 
fees. 
— $97 million from higher taxes on bank 
and corporation profits; elimination of the 
oil depletion allowance. 
— $13 million from higher inheritance 
taxes.

Grand Jury Should 
Probe Water District 


How low will the Marin Water District 
sink? At one time, I had considerable 
respect for them, probably out of naive 
innocence. But the times they are a 
changing. From what the I-J reports, the 
general manager of the district has ap­ 
parently lied on two occasions (to the I-J 
and to a young ecologist) about Phoenix 
Lake pollution problems. The district was 
found granting special favors of taxpay­ 
ers land and thus money to a few influen­ 
tial business men (golf club and hunting 
club affair). Then, the district attempted 
to renege on a promise made six months 
ago to seek voter approval for any furth­ 
er financing of the Sonoma-Marin Aqued 
uct. When that effort was thwarted by 
Assemblyman Bagley’s refusal to submit 
the bill, the district appeared to recant 
and agree to go before the voters for 
funds. However, that wasn’t the end of 
the funding problem. Assemblyman Be- 
lotti, R-Eureka, introduced the water dis­ 
trict’s bill for them, reportedly at the 
urging of lobbyist Robert Beckus. 
My reactions to all this is — Who pays 
lobbyist Beckus’s salary? Can the district 
directors be subject to a recall election?

WASHINGTON - It is hardly possible to 
overstate the potential for good which can 
flow from the new move to improve U.S.- 
Chinese relations. 
It may well lead to the most significant 
salutary single event of the decade of the 
Seventies — a new balance of war- 
restraining power among all of the prin­ 
cipal nations in the Western Pacific — 
mainland China, the United States, 
Russia, and Japan. 
What is happening is that Premier Chou 
En-lai and President Nixon are acting to 
escalate peace in Asia. 
That’s the potential of the steps which 
are now being taken by both sides — 
nothing less. 
They’re coming at the right time, in 
the right way, in the best climate. 


THESE STEPS are meaningful because 
they serve the enlightened national in­ 
terests of both countries and are coming 
into being at a moment when both sides 
need each other. 
This is why minor incidents are of major 
importance. The presence of the United 
States table tennis team in Peking, the 
invitation to the Chinese tennis players to 
compete at Forest Hills are signs of larger 
contacts to come. 
And they are coming rapidly because the 
time is propitious. These are the reasons: 
The United States needs Peking’s help to 
end the Vietnam war under the best 
possible circumstances. 
Communist China needs to feel that in 
the United States it has at least a neutral 
friend because it fears Russian riiilitary 
power on its far-flung western borders. 
PRESIDENT NIXON and President 
Johnson before him concluded that the 
prospects of peace would be enhanced 
whenever China was ready to become an 
open participant in the world community. 
The American people are ready for mutual 
diplomatic recognition. 


BY NO MEANS NEUTRAL 


With the end of the violent phase of the 
Cultural Revolution, the government of 
Mao Tze-tung is more stable and the 
mainland economy is improving. This 
means that Peking can come out of its self- 
imposed cocoon and apparently it is ready 
to do so. 
These are the main reasons why hope for 
improved relations, which Mr. Nixon 
expressed two years ago when he un­ 
successfully sought to resume the am­ 
bassadorial talks in Warsaw, are now 
beginning to be realized with a rush. Both 
sides have been getting ready to make 
happen what is now happening. This ex­ 
plains why, when the American players 
arrived in Peking, Premier Chou En-lai 
did not say, “isn’t table tennis a great 
sport?” He said: “This opens a new page 
in the elations between the Chinese Tind 
American people.” 
WHAT, THEN, is the potential of what 
has now begun so auspiciously? 
It will enhance the prospects of peace in 
the whole Pacific. 
It will improve the often tense and un­ 
certain relations between Red China and 
Japan. 
It may induce North Vietnam to seek a 
new negotiated settlement of the Viet­ 
namese war as Hanoi sees Peking and 
Washington working together. 
It will promote a two-way trade in non- 
strategic goods which will benefit both 
countries. 
And, contrary to the judgment of some, 
improved relations between China and the 
United States may not alarm the Soviet 
Union. Mr. Nixon has gone out of his way 
to affirm to Moscow that he seeks no anti- 
Soviet alliance with Peking and that the 
whole thrust of U.S. influence will be 
against armed conflict between China and 
Russia. 
There is a possibility that Moscow and 
Peking will be competing for American 
friendship. 


Everybody's Against Babies 


At Washington Conference ^ 


By ERNEST B. FURGURSON 
WASHINGTON — It was a great week 
for the Pill. The Commission on Population 
Growth and the American Future held two 
days of hearings in the capital without 
attracting a single. witness who would 
admit he was for population growth. 
A survey by the National Opinion 
Research Center at the University of 
Chicago found that only 27 per cent of 
active Catholic priests in this country 
believe all artifical contraception is 
morally wrong. 
And there came in the mail a book en­ 
titled “The Baby Trap,” by a long-haired 
blonde non-mother who makes the 
traditionally bewailed state of childless 
marriage out to be one long and fun-filled 
trip to Europe on money that otherwise 
would have been banked for diapers and 
braces. 
More than any government-sponsored 
inquiry so far, the population growth 
hearings demonstrated how broad the 
public awareness of the danger of too 
many people has become. 
IT BEGAN with Stewart L. Udall, the 
former secretary of the interior, and Dr. 
Alan F. Guttmacher, president of Planned 
Parenthood, cutting up Mr. Nixon for his 
order restricting abortions in military 
hospitals. 
Yet Robert H. Finch, the former 
secretary of HEW and now counselor to 
Mr. Nixon, entered a formal statement of 
government policy endorsing an end to 
population growth in America. The 
average family size should be brought 
down to two children, he said. 
A spokesman for the United Methodist 
Church said the population should be 
leveled off “at the earliest practicable 
time.” 
A HARVARD DEMOGRAPHER said 
upgrading women’s professional op­ 
portunities would give them something 
prestigious to do besides bear children. 
A conservationist from the Sierra Club 
said man should adjust his thinking to 
putting the human race into the 
biophysical world instead of dominating it 
by his numbers and accompanying 
pollution. 
A black woman stated again the feelings 
ovf some blacks that population control is 
aimed at reducing mainly the nonwhite 
growth rate, but left no doubt that she was 
for population control anyway. 
The director of the family life division of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference spoke out 
against abortion, which was no surpirse, 
but even he devoted himself to the hows, 
whys and whens of population control, 
rather than whether. And even within the 
clergy of his own church he would find

argument, as the Chicago study showed. 
ALL TOGETHER, the witnesses at the 
Washington hearing proved their points 
with political statements, statistics and 
moral indignation. It was left to Ellen 
Peck, who did not testify but who wrote 
“The Baby Trap,” to lay down a more self- 
centered but no less convincing case 
against babymaking. She did it in 245 
pages. I can summarize it in three words: 
It’s no fun. 
Mrs. Peck is 28, taught junior high 
school before starting a column of advice 
to girls becoming women, and set the 
theme of her book in the title of its opening 
chapter when she quotes William Saroyan 
— “In the time of your life, live . . . ” 
But it is not all so selfish sounding as 
that She covers how manufacturers and 
the media gang up to glorify babies and 
motherhood, how husbands are disen­ 
chanted when they have to share their 
wives’ time and affection with their 
children, how women usually, but not 
always, deteriorate physically and 
socially after becoming mothers, how not 
to have babies (birth control and abortion) 
and how to explain the decision to abstain 
from motherhood to friends and relatives. 
Then she returns again to the freedom a 
woman enjoys when she is not bound by 
children. 
All this will infuriate a lot of women who 
already have become mothers, which is a 
condition hard to remedy. And Mrs. Peck 
might seem too much of a swinger for a 
presidentially suggested commission to 
solicit her testimony. But when the 
Commission on Population Growth holds 
its later hearings in Los Angeles, Little 
Rock, Chicago and New York, it might 
consider inviting her. She can offer the 
priests, politicians and gynecologists an 
attractive sales pitch, as when she con­ 
cludes: “You’re doing good for the world 
by not having children; You’re doing good 
for the world by not having children; you 
can take credit for that, even if you decide 
to remain childless purely for reasons of 
personal advantage. Personal advantage 
and the larger social good do coincide, in 
this case.”

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Airport Over The Freeway? 
New Policy Makes It Possible 


If the recently announced 
change in policy on freeways by 
the state Division of Highv/ays is 
carried out, they will no longer 
resemble freeways. 
They 
may 
be 
high-rise 
apartm ent 
houses, 
office 
buildings, airports or parking 
lots. Oh, yes, they will still be 
freeways, but they will be 
money-making freeways. 
In the past, 
the highway 
commission has leased land 
under overpasses for such things 
as parking lots. This was done so 
that it would benefit the com- 
' munities. Usually the rent was 
for such a nominal sum that it 
hardly paid for the bookkeeping 
involved. 
Under the new’ policy, the land 
under overpasses and the space 
over freeways can be rented 
from the division of highways if 
it makes enough money to help 
pav for the freeways. 
IMAGINE WHAT COULD 
happen in Marin county. 
In downtown San Kafael, as 
the need for parking becomes 
more acute, the state will lease 
the land under the overpasses 
for parking. Then if land 
becomes more scarce, it would 
lease the space above the 
freeways for high-rise office or 
apartment buildings. It would 
resemble New York City where 
the subways run under and 


Riles: Local 
Schools Can 
Solve Issue 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
Wilson C. Riles, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, 
said yesterday the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court's d e c i s i o n on 
school bussing “clarifies the si­ 
tuation once and for 811.’” 


“I think the people are ready 
to go along with integration as 
long 
as 
its 
feasible 
and 
reasonable,” said Riles, the 
first Negro to hold statewide 
office in California. 


Riles said he had no plans for 
his department to get involved 
in integration efforts. 
The nation’s highest court 
Monday validated bussing, pup­ 
il pairing and other racial bal­ 
ancing 
devices to 
eradicate 
school desegregation. 


Riles told a news conference 
he “expected” the ruling and 
said it was consistent with the 
court’s landmark 1954 decision 
outlawing separate but equal 
schools to preserve segregated 
classrooms. 


He said it is now up to local 
school districts to draft integra­ 
tion plans that are compatible 
with parents and the court’s 
rulings. 


“Let’s let local schools try to 
work something out,” he said, 
adding that he didn’t expect his 
office to interfere with local 
racial balancing matters. 
“I don’t see any need for my 
department or the state to do 
anything,” said Riles. “Let’s 
rather 
give 
local people 
a 
chance to solve it.” 
Riles also said he thought the 
.Supreme Court’s decision inva­ 
lidated the remaining provi­ 
sions of the antibussing law 
passed by the legislature last 
year. The act has been partially 
struck 
down 
by 
the 
state 
Supreme Court. 
The state court said schools 
may assign pupils to specific 
schools for integration purposes 
but may not force them to go 
there on a school bus. 
Riles said the U.S. Supreme 
Court's ruling upholding the 
right of states to bus or use 
other racial balancing devices 
eliminated this provision. 
He said the invalidated act 
caused 
“needless 
hostility” 
throughout the state, which he 
described as a “ m ulti-ethnic 
society.” 
“We ought to have a chance 
to get to know each other,” 
Riles said and indicated he 
thought the best place to start 
is in the schools. 
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through 
buildings 
without 
disturbing them. 
The freeways going through 
the heart of the city might not be 
any more than a series of high- 
rise office and apartm ent 
buildings. 
IT IS CONCEIVABLE that a 
wide ramp over a straight 
stretch of freeway could be used 
as an airport for small planes. 
During the Vietnam War, 
STOL planes have come to the 
forefront. These planes, named 
for Short Take-Off and Landing, 
have just that ability. They can 
carry 15 to 20 passengers at a 
much 
cheaper 
cost 
than 
helicopters. 
This could solve the commute 
problem to the San Francisco 
and Oakland airports. STOL 
planes have been advocated as 
the best method gf travel bet­ 
ween smaller cities. Daily trips 
between 
M arin 
County, 
Sacramento, Santa Rosa, San 
Jose and other short distances 
would solve a commute problem 
that the larger airlines cannot do 
with the big planes. 
The advantage of a runway 
right over a freeway would be 
that it probably would give the 
commuter a place to park his 
car. Then he could take an 
elevator to the upper deck where 
his STOL plane was waiting. 
Everybody would benefit. The 
cars would not have to travel so 
far on the freeway. There would 
be less smog from them. The 
commuter would not have to 
leave the center of the city to 
catch a plane for short distances 
to other communities or the 
airports. The state would make 
money from the use of the space 
over the freeways. 
In fact San Francisco might 
even 
consent to a freeway 
through that city if it was 
completely 
covered 
by 
buildings. 
The possibilities of the new 
policy are limitless. 


“Take from the rich and give 
to the poor.” 
This philosophy, which made a 
legendary hero of Robin Hood 
and a villain of the sheriff of 
Nottingham, is the basis of SB 
801 and AB 1406 in the California 
Legislature. 
These identical bills embody 
the 
state 
D epartm ent 
of 
Education’s plan for equalizing 
the amount per child available 
for education in the more than 
1,000 school districts within 
California and taking some of 
the burden off the taxpayers in 
the poorer districts. 
Through a statewide property 
tax of $3.75 per $100 assessed 
valuation for school support, 
plus contributions from the state 
general fund, it would provide 
$767 for every elementary school 
pupil, $874 for every high school 
pupil, and $917 for every com­ 
munity (junior) college student. 
Of the $3.75 tax rate, $1.87 
would go to elementary schools. 
$1.50 to high schools, and 38 
cents to junior colleges. 
THIS WOULD BE quite a 
godsend to some districts, such 
as Ophir Elementary School 
District in Placer County, which 
in fiscal 1970 was able with a 
$2.35 tax rate to provide only 
$297 per pupil for what the state 
classified as “current expenses 
of education” (not the whole per- 
pupil cost, since it doesn’t in­ 
clude everything). 
On the other hand, it would be 
no help to the taxpayers of Vista 
Del Mar Elementary School 
D istrict in Santa B arbara 
County, who in the same year 
paid a tax rate of only $1.23 to 
provide $1,065 for “ current 
expenses of education” of each 
pupil. 
To the school board and 
taxpayers of Ophir District, SB 
801 and AB 1406 look like Robin 
Hood. To those of Vista Del Mar, 
they look more like the sheriff of 
Nottingham. 
WHAT THE BILLS are all 
about is “equalization” — a 
word that appears frequently, 
but with little meaning, in the 
present school finance statutes. 
The amount of money a school 
district can spend per pupil 
varies greatly because of great 
differences 
in 
assessed 
valuation. In fiscal 1969, 
ac- 


cording to figures prepared by 
Assemblyman 
William 
T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, the lowest 
per-pupil assessed valuation in 
any elementary district was 
$125; the highest was $1,156,872. 


There are numerous state 
apportionments, each on a 
different complicated formula, 
intended to equalize this. But 
they don’t do the job — which is 
why Ophir District had to tax its 
residents at nearly double the 
rate of Vista Del Mar to spend 
one-fourth as much money per 
pupil. 
THE SYSTEM PROPOSED in 
the 
state 
D epartm ent 
of 
Education’s bills would not put 
all districts on equal footing, 
either; but it would come much 
closer. 
The statew ide tax would 
replace an equal amount in the 
school district’s local tax. Those 
districts now levying less than 
the amounts in the statewide tax 
would 
have 
to 
raise 
the 
minimum. Those levying more 
would have to reduce taxes if 
they are not spending more per 
pupil than the law sets up. If they 
are spending more per pupil, 
they could either reduce ex­ 
penditures to the state level or 
adjust local taxes to make up the 
difference. 
This would mean that Ophir 
could more than double its ex­ 
penditure 
per pupil 
while 
reducing its tax rate. But if Vista 
Del Mar wanted to continue to 
spend more than $1,000 per 
pupil, it would have to levy a 
local tax to make up the excess 
above $767. 


THE PLAN IS NOT likely to 
fail in the legislature because of 
the cries from the wealthy 
districts who see Robin Hood 
disguised as the sheriff of 
Nottingham, however. 
If it fails, it likely will be 
because of opposition from the 
governor’s office. 
This is because the $3.75 
statewide tax rate would not 
completely fund it. In addition, it 
would require $400 million more 
from the state general fund for 
next year than 
the schools 
received from that source this 
year. And Gov. Ronald Reagan 
has come out flatly against any 
increase in state taxes. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - U . 
S. District Judge Alfonso J. 
Zirpoli said yesterday he would 
not —- for the present — enter 
an order cutting off all federal 
welfare funds immediately to 
the state of California. 
Zirpoli said he felt himself 
“bound by the scope” of a stay 
issued by the U. S. District 
Court of Appeals, although he 
said he did not agree that the 
Court of Appeals had ruled on 
the issues he had asked it to 
decide. 
/ 
Zirpoli last year ruled that 
California was in violation of 
the law for failing to adjust 
welfare benefits for fam ilies 
receiving 
aid 
to 
dependent 
children for increases in the 
cost of living. 
He issued an order cutting off 


millions of dollars in federal 
welfare funds if the state did 
not do so within 60 days. 
The state appealed the ruling 
to the Circuit Court, estimating 
the Ziqioli decision could add 
up to $3.1 billion “to the tax 
burden of California citizens.” 
The state called the federal 
requirements “a bureaucratic 
ritual”. Negotiations between 
the state and the Department 
of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare have been carried on 
since. 
Zirpoli 
noted 
that 
in 
his 
decision 
last 
year 
he 
had 
rejected state requests for a 
stay, 
but 
“recognizing 
that 
there was substantial ground 
for 
differences

respecting the correctness of

crease...certified this question 
for immediate appeal...” 
Zirpoli 
said 
he 
did 
so 
believing 
the 
Circuit 
Court 
would rule only on whether the 
federal funds cutoff he ordered

not 
whether it should have been 
ordered, a point on which he 
felt there was no ground “for 
differences of opinion.” 
He said the Circuit Court’s 
Dec. 18, 1970, o r d e r , which 
stayed the entire matter, was a 
“ procedural trap” he fell into 
because the state, in arguing 
the appeal, attacked not the 
timing of a Cutoff in federal 
funds, but his authority to order 
one. 
“As indicated earlier, there is 
no question about this court’s 
authority and power to enjoin 
the receipt of federal funds and 
this question should not be the 
subject of a certification, a stay 
or an interlocutory appeal,” he 
said. 


“Nonetheless, this court feels 
bound by the scope of the stay 
order issued by the Court of 
Appeals.” 
Zirpoli warned, however, that 
if the parties try to modify the 
Appeals Court stay or take it to 
the U. S. Supreme Court, he 
will “enter an order enjoining 
forthwith in some manner the 
continued illegal expenditure of 
federal funds by the state of 
California.” 
He 
accused 
California 
of 
“flagrant disregard” of the U. 
S. Supreme Court, the Califor­ 
nia Supreme Court, the Depart­ 
ment of Health Education and 
Welfare, and Congress. 
All these bodies, he said, over 
the last 18 months have told 
California directly or indirectly 
“that it is not in compliance 
with federal law...yet...the state 
has 
refused 
to 
take 
any 
meaningful corrective action, 
while at the same time it 
continues 
to accept federal 
monies.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Nixon Administration today 
strongly opposed any type of 
“forgiveness” legislation that

Seattle to assess the consumer 
impact of the divestiture order 
in the 14-year old case. 
Chairman Warren D. Magnu- 
son, D-Wash., said government 
and business leaders from the 
Northwest had pleaded with 
him to introduce 
legislation 
nullifying the order on grounds 
it would lead to economic chaos 
and an engergy supply crisis in 
the Northwest. 


The 
Supreme 
Court 
four 
times has ordered divestiture 
by El Paso of Pacific North­ 
west, a pipeline company it 
acquired. 
The 
court’s 
most 
recent order remanded the case 
to a Federal Court in Denver to 
work out details. 
McLaren said 
the 
Justice 
Department “strongly opposes 
the enactment of legislation 
which would relieve El Paso of 
the 
obligation 
of 
divesting 
properties acquired from Paci­ 
fic Northwest and remedying 
the 
injury 
to 
competition 
resulting from the merger. 
He 
said 
the 
department’s 
proposed plan would require the 
setting up of a new company to 
receive the divested assets of 
the pipeline company it ac­ 
quired. 
El Paso delivered $578 million 
worth of gas to local distribu­ 
tors across the West last year, 
about $122 million of it through 
the 
pipeline 
acquired 
from 
Pacific Northwest. 
“We believe that this would 
be the most effective way to 
put (the) new company in a 
position where it could compete 
for new increments of demand 
in the California market,” he 
said.

Are You A Versatile Cook 
Using Fresh Asparagus? 


There is nothing that com­ 
pares to the distinct flavor of 
asparagus. No other vegetable 
resembles it in shape or flavor. 
To most, asparagus means 
elegance, served on special oc­ 
casions. As to flavor, adults 
love it and children barely tole­ 
rate it. 
The m arket is supplied by the 
Salinas Valley and Sacramento 
Delta into late June. 
After the asparagus stalks 
are severed from the crown of 
the plant manually, the cut- 
stalks are b r o u g h t into the 
packing house. Here an assem­ 
bly line of workers sort the 
asparagus by the diam eter of 
the stalks. The sizing terms 
are: 
jumbo, large, standard 
and small. Each respective size 
is placed into a crate. “ Jum bo” 
is almost an inch in diam eter 
and the size graduates down­ 
ward so that small is about a 
quarter of an inch. The pencil 
slim stalks in the retail m ar­ 
kets are called “extra fancy” 
and “fancy.” Large asparagus 
is higher priced than the small 
size. Which size has the best 
flavor is a personal preference. 
Western asparagus comes all 
but ready to pop into the boiling 
water. It is washed during the 
chilling process at the packing 
house so there is virtually no 
grit. Just bend the stalk to snap 
off the tough portion. Leave it 
whole or cut into d i a g o n a l 
slices. 
Buy asparagus that is cold 
and with the butt end moist. 
Keep the stalks cold and moist 
until ready to cook. “Standard­ 
sized s t a l k s run about 15-16 
stalks to the pound and would 
serve three generously 
Asparagus is low calorie. One 


cup of cooked fresh aspragus is 
35 calories with a fair source of 
Vitamins A and C. 
One of the quickest ways to 
cook asparagus is to put two 
cups of water, Vz teaspoon of 
salt in an electric frypan or 
regular skillet. Bring the water 
to a boil. Fill the bottom with a 
layer of asparagus. Put the lid 
on and cook over medium heat. 
Check for tenderness in about 
four minutes, but it may take a 
couple more minutes. 
Most western asparagus will 
be tender crisp with green color 
and delicious flavor within five 
minutes. There is no set time 
because each batch of aspara­ 
gus will v a r y . Also try the 
quick-fry method for cooking 
asparagus called Fresh Aspara­ 
gus Cantonese in the recipes. 
The garlic can be left out and a 
tablespoon of sherry or soy 
sauce added just before remov­ 
ing from heat.

He recruits and trains driv­ 
ers, maintains the vehicles, 
handles reports and corres­ 
pondence with agencies, pa­ 
tients and doctors, prepares the 
agenda and minutes for steer­ 
ing committee meetings, and 
sometimes fills in as a driver.

WASHINGTON - Consumerism is having 
an effect on the cosmetic i n d u s t r y . It is 
racing to make voluntary improvements be­ 
fore public demands for them become ex­ 
pressed in new restrictive laws.. 
The principal industry organization, the 
Cosmetic, Toiletry and Fragrance Association 
has formally asked the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration to set up two procedures under 
its authority to police cosmetic products. 
One would require producers 
of such items to register with 
the agency in Washington. The 
other would require producers 
to supply the agency with lists 
of ingredients for each product 
sold to the public. 
The only catch is that the 
latter information 
would 
be 
kept confidential and would be 
used only by government offi­ 
cials. Presumably, the govern­ 
ment could then issue warnings 
and take action on the basis of 
the information, but the lists 
could not be released to the 
public. 
This may not s o u n d like 
much of a step forward in view 
of the increasing need of the 
public for information that re­ 
lates to personal allergies. But 
it is a major breakthrough for 
an industry that sells beauty, 
miracles, the “natural look” 
and other promises with mys­ 
terious, secret formulas. 
Critics of the industry, includ­ 
ing some females, insist that 
disclosure of actual ingredients 
would reveal that many expen­ 
sive 
products 
contain 
little 
more than cheap emulsifiers, 
waxes and perfumes. 
Others say that most buyers 
don’t really want to know what 
lies underneath the pretty, nice­ 
smelling substances as long as 
there is no danger of getting an 
allergic reaction from them. 


chance of being sued for inju­ 
ries. 
Few buyers realize that the 
government does not have pow­ 
er to require such testing and 
can take action against a cos­ 
metic product only after it has 
compiled evidence of personal 
injury. 
Although injuries are a ser­ 
ious matter — hair dyes have 
been the most dangerous — the 
proportion of injuries to total 
sales is extremely small. So the 
issue has not received much 
publicity. 


Apparently, the industry has 
decided that the best way to 
fend off perennial attempts to 
require pre-market testing for 
safety and demands for disclo­ 
sure of ingredients on labels is 
to move ahead in other ways. 
Its recent petitions were ap­ 
proved by Association directors 
after many discussions with 
members over a long period of 
time. 
The Association is also trying 
to get industry approval for a 
set of voluntary guidelines to. 
assure product quality through 
adherence to certain manufac­ 
turing practices. Keeping prod­ 
ucts free from b a c t e r i a l 
contamination has been a con­ 
stant problem, especially for 
skin lotions. 
The chief crusader for more 
control over cosmetics is Rep. 
Leonore Sullivan (D-Mo.), the 
author of bills in each Congress 
for pretesting products for safe­ 
ty. 


For many years, the industry 
has successfully resisted efforts 
to require cosmetics to be test­ 
ed for safety before they can be 
sold publicly. Most manufactur­ 
ers already do test for their

The Novato Flood Control 
.Zone Advisory Board has adopt­ 
ed a $407,000 budget for 1971-72, 
most of it earmarked for im­ 
provements 
along 
Novato 
Creek. 
Charles E. Murphy, Marin 
County flood control engineer, 
estimated the budget approved 
by directors Monday night will 
carry a tax rate of 23 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation, up 3.5 
cents from the current rate. 
The budget is $103,800 higher 
than the current budget, but 
there is $234,000 in carryover 
funds, leaving $172,900 to be 
raised by taxes, Murphy report­ 
ed. 
Directors decided that $325,- 
000 should be designated as 
“ Novato Creek 
Project Re­ 
serve” for any needed creek 
improvements. 
The Army Corps of Engineers 
is working on a plan to cover 
both N o v a t o and Warner 
creeks. 


Murphy said the corps’ pro­ 
ject calls for improving Novato1 
Creek to Highway 37, but prov­ 
ides only for dredging beyond 
that point. 


Directors supported interim 
z o n i n g in the lower Novato 
Creek area, so development can 
be controlled to avoid problems 
in future creek work, Murphy 
said.

Before a 1968 Senate subcom­ 
mittee he was charged by wit­ 
nesses as having allowed the 
Blackstone Rangers — now 
known as the P. Stone Nation — 
to store arms in his church. 
Governing bodies of the Pres­ 


bytery of Chicago and First 
Church labeled the charges un- 
f o u n d e d along with others 
claiming Fry condoned drug 
parties and encouraged extor­ 
tion. 
“ He is a brilliant man and a 
popular teacher,” said Dr. Ar­ 
nold B. Come, seminary presi­ 
dent, and a friend of Fry. Come 
said the seminary received a 
grant for Fry1 to teach there 
from the Board of National 
Missions of the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A.

Envisages Hike 
In Air Fares 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -Air­ 
line passengers would foot the 
bill for a five-year program to 
reduce 
jet 
aircraft 
noise 
proposed Monday by Sen. Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif. 
The Senator said the legisla­ 
tion could result in at least a 50 
per cent reduction in noise 
which unnecessarily plagues up 
to 10 million people. 
The Cranston bill would 
require noise suppression equip­ 
ment to be installed in some 
2,000 commercial jets by the 
end of 1974. 
The legislation would author­ 
ize $1 billion in federal loan 
guarantees to help airlines 
finance the program and a 11-2 
per cent fare increase to enable 
them to repay the loans. 
In addition, the bill would 
authorize a $35 million research 
program to develop noise 
dampers for jet engines.

Ninety-four per cent of the 
felony crimes disposed of last 
year in Marin Superior Court 
ended with convictions, the third 
highest rate in the state, ac­ 
cording

released.

The Adolph Coors Co., which 
has been buying back aluminum 
cans in Marin for 13 months, 
announced it collected 2.4 
million pounds of cans in 11 
western states in the first three 
months of this year. 
Coors’ purchaser in San 
Rafael, 
Golden 
Gate 
; Distributing Co., 1942 Fourth 
Street, takes all aluminum cans, 
regardless of manufacturer, 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Mondays 
and Fridays. 
Since it began its cash for cans 
program last year, Coors 
reported, it has bought back 
almost 200 million cans and paid 
out $865,231. 
The program is not restricted 
to Coors cans. Coors pays 10 
cents a pound — about 23 cans — 
for the returned cans and an­ 
nounced in February that all of 
the company’s beer bottles are 
returnable for one cent each. 


Pleads Innocent To

Robert J. Rector, 36, of Sar 
Francisco has pleaded innocent 
in Southern Sonoma Municipal 
Court to a charge of assault 
with intent to commit murder. 
Judge Alexander J. McMahon 
said a preliminary hearing 
would be held tomorrow at 9 
a.m. Rector was arrested April 
11 after Icalee Fears, 34, of 217 
Petaluma Boulevard South, Pe­ 
taluma, said he stabbed her in 
the abdomen during a quarrel.

Marin Asst. Dist. Atty Gary W. 
Thomas said that the statistics 
showed that only Ventura (97.2 
per cent) and Kern (96.6) per 
cent surpassed Marin in con­ 
viction rates in 1970. 
Out of a total of 311 defendants 
in Marin Superior Court whose 
cases were concluded last year, 
293 were found guilty either 
through their own pleas or after 
a trial. 
By far the greatest number, 
260 pleaded guilty at some point 
in their court proceedings. 
The 18 cases which ended in 
dismissal included only seven in 
which the defendants were 
actually acquitted. The other 11 
were dismissed either on a 
motion by the district attorney, 
for lack of evidence, transfer of 
the case to juvenile court or in 
three 
cases, because 
the 
defendants had died. 
(The figures do not reflect 
felony cases dismissed at the 
municipal court level.) 
Only two homicide cases were 
handled last year in superior 
court, and both defendants went 
to state prison. 


and those who didn’t. 
One youth was sentenced to 
the California Youth Authority, 
but no one went to state prison 
last year from Marin for a 
marijuana conviction. 


For the 66 persons convicted of 
burglary a jail sentence was the 
most common penalty. Six 
burglars were sent to state 
prison, however, and four were 
committed to the California 
Rehabilitation Center for drug 
addiction treatment. 


Marijuana accounted for 86 
cases, in which 75 of the 
defendants pleaded guilty, six 
cases were dismissed and one 
person was acquitted. Of those 
convicted for marijuana of­ 
fenses, there was an even split 
(39) of those who did jail time 


In addition to the marijuana 
cases, there were 35 felony cases 
involving opiates, dangerous 
drugs and other drug offenses. 
All ended with convictions. 
The racial breakdown of the 
293 persons convicted of felonies 
included 251 Caucasians, 30 
Negroes, 9 Mexican-Americans 
and one other race, which was 
not specified. 
No breakdown as to sex was 
available. 
The time defendants waited 
for their cases to be disposed of 
ranged from less than a month 
for 25 persons to more than two 
years for one defendant charged 
with a marijuana offense. 
About two-thirds of the 
defendants, however, were 
sentenced within three months 
to one year after they were 
charged in superior court. 
In addition to the 38 persons 
sent to prison last year, five 
youths were sent to CYA from 
superior court. Robbery was the 
crime accounting for the most 
prison sentences, with seven 
persons sentenced to prison. 
Six were sent to prison for 
burglary convictions. 
A total of 214 defendants 
received probation/ with jail 
terms included for 135 of these. 
An 
additional 
25 persons 
received jail sentences without 
being placed on probation. 
Seventy-nine persons were 
placed on probation without 
getting jail sentences. 
A total of seven persons were 
committed last year for drug 
addiction and two defendants 
were turned over to state mental 
hospitals. 
Marin had cases involving all 
the types of crimes listed by the 
justice department ranging 
from assaults and other crimes 
of violence through such of­ 
fenses as forgery except for one 
category - no one was charged- 
with bookmaking in Marin last 
year.

Hank Aaron,’ the superstar 
baseball 
takes for granted, 
doesn’t feel any pressure on the 
threshold of becoming the third 
man ever to hit 600 homers. 
He’s too busy thinking about 
becoming the first man to hit 
715. 
“ I’m a long way from it right 
now but I think I’rn better than 
even money to hit 715,’’ Aaron 
said Tuesday night after his 
sixth homer of the season — 
and 598th of his career — gave 
the Atlanta Braves a 2-0 victory 
over the Pittsburgh Pirates. 
Only Babe Ruth at 714 and 
Willie Mays, who has five this 
year and 633 in his career, are 
ahead of him. 
The so-called 600 “ barrier” — 
which was difficult for Mays to 
reach in 1969 when he hit only 
13 all year — doesn’t seem to 
bother Aaron. “ I don’t think 
going for No. 600 adds any pres­ 
sure,” he said. 
The incredible thing about 
Aaron’s career is that despite 
his splendid play, he has sel­ 
dom captured the imagination 
of the fans. They just take his 
excellence for granted without 
getting excited about it. Aaron 
also has had the disadvantage 
of not playing in a world series 
since 1958 and he’s also spent 
his entire career in two cities — 
Milwaukee and Atlanta — far 
from the communication cen­ 
ters like New York and Los 
Angeles. 


Aaron homered in the first 
i n n i n g off Bob Moose after 
Ralph Garr beat out an infield 
hit to produce the only two runs 
of the game and support Phil 
Niekro’s six-hit pitching.

Time For Spring 
Chores Once Again 


Spring boating chores in this day and age of 
fiber glass and aluminum boats, are a far cry 
from the old days of wooden boats when there 
was a lot of scraping, sanding and painting. 


However, there are still quite 
a few fitting-out techniques dat­ 
ing back to the wooden boats 
that can still be applied to mod­ 
ern plastic or metal runabouts. 
For example, when a deck cleat 
or some other kind of fitting 
w'orks loose, don't just screw it 
back'on, but refasten it with a 
nut and bolt that goes r i g h t 
through. Use a hardwood back­ 
ing olock on the inside. The 
fitting will probably never work 
loose again. 
But it's still possible that you 
may have some sanding to do. 
For instance on mahogany trim 
or interior woodwork, and if 
you use a mechanical device 
make sure it is a belt sanaer 
rather than an orbital, oscillat 


Q. If I fiber glass the blade of 
an oar, must I carry the cov­ 
ering all the way up to the 
handle!

Even in 1970 when economic 
conditions were generally unfa­ 
vorable for corporate profitabil­ 
ity, American Home turned in a 
9.8 per cent gain in per share 
income on an 8.5 per cent rise 
in net sales. 
If you wish to increase your 
position in this stock, I would 
by all means take advantage of 
the option you mentioned - at

SAN FRANCISCO (BW) - 
American 
Building 
Mainte­ 
nance Industries has announced 
a revised first quarter sales 
and earnings report which re­ 
mains the highest for any first 
quarter in the company’s histo­ 
ry. 


Consolidated revenues for the 
first three months of fiscal 1971 
were $20,008,358, an increase of 
9 per cent from the $18,373,776 
reported for the same period a 
year ago. 


OAKLAND (BW) - Banker 
Fortney H. Stark Jr. has 
suggested enacting a felony 
pollution law — with penalties up 
to five years in prison —for use 
against top corporate officers 
whose 
industries 
cause 
pollution. 
“Throw a few chairmen of the 
board in jail for polluting the air 
and water, and you’ll see 
pollution 
disappear 
quite 
rapidly,” Stark said. 
“ You’d also probably see 
some pretty drastic prison 
reforms.” 
Stark, president of Security 
National Bank, delivered the 
luncheon speech at the 20th 
annual educational symposium 
of the California Environmental 
HealtlrtAssociation. 
He singled out General Motors 
Chairman James M. Roche as 
an example of an industrialist 
who “ totally misunderstands 
what is happening in America 
today. 
“In a recent article in U. S. 
News & World Report, Mr. 
Roche tries to convince us that 
• ‘corporate responsibility’ is a 
catchword of enemies of free 
enterprise, and that American 
business is already fulfilling its 
responsibilities by providing 
jobs and making money for its 
shareholders. 
“After reading the article, I 
had the distinct impression that 
Mr. Roche doesn’t feel that 
eliminating auto pollution is one 
of General Motors’ respon­ 
sibilities because it would cost 
too much.” 
Stark said most corporations 
are so profit-structured that they 
fail to see the wisdom of spen­ 
ding money to clean themselves 
up. 
“ People like Mr. Roche say, ‘I 
won’t change unless everylxjdy 
does, because I ’ll lose money.’ 
This is a man who made $795,000 
in 1969, or $379 an hour and 
controls a budget of $24 billion a 
year, an annual budget larger 
than any state in the nation and 
every country in the world ex­ 
cept the U. S. and Russia. 
“ Yet with all this power, GM 
does incredibly little to solve the 
pollution problems it creates.” 
Stark 
said 
corporations 
working cooperatively could halt 


pollution in a surprisingly short 
time if they wanted to. 
“The corporations of America 
have tremendous power and 
know-how, and when high 
corporate executives say their 
hands are tied because of their 
responsibility 
to 
their 
shareholders, they’re not telling 
the truth.” 
He said, “Top corporate of­ 
ficers consider themselves the 
ultimate of good citizens in 
private life, but as long as their 
companies continue to poison the 
environment, they would just as 
well be classified as criminals. 
“ Pollution is a lawless act, an 
act of violence against our 
natural resources. Up until 
recently, this violence has been 
countenanced by public opinion, 
just as other lawless acts in our 
history, such as killing Indians, 
have been socially acceptable. 
“ The reckless destruction of 
our environment can no longer 
be tolerated by large segments 
of our society, so we start 
looking for ways to prevent it, 
and we are confronted by 
seem ingly im pregnable, 
depersonalized institutions. 
“ If it’s a crime to pollute, 
whom do we charge? Maybe we 
should charge those in com­ 
mand. They’re responsible for it. 
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“Felony pollution. That would 
be an interesting sort of charge, 
especially with penalties up to 
five years in prison.” 


Stark noted that “in 99 per 
cent of the cases, business is the 
negative force in defeating 
ecology laws through lobbying 
and public relations activities. 
Its role has been to protect itself 
from laws that might cause 
expense or siphon public money 
into other endeavors such as 
rapid transit. 
“ Business lobbyists have 
retarded 
new, 
creative 
legislation 
by 
their 
un­ 
willingness to accept new ideas. 
This self-serving approach will 
eventually be self-defeating. 
“ If the public gets aroused — 
which it Is — there’s no way that 
corporate lobbyists can win the 
war, regardless of how many 
dollars they spread among 
legislators, because in the end 
it’s the people who elect or 
defeat the legislators, and the 
people are getting angry. When 
they get mad enough, the 
legislators will listen to them 
instead of the lobbyists.”

Xity traffic engineers have

Golden Gate Bridge. 
The National Transportation 
Safety Board said in a special 
report that the mingling of | 
crosstown and bridge traffic on 
the drive was a hazard. It said j 
such a traffic flow could have 
been the cause of an auto 
collision last July that killed ten 
persons. 
The report urged that only 
motorists crossing the bridge 
be allowed to use the approach. 
Norman Bray, a city traffic i 
engineer, said Tuesday the only 
alternative would be to divert 
downtown traffic into already 
overcrowded city streets. 
Assistant planning director 
Ed Murphy said the barring of 
downtown traffic was “pretty 
drastic.” 
“ If the federal board says 
there are alternative routes for 
the crosstown traffic, I wish 
they’d tell us where they are,” 
he said.

STARS ABOVE 


Berenice's Hair 
Is Hard To Find 


BY SHERMAN WALKER 


Berenice’s Hair (Coma Beren­ 
ices) is a constellation that was 
known to the ancients but is so 
dim that its beauty can only be 
appreciated 
when 
viewed 
through binoculars or low-pow- 
er telescope. 
At 
lectures, 
it 
is always 
a m u s i n g to show someone 
where to point the binoculars, 
then hear their exclamation of 
surprise and delight when they 
catch sight of this constellation. 
It is a smoky’ or hazy place in 
the sky, roughly about the size 
of the bowl of the Big Dipper. 
To find Berenice’s Hair, face 
southward and look at the re­ 
gion of the sky that is four- 
fifths of the distance up from 
the southern horizon to over­ 
head. 
Some 25 or 30 of these stars 
can be counted when viewed 


through fairly good binoculars. 
When seen through a large tele­ 
scope, this small space in the 
sky contains hundreds of nebu­ 
lae and other objects of great 
interest to the professional as­ 
tronomer. 


It is remarkable that a star 
group such as this would be 
known and named by the an- 
c i e n t s , 
but these people 
watched the stars more than we 
modems and without the inter­ 
ference of electric lights. 


“When 
Shepherd 
Watched 
Their Hocks by Night,” they 
were in the darkness for long 
period and their eyes were well 
adjusted to the conditions; be­ 
sides, they had to look at some- 
t h i n g and the stars were a 
handy subject for observation 
and discussion. 


Challenge To Laws 
On Abortion Killed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Court, by a 5-4 vote, 
upheld today the D istrict of 
Columbia’s abortion statute 
against a challenge that it was 
unconstitutionally vague. 
The 
challenged 
language- 
similar to that in laws of many 
states—says that an abortion is 
legally 
permissible 
only 
if 
“necessary for the preservation 
of the mother’s life or health.” 
In an array of six opinions 
expressing a variety of views, 
the Court emphasized that the 
vagueness issue was the only 
one considered. 
The reason for confining the 
ruling within narrow bounds 
was that Federal Judge Ger- 
••hard A. Gesell relied on the 
vagueness rationale when dis­ 
missing the indictment of Dr. 
Milan 
Vuitch, 
a 
Yugoslav 
immigrant 
who 
has 
been 
crusading 
for 
more 
liberal 
abortion policies. 
Challenges of abortion sta ­ 
tutes in several states are on 
the Court’s docket. 
The 
majority 
opinion 
by 
Justice Hugo L. Black, reversed 
Gesell’s ruling that the law was 
too vague. 
Black said Vuitch’s attorney 
had suggested other reasons 
why Gesell"s action should be 
affirmed—for instance, that the 
law was an invasion of privacy. 
But Black said while there 
were some references to such 
claims in Gesell’s opinion, the 
Supreme Court viewed it as 
holding simply that the statute 
was void for vagueness. 
Joining 
Black 
were 
Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and 
Justices John M. Harlan, Byron 
■ R. 
White 
and 
Harry 
A. 
Blackmun. 
Black 
pointed 
out 
in 
his 
discussion 
of 
the 
vagueness 
issue 
that 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia statute—enacted in 
1901—did not outlaw all abor­ 


tions, only those not performed 
under 
the 
direction 
of a 
competent, licensed physician, 
and 
those not necessary to 
preserve the mother’s life or 
health. 
Gesell 
held 
that the 
law 
placed on a defendant doctor 
the burden of proving that he 
made the right medical judg­ 
ment. 
Black took the opposite view. 
He said the law placed the 
burden on the prosecution to 
“plead 
and 
prove that 
an 
abortion was not ’necessary for 
the preservation of the moth­ 
e r’s life or health’.” 
“ Placing such a burden of 
proof on 
a doctor would be 
peculiarly 
inconsistent 
with 
society’s notions of the respon­ 
sibilities of the medical profes­ 
sion,” Black’s opinion said. 


It 
was 
also 
argued 
that 
“health” was imprecise, since 
the 
law 
did 
not indicate 
whether it 
included 
varying 
degrees of mental as well as 
physical health. 
Black said other lower courts 
had construed the law to permit 
abortions “ for m ental health 
reasons whether or not the 
patients had a previous history 
of mental defects.” 


“We see no reason why this 
interpretation of the statute 
should not be followed,” he 
said. “Certainly this construc­ 
tion accords with the general 
usage and modem understand­ 
ing of the word health,’ which 
includes psychological as well 
as physical well-being.” 
Justice William O. Douglas 
dissented as to the constitution­ 
ality of the law. Justice Potter 
Stewart expressed doubts but 
said 
if 
the 
statute 
were 
construed to remove all crimin­ 
al 
liability from a licensed 
physician, it would pass muster 
in his view. 


San Franciscan Loses 
Appeal On Draft Status 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Court today upheld 
selective 
service 
regulations 
which prohibit a draftee from 
making a conscientious objector 
claim betw’een the time his 
induction notice is mailed and 
the date he is ordered for 
induction. 
The Court, by a vote of 6 to 
3, affirmed the conviction of 
William Ward Ehlert in San 
Francisco who was sentenced 
to two years in jail for failing 
to submit to induction. 
Ehlert. contended 
that 
his 
draft board should have reo­ 
pened his case when he made 
up 
his 
mind 
he 
was 
a 
conscientious objector afte r 
receiving his induction notice. 
In a majority opinion, Justice 
Potter Stewart noted that the 
general counselor of the Army 
had assured the Justice Depart­ 
ment that such claims could be 
raised after a draftee was in­ 
ducted. 
“We are assured,” Stewart 
said, “that 
present practice 
allows 
presentation of 
such 
^claims, and that there thus 
exists no possibility that late 
crystallizers will find them­ 
selves without a forum in which 
to press their claims.” 


Justices William 0. Douglas, 
William J. Brennan J r. and 
Thurgood Marshall dissented. 


Douglas 
commented: 
“the 
stories of sudden conversion 
are legion in religious history. 
And there is no reason why the 
selective service boards should 
not recognize them, deal with 
them, and if sincere, act on 
them even though they come 
after notice of induction has 
been received.” 


Selective service regulations 
state that a registrant’s classi­ 
fication may not be reopened 
after the induction notice has 
been mailed unless a change in 
circumstances 
occurs 
“over 
which the reg istran t has no 
control.” 


Ehlert WTote his draft board 
that he had been “unable to 
make 
a 
decision 
of 
such 
moment until faced with the 
absolute necessity to do so.” 


The government said that to 
reopen the classification of a 
man ordered to military service 
would require his removal from 
that month’s draft call and 
unfairly 
expedite 
the 
call 
of another man.

Survey Shows Younger Persons 
Favor Some Population Controls 


As the concern about overpopulation grows, 
many young married couples are planning for 
the future. A survey conducted among 1,059 
students and faculty at Cornell University 
revealed that 84 per cent believed that family 
size should be limited. Of these, 26 per cent 
wanted three or more children, 39 per cent 
were willing to settle for three. Thirty per 
cent favored two children and only 5 per cent 
one or none. Their religious persuasion was 
not mentioned but 50 per cent favored the 
“Pill” over all other contracep­ 
tive technics to space children 
and to limit family size. Volun­ 
tary sterilization (either of man 
or woman) was considered un­ 
desirable. 
It was here that 
many old m y t h s and fears 
about sterilization were noted. 
Considering the intellectual lev­ 
el of those surveyed, this was 
unusual. 
ABORTIONS WERE consi­ 
dered to be as undesirable as 
voluntary 
sterilization. 
The 
survey was done two years ago 
and we wonder if the respon­ 
dents have changed their minds 
since many states have legal­ 
ized abortion. 
The early Greeks and Chris­ 
tians considered 
abortion 
a 
crime if it was done after the 
pregnant woman felt life. The 
latter refers to the first move­ 
ments of the fetus, appearing 
from the 16th to the 18th week 
of 
pregnancy. 
Stricter laws 
abolishing 
abortions 
were 
passed 100 years ago in this 
country. In 1869 Pope Pius XI 
declared all abortions to be an 
ex communicatory sin. 
BUT SINCE THEN the worm 
has turned, because of appeals 
and court actions. Among the 
decisions is a woman’s right of 
privacy in matters of sex, in- 
e l u d i n g the right to decide 
whether or not she will bear 
children. Apparently this is a 
woman’s privilege. At any rate, 
many states now have laws lib­ 
eralizing 
abortion 
and 
New 
York has abortion on demand.

Eighty-five is too high as it 
may indicate lack of thyroid or 
anemia. Most of us enjoy a 
temperature of between 72 and 
75 but exceptions occur. In­ 
crease the indoor humidity and 
your husband may feel more 
comfortable at a lower temper­ 
ature. Knit him a nice heavy 
sweater and have it ready at 
the door when he comes home. 
TRAVEL AFTER D & C 
G. B. writes: Please explain 
what a D & C operation is and 
does it require an anesthetic? 
Assuming it is done in a hospi­ 
tal, how many days must one 
be there and could the person 
take an auto trip of 600 miles 
directly upon release? 
REPLY 
D & C refers to dilatarion and 
curettage of the uterus. An 
anesthetic is given and the wom­ 
an usually is released from the 
hospital after 24 hours. Whether 
or not a 600-mile trip is advisa­ 
ble depends upon why the D & 
C was performed and the re­ 
sults of the procedure.

D. E. V. w r i t e s : For two 
months my vocal cords have 
been weak. Is there any way 
they can be strengthened?

Yes. Try listening instead of 
speaking.

Voters In Oakland 
Return Incumbents 


OAKLAND, 
Calif. 
( UPI)— 
Incumbent 
city 
councilmen 
staved off an election challenge 
Tuesday from a racially-mixed 
coalition which had hoped to 
repeat the 
victory 
won 
by 
radical challengers in neighbor­ 
ing Berkeley. 
Four of five officeholders won 
re-election and the fifth led an 
at-large field of eight, but faces 
a runoff May 18 against the 
only survivor from the “Oak­ 
land Coalition.” 
The vigorous cam paign by 
the coalition of minority and 
civic group candidates produced 
the 
biggest 
turnout 
for 
an 
Oakland municipal election in 
two decades. 
Their candidates 
— 
three 
blacks, a Chinese, a Hawaiian 
and a Caucasian—insisted they 
weren’t radicals. They advocat­ 
ed changes in the city’s “status 
quo” and charged the incum­ 
bents with being unresponsive 
to the black community, which 
makes up 40 per cent of the 
population. 
The winners campaigned on 
their records of “orderly gains” 
in housing, redevelopment and 
employment in this industrial 
and port city of 386,000 across 
the bay from San Francisco. 
Councilman Fred Maggiora, a 
21-year veteran, led the victors 
with a 2-1 margin over his 
coalition opponent.

Ex-Hollywood Writer 
'Loved Every Cliche'

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - The 
season’s best television drama, 
“Poet Game,” recently shown 
on the non-commercial network, 
was written by Anthony Terpil- 
off, a former Hollywood writer 
now living in Wales. The play 
concerned a hard-drinking, mid- 
dleaged Irish poet trying to 
straighten out his personal life 
while on an American lecture 
tour. 
Through the “Hollywood Tele­ 
vision Theatre,” which pro­ 
duced 
his 
play, 
I 
asked 
Terpiloff if he would care to 
send along some recollections 
of 
his 
time 
in 
Hollywood. 
Following is part of the reply 
he cabled: 
“I was old enough to know 
what I was doing when I came 
to Hollywood. I had command 
of the cliche about disillusion­ 
ment and cynicism. My idea 
was to make the most of it and 
be 
only 
as 
cynical 
and 
disillusioned as I had to be. 
Like a soldier going into battle 
convinced that everyone else 
can be killed but himself, wri­ 
ters go to Hollywood saying ‘I’ll 
take the money and run — God 
is on my s i d e and also my 
talent.’ 
“I went because I was sent 
for, paid for and loved every 
cliche of it. You can’t cry rape 
when you know what’s going to 
happen. My greatest complaint 
was that it didn’t happen often 
enough. Some good fairy kept 
me from it. Hollywood’s not a 
harem. Nobody forces you to 
stay. In fact, it’s hard to stay 
there and make money. A good 
half of professional writers 
earn nothing in given years. 
Another great percentage get 
by on handouts for story ideas 
which 
are 
given 
to 
other 
writers or abandoned. 
“I jumped into Hollywood 
enthusiastically and got unex­ 
pected benefits and unexpected 
damages: You know, brain, 
liver, s t o m a c h , morale. I 
f o u n d love, if not fame and 
f o r t u n e . I wanted to be 
used. I told my agent to find

“Seven years ago I was asked 
to come to Hollywood.

Somehow I knew when I could 
stand it no longer I’d make my 
way out just as I’d made my 
way there in the first place.

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Paris A Latecomer 
To Pornography 


PARIS (UPI) —“Gay Paree” 
is not as risque as foreigners 
might think. 
Paris belatedly is catching up 
with the wave of pornography 
and open sexuality that has 
swept late 20th Century society 
in other nations. But France’s 
“sex revolution” is quiet and 
small compared to those of 
other countries. 
“ Sex shops” began to sell 
books and erotic objects a year 
ago but police 
raids have 
whittled the number of esta­ 
blishments to 30, and these are 
carefully regulated by guar­ 
dians from the Ministry of 
Interior. 
A popular dress shop that 
tried to give away match books 
showing 
the 
American 
girl 
owners unclothed ran into an 
argument with the law for six 
months before the matches 
were approved. Erotic store 
window mannequins have been 
forbidden, magazines banned, 
books 
censored 
and 
both 
French and foreign erotic films 
banned or cut by the censors of 
the Interior Ministry. 
The largest “sex shop” in 
Paris is only a subdued, living 
room-sized place in a high-rent 
area 
behind 
the 
Madeleine 
Church. The shop is miniscule 


compared to the* “sex super­ 
markets” of 
Germany, 
the 
Netherlands, the Scandinavian 
countries and Britain. 
“There are only two more 
conservative European coun­ 
tries than France —Spain and 
the Soviet Union,” observed the 
cashier, Brigitte Tourmetz, who 
with her husband runs the 
“sexashop” plus another in 
Paris and two in Nice and 
Marseille. 


With the “sex revolution” 
influencing culture, Ministry of 
Interior censors have banned so 
many books and films that 
novelist Komain Gary launched 
a movement to end censorship 
in France. In 1957, of 318 
submitted 
films, 
four 
were 
totally rejected, 19 labeled for 
adults only and 13 cut. In 1969, 
of 347 films, 10 were rejected, 
118 forbidden to minors and 56 
cut (of which 30 were foreign 
films).

“Marin’s Factory Service Station”

LONDON — The Tory Gov­ 
ernment of Britain is absolutely 
determined to press ahead with 
its prime minister’s bracing 
command that citizens in these 
isles must learn to stand on 
their own two feet. 
Now ever the sick, the lame, 
and the short-sighted are also 
to be taught the lesson that Ted 
Heath means precisely what he 
says — and that they can no 
longer rely on the comforting 
embrace of the welfare state to 
help them out in their hour of 
need. 
For the so-called “free” Na­ 
tional Health Service (NHS) in 
Britain is to be drastically ov­ 
erhauled by the government. 
People needing medicine will 
no longer get their doctor’s 
prescriptions supplied at the 
present rate — no matter what 
their true costs — of about 30 
cents for each item. Instead, 
the price will rise to almost 
double that figure. New scales 
now being discussed will mean 
that the cost of spectacles from 
NHS opticians will soar by 
more than 200 per cent. 
There is also the likelihood 
that people might be asked to 
pay part of their keep in hospi­ 
tals — now entirely free. 
Naturally, there has been a 
strong outcry from Labor Par­ 
liament members at these pro­ 
posed new charges which strike 
at the whole concept of the all- 
embracing National Health Ser­ 
vice introduced into Britain by 
Aneurin Bevan in the days of 
the Attlee Labor government 
shortly after the last war. 
Certainly the National Health 
Service in the past two decades 
has resulted in a healthier Bri- 
t a i n . For it meant that the 
poorest in the land could usual­ 
ly get the very best medical 
treatment completely free. 
However, the whole NHS con­ 
cept has run into serious diffi- 
c u 11 i e s in recent years. As 
medical science advances, so 
the cost of looking after the 
health of the nation has soared 
astronomically. 
Because 
of 
heavy handed bureaucracy re­ 
sulting from the ^centralization 
of the country’s medical ser­ 
vices and hospitals as well as 
inefficiency by an ever-swelling 
administration, 
the 
NHS 
is 
meeting with increased difficul­ 
ties. 
There are long gueues of peo­ 
ple waiting for operations — 
sometimes 
stretching 
years 
ahead. A very high proportion 
of the doctors produced by Bri­ 
tish medical schools annually 


emigrate to seek better oppor­ 
tunities in North America and 
Australia. This is because of 
the comparatively low wages 
and rigid structure which sup­ 
presses the initiative of young, 
ambitious doctors. 


Indeed if it were not for the 
vast numbers of immigrant 
doctors and nurses from India, 
Pakistan and other Common­ 
wealth countries, many British 
hospitals would simply have to 
close their doors. 
Something like two million 
Britons now belong to private 
health schemes where they pay 
to get prompt treatment when 
they fall ill. They still have to 
pay their normal taxes, but 
they join the private schemes 
as the National Health Service 
meets with increasing prob­ 
lems. 
And although many people 
believe that the NHS is “free”, 
it is not free at all — for they 
have to pay for it through their 
taxes and compulsory weekly 
social security contributions. 
To try and c o p e with the 
runaway costs of the NHS and 
to prevent it from disintegrat­ 
ing, even the Labor Party had 
to introduce some charges on 
prescriptiongs. Now the Tory 
Government is determined to 
follow this policy to its logical 
conclusion. 
Instead of raising overall tax­ 
es to pay for the ever increas­ 
ing demands of the NHS, each 
individual who needs medical 
treatment will be asked to pay 
a higher porportion of its true 
costs. 
Thus the subsidy the healthy 
in society pay to help the sick is 
to be limited. 
Naturally, this idea of heav­ 
ier charges strikes at the very 
roots of the concept of the wel­ 
fare state. And a fearful clash 
will take place when the in­ 
creased charges are to introd­ 
uced. Labor s u p p o r t e r s 
complain bitterly that the To­ 
ries are rubbing the noses of 
the poor into the dirt in order to 
lighten the tax burdens on the 
better-offs. 
This is contrary to the ideal 
of social justice, say Labor 
members. 
The Tories retort that people 
must be taught to look after 
themselves more and not rely 
so heavily on the welfare state 
that dampens down enterprise 
and the natural initiative of 
man. They also point out that 
small children, the elderly, and 
those in real need, will not have 
to pay the higher charges but 
will get increased financial ass­ 
istance when necessary.

Fatter Checks Will 
Mean Shelling Out 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - S o ­ 
cial Security benefits --and the 
payroll taxes which finance 
them —will continue to rise in 
the years ahead. 
That’s not a prediction. It’s a 


statement of what will happen 
as 
a 
result 
of 
legislation 


already enacted by Congress. 
The Social Security checks 


which 26.2 million beneficiaries 
will find in their mailboxes 
June 3 will be exactly 10 per 
cent fatter than the checks the 
same people got in May. 


Later in June, all recipients 
will 
get 
an 
extra 
check, 
covering the amount due them 
as a result of applying the 10 
per cent boost retroactively to 
payments they’ve already re­ 
ceived since Jan . 1, 1971. 
President Nixon, who signed 
the legislation authorizing the 
increase on 
March 
17, 
had 
urged Congress to pay for it by 
increasing the Social Security 
“ wage base” from $7,800 a year 
to $9,000 a year, also making 
that retroactive to last Jan. 1. 
But Congress voted to postpone 
the tax base increase until the 
start of 1972. 
The tax base is important 
both in terms of how much 
payroll 
tax 
you 
and 
your 
employer pay and the size of 
the benefits you’ll collect when 
you retire or are disabled or 
otherwise become eligible for 
Social Security checks. 
This is how it works: 
The government now levies a 
tax of 10.4 per cent —half of 
which is paid by the employer 
and half by the employe —on 
the first $7,800 of each covered 
worker’s total annual wages. 
Income beyond the $7,800 limit 
is exempt from payroll tax — 
and also is ignored in comput­ 
ing the amount of benefits a 
worker eventually will receive. 
This m eans the m axim um 
bite on any individual this year 
will be $405.60. 
Next Jan. 1, the wage base 
will rise to $9,000. The rate will 
remain at its current level of 
5.2 per cent each on employer 
and employe. Because this rate 
will be levied against a larger 
sum, 
the 
maximum 
payroll 
deduction will rise to $468 in 
1972. 
This means anyone earning 
$9,000 or over will pay $63.40 


more in Social Security taxes 
next year. 
Under the recently-enacted 


law, the wage base is scheduled 
to remain at $9,000 indefinitely. 
But the tax rate is scheduled to 
rise to 5.65 per cent in 1973 and 
to 5.85 per cent in 1976. 
Before 
those 
raises 
take 


effect, however, Congress is 
likely 
to 
adopt 
President 


Nixon’s recommendation to peg 
both taxes and benefits to an 
automatic 
escalator 
system. 


Under this system, 
benefits 


would go up when the cost of 
living rises, and taxes would go 
up when the average wage 
rises. The adjustments would 
be made simultaneously every 
two years. 


Thus 
retirem ent 
benefits 
would keep pace with inflation, 
and the elderly would not suffer 
as much as they do now when 
sharp price rises take place 
months before Congress gets 
around 
to 
adjusting 
Social 
Security benefits. 
The pension payable to any 
person upon retirem ent 
is 
related 
to 
the 
amount 
of 
“ covered” wages he received 
during his working career. And 
the amount that can be counted 
as covered wages is the same 
as the wage base in effect at 
that time. Thus persons retiring 
in future years will be able to 
count up to $9,000 of annual 
income as covered wages for 
all years beginning with 1972. 
The maximum benefit paya­ 
ble to a worker retiring this 
year at age 65 will be $213.10 
after counting in the newly- 
authorized 10 per cent increase. 
But, thanks to the increase in 
the wage base, the maximum 
payable to a worker retiring at 
age 65 in 1975 will be $228.80, 
even if Congress authorizes no 
further increases in benefits. 
An increase 
in 
the social 
Security wage base therefore 
means two things for all whose 
wages are above the previous 
base: (1) An immediate boost 
in payroll taxes and (2) higher 
pensions 
upon 
retirem ent. 
You’ll pay more —and even­ 
tually get more for it.

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Truck Hijackers Reap A Huge Harvest In New York

NEW 
YORK 
(U PI)-The 
driver of a big trailer truck 
wheeled his rig through the 
almost .impossibly 
congested 
streets 
of 
New 
York 
City 
recently —one of some 250,000 
similar 
trucks 
that 
move 
precious cargo in, out and 
around the city every day. 
He stopped for a traffic light 
and silently cursed the heavy 
traffic, paying NO mind to the 
auto carrying three men, that 
drew alongside. 
While one man remained at 
the car’s steering wheel, the 
other two men jumped out. One 
went to the passenger side of 
the 
truck 
cab, 
the 
other 
climbed to the driver’s side and 
poked a revolver in his face. 


No words were spoken. They 
didn't need to be. The truck 
driver —call him Tom Smith 
for the purposes of his account 
has been around for a while 
and he knew’ the classic picture. 
He quickly got out of the cab 
and into the back of the car, 
lying on the floor. The man 
with the gun climbed in beside 
him and the car drove off. The 
third man 
drove the 
truck 
away. 
After several hours of aim­ 
lessly driving the car around, 
the gunrnan took Tom’s driver’s 
license and let him out on a 
quiet 
residential 
street, 
un­ 
harmed. 
The gunman and his pal then 
sped 
to 
a 
pre-determined 
“drop” where they knew the 


trailer would be parked. Their 
partner was there. The truck 
was there —and the air was 
blue with curses. 
What, the other two wanted 
to know, was the problem? 
their partner led them around 
to the truck’s rear and gave 
them a look at the cargo. 
It was thousands of bras­ 
sieres —but specially designed 
for women who had undergone 
surgical removal of one breast 
—a cargo totally without value 
to hijackers. They had made a 
classic goof. 
This is one of the few' hijack 
stories New York City Police 
( apt.

division’s safe, loft and burgla­ 
ry squad —with a squad of men 
so small the department keeps 
the exact num ber secret to 
avoid giving “aid and comfort 
to the enemy” —it is his job 
not only to track down truck 
hijackers, but round up safe­ 
crackers and burglary rings, 
which abound in the richest city 
in the nation. 
The 
men 
in 
the 
“heist” 
described were labelled “free­ 
lancers” by Kissane and his 
right-hand 
man, 
Sgt. 
Tom 
Connally. 
Most jobs, Kissane said in an 
interview, are not so amateu­ 
rism 
but 
are 
pulled 
by 
professionals associated direct­ 
ly with the organized under­ 
world —and they almost always 
know 
beforehand 
just what 
truck and what cargo they are 
looking for. 
They 
work 
on 
contract. 
‘Tret’s say,” Capt. Kissane 
said, 
“that the head of 
a 
certain organization needs a 
large supply of cigarettes for 
his various outlets around the 
city —they are running low. 
“A man planted ’inside’ —for 
a fee of about $1,000 —tips 
them off when a fully loaded 
rig is going out with a cargo 
worth $200,000 on the retail 
market. 
“Three professional heisters 
—for a fee ranging from $5,000 
to $10,000, but averaging about 
$7,000 per job —are contacted 
and told when the truck is 
leaving, its route and where it 
is headed. 
“They decide where best to 
hit it and the hijack is made — 
just as in the case of the 
hijacked brassieres. 
“ The wheelman who takes 
the truck gets a fee of about 
$2,500. He drives to a ware­ 
house either owned or leased by 
the organized crime types. 
“'There, three to four men — 
hired at fees from $50 to $100 
each - unload the truck. These 
are guys with records who 
don’t have a regular occupation 
and are picking up a quick, tax- 
free buck. 
“The wheelman then drives 
the truck to a point miles from 
the warehouse and abandons it, 
where it will finally be spotted 
by a radio patrol car and the 
word is passed on to us. 
“By then, of course,” Kissane 
sighed, “it is too late. The 
cargo has long 
since 
been 
disposed of. It is almost all 
pure profit. There is virtually 
no overhead.” 
“How do they get rid of the 
loot? E asily ,” Capt. Kissane 
said. “Through many contacts.. 
Cigarettes and liquor are the 
biggest hijack items for this 
reason. 
“They 
go 
to 
legitimate 
dealers —or buyers for dealers. 
They sell them the cigarettes at 
about 70 per cent of wholesale 
cost, liquor at about 60 per cent 
of true wholesale cost. Many 
catering 
houses 
and 
hotels 
which do a big business in 
professional and wedding din­ 
ners get their supplies this way. 
“The stolen stuff is mixed in 
with 
legitimately 
purchased 
stuff. This way, it is virtually 
untraceable. And, if anybody is 
checking up, they have honest 
bills of lading 
for honestly 
bought goods. 
“They make a hell of a 
profit, though,.on the stuff they 
buy under the counter. Every­ 
body 
m akes 
out 
but 
the 
manufacturer —and the public. 
“The public pays in the long 
run, because the manufacturer, 
in order to make up for his 
huge 
losses, 
marks 
up 
his 
product price to allow for these 
losses. 
“Just about everything you 
buy would be cheaper if it 
weren’t for the hijackers.” 
“They used to be big on 
stereo systems and big color 
television consoles,” Sgt. Con­ 
nally chimed in, “but they’ve 
all 
but 
given 
that 
up 
to 
concentrate on cigarettes, li­ 
quor and perfume. It’s because 
they’re lazy. The other stuff is 
too heavy to transport around 
and load and unload off trucks 
for the profit involved. They’d 
rather handle the lighter stuff.” 
“That’s true,” agreed Capt 
Kissane. “ Most of the other 
stuff stolen, such as TV, radios, 
stereos, electric shavers —you 
name it —is taken by the free 
lancers.” 
Why, 
the 
reporter 
asked, 
can’t 
the 
drivers 
of 
the 
hijacked trucks pick out their 
assailants from “mug shots” in 
the extensive 
police 
rogue’s 
gallery, 
since

hijackers have 
criminal re­ 
cords, and since the hijacked 
truckers get a good look at 
them? 


“Because the drivers don’t 
want to be hurt or put their 
fam ilies in d an g er,” Kissane 
said. 


“ That is why, before they 
free the driver, the hijackers 
take aw'ay his license. It tells 
them exactly where he lives. 
They warn him before they let 
him go that if he talks, they’ll 
get his family. 


“ A 
few 
days 
afte r 
the 
hijacking, the license arrives at 
his home in the mail. If he had 
been building up any courage 
before that, the ticket in the 
mail does the job. He goes to 
jelly. It proves to him they 
really know where to find him 
and his family. 
“When 
we 
question 
the 
driver, he says the men were 
black if they were w'hite. He 
says they were tall if they were 
short. He says anything but the 
right thing. He can go through 
thousands of pictures, but he’ll 
never —or hardly ever —pick 
out the real hijackers. He’ll 
either say he didn’t get a good 
look, or he can’t remember.” 
Hijackings are way up —and 
the figure continues to climb. 
In 1969 there were 174 trucks 
hijacked on New York City 
roadways. I,ast year there were 
318. Figures aren ’t available 
yet for this year -but the men 
in the business say they are 
continuing to skyrocket. 
The reason is spelled out in 
the value of the goods stolen. 
Last year the total amounted to 
$17,396,849 in New York City 
alone —with an almost 100 per 
cent, 
tax-free profit to 
the 
crooks. 
The solution to the hijack 
problem is not a simple one. 
The companies are against 
having a man “ride shotgun” in 
the trucks for several reasons, 
Capt. Kissane said. One is the 
cost involved. Another is the 
danger to their own drivers in 
case of shoot-outs. 
The police can’t “tail” every 
cargo-carrying 
truck 
—there 
are too many of them. They do 
advise 
the truckers 
to use 
certain “truck routes” which 
are 
kept 
secret 
but 
are 
carefully watched not only by 
detectives but given “special 
attention” by uniformed men in 
regular patrol cars. 
But the anti-hijack cops 
admit candidly, that even this 
doesn’t work too well. Trucks 


are daily being hijacked at high 
noon at some of the busiest 
intersections in the busiest city 
in the United States. 
The police do manage to 
“infiltrate” the mobs through 
the use of paid informers and 
this often leads them to 
warehouses where they recover 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
dollars in stolen merchandise. 
Last year alone, for instance, 
they recovered $7.5 million in 
stolen goods. 


The police would like to 
infiltrate themselves into the 
mobs, but it is too difficult and 
dangerous. 
As 
it 
is, 
they 
frequent roots where known 
hijackers, burglars, safecrack­ 
ers and other criminals do their 
drinking and plotting. 


And even the Safe and Loft 
men, who try to dress and act 
like 
their 
prey, 
are 
not 
invulnerable. 
Theirs 
is 
a 
dangerous job. 


Recently one of the detectives 
in the squad went into his 
backyard and found a doll, 
covered with what appeared to 
be “ blood,” hanging by the 
neck from a basketball hoop 
used by his children.

Synthetics No Worry 
To Rubber Producers 


SINGAPORE (UPI) 
- It 
would not be illogical for the 
layman 
to 
think 
that 
the 
producers of natural rubber and 
the makers of synthetic rubber 
must be engaged constantly in 
an epic battle for the world 
rubber market. 
But here 
in 
the 
world’s 
largest natural rubber market 
the men involved say it’s not 
so. And one reason is that 
producers of natural rubber 
simply cannot provide enough 
of their product to meet the full 
demand. 
Ever since man began riding 
around on pneumatic tires in 
the late 19th Century, rubber 
-trees have been unable to yield 
enough to meet the need. And 
that is exactly the way the 
rubber people want the situa­ 
tion to remain because no 
matter how much they produce, 
they sell it all. 
The planters of Malaysia, far 
and away the world's largest 
natural rubber producing coun­ 
try, 
and 
the 
brokers 
and 
dealers and shippers of Singa­ 
pore have their problems, but 
they are not the problems 
usually associated with 
the 
industry —for instance, 
the 
challenge of the synthetics. 
“There are some very hard 
facts that bear me out when I 
say we are not at all threatened 
by the synthetics,” said one 
Singapore 
Malaysia 
rubber 
kings, Tan Eng Joo. 
Tan, chairman of the influen­ 
tial 
Rubber 
Association 
of 
Singapore, said, “Every ounce 
of 
natural 
rubber 
that 
is 
produced is bought and con­ 
sumed. That is not true of 
synthetic 
rubber. 
Synthetic 
makers are left with considers* 
ble surpluses and they are not 
producing at the top of their 
potential. We are.” 
Tan says the reason for the 
continuing heavy demand is 
that natural rubber remains the 
“best of the elastomers.” (An 
elastomer is anything that is 


elastic). He cited as one for 
instance that aviation relies 
almost 
wholly 
on 
natural 
rubber for airplane tires. 


Of 
more 
concern 
to 
the 
natural 
rubber 
men 
than 
synthetics are black stripe, 
brown bast, cuplump, tree lace 
and cockchafers —tree ailments 
and insects. In this regard, too, 
however, the natural rubber 
industry has had success in 
fighting back. 


The Rubber Research Insti­ 
tute of Malaya (RRI) is one of 
the most sophisticated agricul­ 
tural 
laboratories 
in 
Asia. 
Headquartered in Kuala Lum­ 
pur and running an experimen­ 
tal station 16 miles outside the 
capital, the RRI spends nearly 
$5 million annually looking for 
ways for Malaysia to produce 
more rubber. 


It 
has 
had 
some 
great 
successes. RRI research has 
increased the 
yield 
of the 
average Malaysian rubber tree 
since World War II no less than 
six fold. An acre of rubber 
trees producing 500 pounds of 
latex a year in 1946- today 
produces 3,000 pounds. 


RRI is financed from a 
special 
tax 
levied 
by 
the 
Malaysian government on rub­ 
ber exported from the country. 
The government pours money 
willingly, even desparately, into 
rubber research because the 
government is so dependent on 
rubber. The strength of Malay­ 
sia’s rubber is that it provides 
about half the nearly 3 million 
long 
tons 
the 
world 
uses 
annually. 
The 
weakness 
is 
Malaysia’s overdependence on 
it. 


By far 
M alaysia’s chief 
source of government revenue 
is its tax on exports, amounting 
last year to an estimated $96.3 
million. Nearly half of that — 
$42.6 million —represented the 
tax on rubber.

Break In The Delivery Room 


I-J Special Report 
SAN DIEGO — Father, that 
forgotten figure in the mystique 
surrounding the arrival of a new 
baby, has been given his rightful 
place in the family unit at 
University Hospital. 
Because the Lamaze Method 
of childbirth is recognized at the 
hospital, father is welcome in 
the delivery room to share in the 
bringing forth of a life mutually 
begun nine months earlier. 


As long as he “scrubs up” and 
dons a hospital gown, he’s then 
able to enter the nursery with its 
rows of cribs, and hold his own 
child — with no cold glass wall 
intervening. 


Then, as a romantic capping to 
the occasion, it’s a candle-light 
dinner for mother and father — 
courtesy of University Hospital 
— the night after the baby’s 
arrival. 


Currently underway is a series 
of prenatal clinics held weekly at 
the hospital; planned for the 
near future are monthly teas for 
mothers-tobe, during which they 
will have refreshments, see a 
movie, and be given a tour of the 
hospital and the maternity floor. 


The changes came about after 
hospital 
authorities 
began 
delving into the “whys” of 
traditions hundreds of years 
old . . . and found there really 


wasn’t any need in a modem 
hospital for most of them. 
Apparently it’s the first hospital 
in the country with this kind of 
“open door” policy, but as a 
spokesman noted: “This is what 
a University facility is all 
about. . . as an innovator and 
pace-setter.”

SO SAYS EXPERT 


Partners Important 


In Saving Cities 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-A n ur­ 
ban 
expert 
says 
President 
Nixon’s plans to decentralize 
government 
power 
through 
revenue-sharing won’t do much 
good 
unless 
it 
makes 
the 
nation’s cities partners instead 
of “creatures” of the states. 
The 
proposal 
for 
“city 
equality” in the federal sys­ 
tems comes from John Feild, 
director of the Center of Policy 
Analysis of the National league 
of Cities and U.S. Conference of 
Mayors. It is sure to encounter 
objections from some federal 
and state officials. 
At present, Feild contends, 
“ Local governm ents are not 
accorded a full-fledged role” in 
the allocation of $30 billion a 
year in federal aid funds. 


“Unless and until they are, 
both policy and administrative 
conflict will continue to bog the 
system down,” Feild says. 
He made the case for “city 
equality” in the Urban Coalition 
Magazine “City.” 
He charged that the Nixon 
administration’s expressed con­ 
cern for the states’ role in the 
intergovernmental 
system 
is 
“more an exercise in 
high 
school civics than it is effective 
governmental action.” 


“It is a form of self-deception 
born of the agricultural age,” 
he said. “The simple truth is 
that local bureauacracies and 
local 
resources 
are 
larger, 
more 
effective 
and 
more 
relevant to the average Ameri­ 
can citizen today than those of 


state government.” 
Field said the states do have 
a “ vital” role in education, 
natural resource management, 
criminal justice and regulation 
of utilities and commerce. But 
they are not “capable of doing 
the same kind of administrative 
job 
being 
done 
by 
local 
government 
to 
service 
the 
needs of 
their citizens and 
involve them in deciding on 
priorities and goals.” 
The main problem, according 
to Feild, is that states in the 
past have engaged in policies 
that have widened racial and 
class lines in the distribution of 
federal and state funds. 
In a lengthy review of federal 
policies affecting cities, Feild 
said automatic allocation 
of 
funds to states based on their 
population 
or 
some 
other 
formula has failed, in the case 
of 
school 
aid, 
to 
equalize 
inequalities between cities and 
suburbs. In fact, he said, it 
actually has tended to widen 
the gaps. 
He said the same is now 
proving true in the distribution 


of crime-fighting funds under 
the “safe streets” law. 
“Although the ostensible in­ 
tent of federal effort, is to 
improve the urban environment 
by improved law enforcement 
in areas with high concentra­ 
tions of crime, the dollars are 
not being m atched to these 
areas.” 
“Unless and until equitable 
m eans are devised to reduce 
the disparities in 
income, 
health, quality of education and 
opportunities for better housing 
between the residents of central 
< ity and suburban jurisdictions, 
tliis 
country 
is headed 
for 


continuing conflict.” 


The cities, Feild concluded, 
“have in a very real sense 
become for better or worse, de 
facto partners in the federal 
system along with the states 
and must be dealt with as such 
if the intergovernmental system 
is to work.” 


“They are no longer simply 
’creatures’ of the state whose 
charters can be theoretically 
revoked or arbitrarily changed. 
They 
are 
as 
permanent 
a 
component 
in 
the 
federal 
system as the states and are 
essential to it.”

Hot Food Con Help To 
Prevent Brain Damage

IRVINE — A new electronic 
system to detect respiration 
problems in premature infants 
and to automatically stimulate 
the infant’s breathing has been 
developed at the University of 
California at Irvine. 
According to Dr. Margaret J. 
Ingman. lecturer in pediatrics, 
“Most premature infants have 
periods of rapid breathing 
alternating with brief periods of 
non-breathing. This ‘periodic 
breathing’ is considered to be a 
harmless phenomenon provided 
the infant resumes breathing on 
his own and does not develop 
cyanosis (turning blue due to 
lack of oxygen). 
“However, if the period of non­ 


breathing is accompanied by 
cyanosis or slowing of the in­ 
fant’s heart rate, he usually does 
not 
resum e 
respiration 
automatically.* If he is not 
stim ulated 
to 
resum e 
respiration, he may die or suffer 
brain damage due to lack of 
oxygen.” 


The new system developed 
here is activated by a heart rale 
monitor 
which 
responds 
autom atically whenever the 
infant’s heart rate falls below 90 
beats per minute. (Normal heart 
rate is 110 to 160 beats per 
minute.)

During that 
length of time, 558 instances of 
bradycardia < slowing heart 
rate) were detected.
